Tom Brown, member of the 


Missouri House of Representatives 
from Harrison County, told the 
Post-Dispatch last night he had 
received from David B. Lichten- 
stein, chief of the small-loan lobby 
at the Legislature, a registered let- 
ter containing a campaign contri- 
bution of $50 in currency when he 
was a candidate for election to the 
1937 session of the Legislature. 
Lichtenstein is executive vice- 
president of Public Loan Co. of 
Missouri and its holding company, 


American Investment Co., which 
are to be the subject of an inves- 
tigation by a House committee ex- 
pected to start this week. Donald 
L. Barnes, president of the St. 
Louis Browns, is the president of 
Public Loan and American Invest- 
pipe icote otis 4 
Talked to SEC Man. 

Brown readily told a 
Post-Dispatch correspondent at 
Jefferson City of his $50 contribu- 
tion from Lichtenstein and said he 
had given an account of the inci- 
dent to an investigator for the Se- 
curities and Exchange Commission 
who called on him in the course 
of the SEC inquiry into the $600,- 
000 secret slush fund which Union 
Electric used for political contribu- 
tions. 

Brown, a Republican who is 
serving his sixth term in the 
Legislature, said the first question 
he was asked by the SEC investi- 
gator who called at his home near 
Melbourne, Mo., was: 

“Did you get any money from 
Dave Lichtenstein, and how much?” 

“He evidently knew in advance 
that I had got the money,” Brown 
said. “I got the impression that 
he had been questioning others 
along the same line. When I told 
him I got $50, he made some re- 
mark to the effect that I didn’t 
get my full share.” 

Story of Contribution. 

The circumstances of this $50 
contribution, as Brown related 
them last night, were that in the 
fall of 1936, after he had been 
nominated but before the general 
election, he got a telephone call 
from a St. Louis legislator whose 
name he does not now recall. He 
thought it was odd, at the time, 
that this man, a Democrat, should 
telephone him from St. Louis and 
ask how he was getting on with 
his campaign. Then the caller 
said Mr. Lichtenstein wanted to 
talk to him. 

“The man who identified him- 
self as Lichtenstein asked how I 
was getting along,” Brown went 
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of the 48 points per person to cover

Tips on Best 
Expenditure of 
Food Points 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP).— 
The Government’ suggested to 
housewives today that they make 
up a table showing how many of 
the familiar kitchen cup measure- 
ments can be procured from vari- 
ous cans and packages of frozen 
or dried foods before they start 
shopping when the sale of those 
products begins Monday morning 
under the point rationing system. 

The suggestion was one of sev- 
eral tips passed along by the Agri- 


culture Department in connection 
with the rationing program which 
starts after a week’s freeze on the 
sale of canned goods. 

7 31 Days in March. 

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion contributed this advice to 
housewives: Remember that March 
has three days in addition to four 
seven-day weeks; budget the use 


the 31-day period. To do this, A 
recommended dividing the Pave 
spending into two eight-day periods 
for the start, then a seven-day pe- 
riod, winding up the budget with 
another eight-day program. 

The agriculture economists sug- 
gested: 

Read the label to find out about 
quantity, quality, ingredients and 
use. “You may learn facts—some 
unexpected—to guide buying.” 

Choose the size can most eco- 
nomical for your use. “It’s not 
hard to become proficient in doing 
quick sums when buying . as 
a rule, 16 ounces, or one fluid pint, 
or one pound, will fill two cups of 
the kitchen measuring size.” 

Grade A, or fancy, fruit is not 
needed to cut up in salad or pie. 

Put processed foods where they 
will keep best until needed. Store 
tinned foods where it’s dry to pre- 
vent rust; glass-contained foods in 
a dark, dry and cool place. Keep 
quick-frozen foods frozen; once 
thawed, don’t try to refreeze them. 

Cook all foods quickly to hold 
vitamin content. 

Use all good juices—waste none. 
Liquids in can or jar contain much 
of the vitamins and minerals of 
the food. 

Restriction Eased. 

OPA today amended the order 
barring sale of canned meat and 
fish to allow canned chicken, tur- 
key and other poultry meats to be 
sold immediately. Canned chicken 
soups, however, may not be sold 
until Monday, when the present 
freeze on canned goods ends. 

Deputy Price Administrator Paul 
M. O’Leary said tonight that about 
125 million food ration books were 
issued during the week’s registra- 
tion. 

This was substantially above the 
123,000,000 Ration Books No. 1 is- 
sued last fall. Registration this 
week, O'Leary said, went smoothly 
as a result of the co-operation of 
newspapers, radio, schools and 
merchants. 

He said the signing up was com- 
pleted throughout the country ex- 
cept in Northern Minnesota and 
Michigan, where bad weather de- 
layed registration, and in New

At the same time, Chairman 
Paul V. McNutt issued regulations 
granting broad discretionary au- 
thority to area and regional di- 
rectors in putting the 48-hour week 
into effect in other industries in 
the 32 “labor shortage” areas des-| 
ignated last month, 

In general, these regulations are 
designed to ease the transition to 


the longer work week by provid- 
ing that no firm which must re- 
lease employes to go on a 48-hour 
basis shall install the longer week 
until the Federal Employment 
Service finds “suitable employ- 
ment” for the workers. 
May Mean Months. 

As explained by Fowler V. Har- 
per, McNutt’s chief deputy, this 
might mean a period of months or 
more before some firms in the 
labor shortage areas will institute 
the longer work week. He out- 
lined the procedure in this man- 
ner: 

By April 1, the company must 
file with the regional man power 
official a statement of how many 
employes it would release by going 
on the 48-hour week. It should 
then continue working its current 
schedule until man power officials 
advise that jobs elsewhere are 
ready for the workers who would 
be released. 

This would apply only to busi- 
nesses which must release em- 
ployes. 

Two Other Classes. 

Other firms, in Harper's ex- 
planation, would fall roughly into 
two classes: 

1. Those which can go on a 48- 
hour week without releasing em- 
Ployes and which would make a 
contribution to the war effort by 
a longer work week. Such busi- 
nesses, Harper said, should simply 
change to the 48-hour week and 
need not notify anyone, 

2. Those for whom a longer work 
week would be impracticable, 
would not contribute to reduction 
of labor requirements or the war 
effort, or would conflict with state 
or local laws. These should file a 
statement of their case with the 
local man power director by April 
1 and await his decision. 

First Such Application. 

The order to the lumber and 
non-ferrous mining industries to 
go On the 48-hour week was the 
first industry-wide application of 
the longer work-week principle. 
The Labor Department estimated 
it covered ‘about 370,000 workers 
in lumber and 70,000 in mining.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP).— 
Apparently stymied on the prob- 
lem of what part of a tax year 
should be canceled, the .House 
Ways and Means subcommittee 
considering pay-as-you-go propo- 
sals decided today to let this issue 
simmer for a while and turned to 
consideration of the withholding 
phase. 

Chairman Cooper (Dem.) Tenn. 
announced after a long Saturday 
session that the group would seek 
to dispose of the withholding fea- 
ture early next week. 

The Treasury Department has 
suggested a withholding levy of 
about 19 per cent against taxable 
income by' which weekly, semi- 


monthly or monthly deductions 
would be made from pay envelopes 
and salary checks. This would not 
be an additional tax, but with- 
holdings would be applied against 
taxes to be computed at the year 
end. 


Party Issue Shaping. 

Meanwhile, the proposal by 
Beardsley Rum], chairman of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York, for by-passing one Federal 
income tax year to facilitate the 
transition to a current collection 
system appeared to be shaping up 
as a party issue, supported prin- 
cipally by Republicans and op- 
posed by leading Democrats. 

The full Ways and Means Com- 
mittee turned down the Rum! plan 
on a strict party vote—10 Repub- 
licans for and 15 Democrats 
against.. The committee also re- 
jected other pending current pay- 
ment proposals and turned, the 
problem over to the subcommittee. 

Capitol Hill heard considerable 
talk about the possible circulation 
of a petition to Gischarge the 
Ways and Means Committee and 
bring the issue directly to the 
floor, but some leading supporters 
discouraged such tactics. 

Lines Aren’t Rigid. 


While the Ruml plan received 


principal suport from Republicans, 
and Democrats spearheaded the 
opposition, party lines were not

ROOSEVELT DIRECTS NAVY

Orders Relinquishment of U. 8. 
Operation of Triumph

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt ordered the 
Navy today to relinquish posses- 
sion of the plants of Triumph Ex- 
plosives, Inc., with headquarters at 
Elkton, Md., seized from the man- 
agement by the government last 
October, 

When the plants were taken over 
it was announced they would be 
returned as soon as competent of- 
ficials were found to manage them. 
Today’s order directed the Secre- 
tary of thte Navy to turn back the 
plants as of midnight tomorrow.

SUUNTERATTACKS 
IN SOUTH RUSSIA 


Moscow Says Foe’s Heavy 
Losses Are Weakening 


Power — Soviet Troops

MOSCOW, Feb. 27 (AP). — Re- 
peated counterattacks using every 
tank the Germans could muster 
stalled the Red Army offensive if 
the muddy Donets basin today, but 
to the north in the Kharkov-Kursk 
sector the Russians drove ahead, 
capturing numerous villages. 

The Nazi pressure was heaviest 
in the _ sections southwest of 
Kramatorsk and Voroshilovgrad. 
However, the army newspaper Red 
Star said the cumulative losses in- 
flicted the last 10 days was di- 
minishing the power of the desper- 
ate enemy effort to hold the rich, 
strategic basin. Twenty tanks 
were destroyed overnight in that 
section alone, the noon com- 
munique said, 

Foe Aims at Large Town. 

“In one sector, the Germans at- 
tempting to break through to a 
large populated place launched a 
number of consecutive counterat- 
tacks,” the communique said of 
the Kramatorsk sector, “Our troops 
repulsed all countéfattacks and 
killed over 300.” 

(The Germans admitted the Rus- 
sians had crossed the ice of Lake 
Ilmen, 110 miles southeast of 
Leningrad between Novgorod and 
Staraya Russa, and were attacking 
on a wide front south of the lake. 
Heavy attacks north and south of 
Orel were said to have collapsed. 
The Germans said they had brok- 
en Russian lines in the Izyum sec- 
tor, 75 miles southeast of Khar- 
kov.) 

In Rostov province where the 
Russians are within striking dis- 
tance of Taganrog on the Sea of 
Azov, dispatches said only artillery 
duels and local infantry action 
took place.

The Russian offensive was mak- 
-ing its best progress in the dis- 
tricts west of Kharkov and north 
of Kursk where the Reds were said 
to have annihilated large enemy 
forces. 

North of Kursk where the Soviet 
forces were pressing from north- 
east, northwest, and south toward 
the German base of Orel, heavy 
battles continued despite blizzards. 
‘The Russians said they captured 
several populated places with con- 
| siderable booty including 19 field 
| guns. 

Soviet tanks in this region dis- 
lodged the Nazis from strongly for- 
tified positions and cleared the 
path for a further advance of in- 
fantry, the Russians reported. 

Nazi Quoted on Second Front. 

The captured German command- 
er of the 299th Artillery Regiment 
‘of the 299th Infantry Division was 
_quoted as saying: 
| “At this moment when the Ger- 
man Army in the east is in such a 
dangerous position, a blow from 
the west would bring about Ger- 
many’s catastrophe.” 

That passage in the official com- 
munique fortified Premier Stalin’s 
recent implied plea for a second 
front in Europe. 
| German losses were said to be 
great in the Donets basin, and 
numerous fresh reserves were re- 
ported thrown into the battle, The 
enemy, was reported unable to 
take a single settlement in the 
continuous fighting raging by day 
and by night. 

The only advance the Russians 
announced in the Donets region 
was southwest of Voroshilovgrad.,

‘People Hanged From Balconies 


Like Wash on Line’ in Kharkov 


This Sight Extended for Mile and Half, In- 
habitant Tells Correspondent Visiting 
City Recaptured From Nazis.

WITH THE RED ARMY ON 


THE UKRAINE FRONT, Feb. 27 
(AP).—We are being served here 
in Kharkov by a blond Ukrainian 
woman who hid her husband in 
his own attic for more than seven 
months while the Germans were in 
the house daily. 

They are among Kharkov’s resi- 
dents who have suffered. 

The first two days after the 
Germans occupied the city (in 
October, 1941) were the most hor- 
rible, inhabitants assert. 

“For a mile and a half,” said 
Leionid Danilchenko, “there was 
nothing but people hanging from 
balconies by their necks like wash- 
ing.” 

The Germans, the occupants tell 
us, carried out most of their exe- 
cutions in public. 

Alexander Servanov, head of the 
city Soviet, now is undertaking the 
tremendous task of getting the 


city into some kind of shape, but 
it is going to be difficult. 

The great modern building, 
“House of Projects,” is a_ tre- 
mendous, gutted structure with 
just the outside walls and steel 
frames standing. I have seen lots 
of blitzed cities in England and 
this looks like Coventry or Plym- 
outh after a good hammering and 
burning. 

The large and modern “House 
of Industries” was sprayed with 
gasoline and set afire during the 
burning of Kharkov Feb. 14 pre- 
paratory to the Nazi withdrawal. 

Kharkov’s Internativunal Hotel, 
which looks a lot like Chicago’s 
Stevens, was burned. There is 
nothing left but the walls. It was 
here that German officers had 
many nightly dancing parties. It 
was the Nazi social center. 

The Germans put up German 
names for streets on every thor-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt, though im- 
proved, cancelled all engagements 
for the week end today to rest up 
from an_ intestinal disturbance 
which has kept him away from his 
office since Wednesday. The slight 
fever which accompanied the dis- 
order had disappeared today and 
he was said to be “getting along 
very satisfactorily.” However, his 
physician advised continued rest 
and no appointments were made 
for him. 

A four-minute radio broadcast he 
was to have made between 3:15 and 
3:30 p. m., St. Louis time, tomor- 
row in starting the 125 million dol- 
lar Red Cross war fund drive was 
called off. Red Cross Chairman 
Norman H. Davis will read the 
message for him. 


LONDON, Feb. 27 (AP). — A 
bulletin from No. 10 Downing 
street today said Prime Minister 
Churchill’s condition “continues to 
be satisfactory” and that no 
further report would be issued 
until Monday. Churchill is re- 
cuperating .from an attack of 
pneumonia.

British Stop Repeated 
Tank Charges on 55- 

/ Mile Front, Take More 
Than 400 Prisoners.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Feb. 27 (AP).— 
Veteran British troops stoutly en- 
trenched on the rugged heights in 
the Bizerte-Tunis area shattered 
repeated German armored thrusts 
along a muddy, 55-mile front to- 


day while in central Tunisia Amer- 
ican and Allied combat teams cap- 
tured the town of Kasserine and 
drove near the Thelepte airport, 15 
miles to the southwest, 

Throwing about 50 tanks into 
short, stabbing attacks, supported 
by probably as much as five bat- 
talions of infantry, Col. Gen. Jur- 
gen von Arnim tried but failed to 
break into the strategic network 
of roads immediately behind the 
British line, 

From the area of Sidi Nsir, 15 
miles northeast of Beja, to Jebel 
Mansour, six miles southe::t of 
Bou Arada, Axis forces ctormed 
forward into devastating fire from 
British artillery. 

40-Ton British Tanks. 

Strengthened with new tanks, in- 
cluding the 40-ton Churchills, the 
British quickly counterattacked 
and Allied planes provided close 
support. 

With the fighting still continu- 
ing, the number of Axis troops 
taken prisoner, which last night 
exceeded 400, was mounting 
steadily, 

Six attacks were launched by 
the enemy early yesterday and al- 
though all were temporarily 
smashed the pressure was rehewed 
at two points, field dispatches said 
late this afternoon. 

Mateur-Beja road, 
where 30 tanks and one infantry 
battalion began the assault, the

The postal guide lists only one 
town named President, but there 
are 29 Franklins, four Delanos and 
nine Roosevelts. The Delano in 
Pennsylvania was named after the 
President’s grandfather, Warren 
Delano, who owned a coal mine in 
that vicinity. 

The “Cuff Link Club” derived its 
name from gifts given by the Pres- 
ident to the group of friends.

Today’s daylight operations fol-

Squadron after squadron of Al- 
lied planes shuttled across the 
channel today as R. A. F. and 
Allied fighters supported the four- 
motored American bombers in 
their raid on Brest. 

U-Boat Centers Hit. 

Their target again was the U- 
Boat base at that port, pointing 
to a sustained Allied air offensive 
to weaken the German submarine 
fleet and help clear the way for 
the landings on the European 
mainland. 

Wilhelmshhven, which United 
States bombers struck in daylight 
yesterday, is another U-boat build- 
ing center and base. Cologne also 
builds submarine engines and 
parts.

bution of $50 in currency when he 
was a candidate for election to the 
1937 session of the Legislature. 

Lichtenstein is executive vice- 
president of Public Loan Co. of 
Missouri and its holding company, 
American Investment Co., which 
are to be the subject of an inves- 
tigation by a House committee ex- 
pected to start this week. Donald 


L. Barnes, president of the St. 
Lowis Browns, is the president of 
Public Loan and American Invest- 
ment. 

Talked to SEC Man. 

Brown readily told a 
Post-Dispatch correspondent at 
Jefferson City of his $50 contribu- 
tion from Lichtenstein and said he 
had given an account of the inci- 
dent to an investigator for the Se- 
curities and Exchange Commission 
who called on him in the course 
of the SEC inquiry into the $600,- 
000 secret slush fund which Union 
Electric used for political contribu- 
tions. 

Brown, a Republican who is 
serving his sixth term in the 
Legislature, said the first question 
he was asked by the SEC investi- 
gator who called at his home near 
Melbourne, Mo., was: 

“Did you get any money from 
Dave Lichtenstein, and how much?” 

“He evidently knew in advance 
that I had got the money,” Brown 
said. “I got the impression that 
he had been questioning others 
along the same line. When I told 
him I got $50, he made some re- 
mark to the effect that I didn’t 
get my full share.” 

Story of Contribution. 

The circumstances of this $50 
contribution, as Brown related 
them last night, were that in the 
fall of 1936, after he had been 
nominated but before the general 
election, he got a telephone call 
from a St. Louis legislator whose 
mame he does not now recall. He 
thought it was odd, at the time, 
that this man, a Democrat, should 
telephone him from St. Louis and 
ask how he was getting on with 
his campaign. Then the caller 
said Mr. Lichtenstein wanted to 
talk to him.

INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 27 (AP). 
—The Indianapolis Star, in a dis- 
patch from its Washington cor- 
respondent, said tonight that Wen- 
dell L. Willkie’s candidacy for the 
1944 Republican Presidential nom- 
ination will be entered in the 13 
states having primaries for selec- 
tion . of. -delegates “tothe party's 
national convention. 


Willkie’s candidacy for the nom- 

ination “may be taken for granted 
without any formal announcement 
from him” and he “will fight for 
the popular vote in every State 
where delegates are named in pri- 
mary elections,” said the dispatch, 
which came from Everett C. Wat- 
kins.

TRANSFERS TO VITAL JOBS 


Indorses Austin - Wads- 
worth Bill—First Sup- 
port for It From Ad- 
ministration. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP).— 
Reporting “increasing evidence of 
the inadequacy of present con- 
trols,” Secretary of War Stimson 


wei wrote the Senate military commit- 


tee today strongly indorsing a bill 
providing for the compulsory con- 


©22| trol of man power. 


In a letter to Chairman Rey- 
(Dem.), North Carolina, 


“strongly indorses” a bill intro- 
duced by Senator Austin (Rep.), 
Vermont, and Representative 
Wadsworth (Rep.), New York) and 
“urges its prompt passage by Con- 
gress.” 

This was the first intimation 
from administration sources of 
support for the Austin-Wadsworth 
measure, which would provide 
primarily for voluntary transfer of 
workers to essential war jobs but 
would provide for compulsion if 
voluntary controls fail to bring 
about the desired results. 

. Labor Shortages. 

Stimson reported “present or 
imminent” shortages of labor in 
agriculture, mining and industry. 

“There is increasing evidence of 
the inadequacy of present controls 
to achieve a full utilization of our 
man power and to solve the labor 
shortage problem,” Stimson wrote 
Reynolds. 

“As a result,” Stimson continued, 
“in several instances where labor 
shortage emergencies existed it has 
been necessary to take men from 
the Army to supply labor. This is 
a practice’that is wasteful and dis- 
ruptive to the Army training pro- 
gram. As a further result, pro- 
posals have been made to give 
blanket deferment to groups of 
workers thus limiting greatly the 
man-power pool on. which the 
Army depends for its soldiers.” 

Austin, who made public the let- 
ter, said he interpreted this por- 
tion of it as opposing proposals by 
Senator Bankhead (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, and others to provide for 


Army to do farm work, as well as 
pending proposals for the defer- 
ment of farm workers. 

“We must direct adult labor into 
essential occupations rather than 
keep the men out of the Army who 
are needed for the job of winning 
the war,” Stimson wrote. 

What Bill Provides. 

The Austin-Wadsworth bill calls 
for a national registration of wom- 
en and provides that these women, 
along with the men registered 
under Selective Service who have 
not already been drafted, shall be 
available for compulsory assign- 
ment to war factories and farms 
where necessary. President Roose- 
velt first would issue a call for 
volunteers to fil the jobs and if 
this failed, Selective Service would 
act through the local draft boards. 

Stimson pointed out that the Se- 
lective Service would be main- 
tained intact and would be utilized 
as the agency to classify and select 
persons to be assigned to indus- 
trial as well as military service. 

“A total mobilization of our 
man and woman power is essential 
to win the war,” Stimson declared. 
“Only through compulsory legisla- 
tion such as S, 666 (the Austin- 
Wadsworth bill) to place on every- 
one the equal obligation to serve 
in the war effort, can a total mo- 
-bilization be achieved. 

“We cannot wage war to the 
greatest advantage with minimum 
losses or contribute our full part 
to the United War effort without 
mobilizing our human resources 
with a thoroughness at least ap- 
proaching that of our enemies and 
our principal allies.” 

Hearings Open Tuesday. 

Hearings on the Austin-Wads- 
worth bill, introduced about a 
month ago, are scheduled to open 
before the Military Committee 
Tuesday. Austin said several wit- 
nesses had asked to testify. 

Stimson’s indorsement of the 
measure was taken as an indica- 
tion that it would have. thorough- 
going administration support de- 
spite the fact that Paul V. Mc- 
Nutt, manpower chairman, _re- 
cently told a Senate committee 
that he intended to go along with

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP).— 
A 48-hour week for the lumber in- 
dustry in all its phases and for 
metal mining other than iron 
throughout the nation was ordered 
tonight by the War Manpower 
Commission. 

At the same time, Chairman 
Paul V. McNutt issued regulations 
granting broad discretionary au- 
thority to area and regional di- 
rectors in putting the 48-hour week 
into effect in other industries in 
the 32 “labor shortage” areas des- 
ignated last month, 

In general, these regulations are 
designed to ease the transition to 


the longer work week by provid- 
ing that no firm which must re- 
lease employes to go on a 48-hour 
basis shall install the longer week 
until the Federal Employment 
Service finds “suitable employ- 
ment” for the workers. 
May Mean Months, 

As explained by Fowler V. Har- 
per, McNutt’s chief deputy, this 
might mean a period of months or 
more before some firms in the 
labor shortage areas will institute 
the longer work week. He out- 
lined the procedure in this man- 
ner: 

By April 1, the company must 
file with the regional man power 
official a statement of how many 
employes it would release by going 
on the 48-hour week. It should 
then continue working its current 
schedule until man power officials 
advise that jobs elsewhere are 
ready for the workers who would 
be released. : 

This would apply only to busi- 
nesses which must release em- 


ployes. 
Two Other Classes. 

Other firms, in Harper’s ex- 
planation, would fall roughly into 
two classes: . 

1. Those which can go on a 48- 
hour week without releasing em- 
ployes and which would make a 
contribution to the war effort by 
a longer work week. Such busi- 
nesses, Harper said, should simply

Russian ground forces last were 
reported only 50 miles northeast 
of Zaporozhe. 

Soviet units swept into several 
populated places north of Kursk 
also, said the Russian midnight 
communique broadcast by the Mos- 
cow radio and recorded by the So- 
viet monitor, but the bulletin told 
of stubborn German resistance on 
all fronts, with the Nazis steadily 
pouring tanks into the battle, es- 
pecially in the muddy Donets area. 

The communique did not identify 
any of the populated places taken 
west of Kharkov, but said that 150 
Germans were killed and six tanks 
burned or disabled in the fighting 
for one locality alone. 

Thawing weather is hampering 
the Russians, but Moscow dis- 
patches said the Soviet generals 
expected more frosts to facilitate 
their drive before the advent of 
spring and had made plans to fit

‘People Hanged From: Balconies 


Like Wash on Line’ in Kharkov 


‘This Sight Extended for Mile and Half, In- 
habitant Tells Correspondent Visiting 
City Recaptured From Nazis.

WITH THE RED ARMY ON 


THE UKRAINE FRONT, Feb. 27 
(AP).—We are being served here 
in Kharkov by a blond Ukrainian 
woman who hid her husband in 
his own attic for more than seven 
months while the Germans were in 
the house daily. 

They are among Kharkov’s resi- 
dents who have suffered. 

The first two days after the 
Germans occupied the city (in 
October, 1941) were the most hor- 
rible, inhabitants assert. 

“For a mile and a half,” said 
Leionid Danilchenko, “there was 
nothing but people hanging from 
balconies by their necks like wash- 
ing.” 

The Germans, the occupants tell 
us, carried out most of their exe- 
cutions in public, 

Alexander Servanov, head of the 
city Soviet, now is undertaking the 
tremendous task of getting the 


| 


city into some kind of shape, but 
it is going to be difficult. 

The great modern building, 
“House of Projects,” is a _ tre- 
mendous, gutted structure with 
just the outside walls and steel 
frames standing. I have seen lots 
of blitzed cities In England and 
this looks like Coventry or Plym- 
outh after a good hammering and 
burning. 

The large and modern “House 
of Industries” was sprayed with 
gasoline and set afire during the 
burning of Kharkov Feb. 14 pre- 
paratory to the Nazi withdrawal. 

Kharkov’s International Hotel, 
which looks a lot like Chicago's 
Stevens, was burned.

Talked to SEC Man. 

Brown readily told a 
Post-Dispatch correspondent. at 
Jefferson City of his $50 contribu- 


tion from Lichtenstein and said he th 


had given an account of the inci- 
dent to an investigator for the Se- 
curities and Exchange Commission 
who called on him in the course 
of the SEC inquiry into the $600,- 
000 secret slush fund which Union 
Electric used for political contribu- 
tions. 

Brown, a Republican who is 
-gerving his sixth term in the 
Legislature, said the first question 
he was asked by the SEC investi- 
gator who called at his home near 
Melbourne, Mo., was: 

“Did you get any money from 
Dave Lichtenstein, and how much?” 

“He evidently knew in advanc 
that I had got the money,” Brow 
said. “I got the impression that 
he had been questioning others 
along the same line. When I told 
him I got $50, he made some re- 
mark to the effect that I didn’t 
get my full share.” 

Story of Contribution. 

The circumstances of this $50 
contribution, as Brown related 
them last night, were that in the 
fall of 1936, after he had been 
nominated but before the genera] 
election, he got a telephone call 
from a St. Louis legislator whose 
mame he does not now recall. He 
thought it was odd, at the time, 
that this man, a Democrat, should 
telephone him from St. Louis and 
ask how he was getting on with 
his campaign.

Paul V. McNutt issued regulations 
granting broad discretionary au- 
thority to area and regional di- 
rectors in the 48-hour week 
into effect in‘other industries in 
32 “labor shortage” areas des- 
ignated last month, 

In general, these regulations are 
designed to ease the transition to 
the longer work week by provid- 
ing that no firm which must re- 
lease employes to go on a 48-hour 
basis shall install the longer week 
until the Federal Employment 
Service finds “suitable employ- 
ment” for the workers. 


May Mean Months. 

As explained by Fowler V. Har- 
per, McNutt’s chief deputy, this 
might mean a period of months or 
more before some firms in the 
labor shortage areas wil] institute 
the longer work week. He out- 
lined the procedure in this man- 
ner: 

By April 1, the company must 
file with the regional man power 
official a statement of how many 
employes it would release by going 
on the 48-hour week. It should 
then continue working its current 
schedule until man power officials 
advise that jobs elsewhere are 
ready for the workers who would 
be released, 

This would apply only to busi- 
nesses which must release em- 
ployes. 

Two Other Classes. 

Other firms, in Harper’s ex- 
planation, would fall roughly into 
two classes: 

1. Those which can go on a 48- 
hour week without releasing em- 
ployes and which would make a 
contribution to the war effort by 
a longer work week. Such busi- 
nesses, Harper said, should simply 
change to the 48-hour week and 
need not notify anyone, 

2. Those for whom a longer work 
week would be impracticable, 
would not contribute to reduction 
of labor requirements or the war 
effort, or would conflict with state 
These should file a 
statement of their case with the 
local man power director by April 
1 and await his decision.

Text of Letter. 

Following igs the text of Stim- 
son’s letter: 

“The War Department strongly 
indorses S666, 78th Congress, a bill 
‘to provide further for the success- 
ful prosecution of the war through 
a system of civilian selective war 
service with the aid of the Selec- 
tive Service System,’ and urges its 
prompt passage by the Congress. 
Comments on specific provisions of 
the bill will not be given at this 
time. 

“S666 would make every man

Only through com- 
prehensive legislation, ch as 
S666, to place on ree wa the 
equal obligation to serve in the 
war effort can a total mobiliza- 
tion be achieved, 

Britain and Russia have nation- 
al war service laws under which 
men and women may be assigned 
to non-military as well as military 
duties. Both Germany and Japan 
likewise have such laws. These 
countries are more fully mobilized 
than we are. We cannot wage 
war to the greatest advantage and 
with minimum losses, or  con- 
tribute our full part to the united 
war effort, without mobilizing our 
human resources with a thorough- 
ness at least approaching that of 
our enemies and our principal al- 
lies. Furthermore, we owe an ob- 
ligation to our fighting men to ef- 
fect an extension of the Selective 
Service System to‘*the home front 
to assure a steady, full supply of 
munitions and supplies necessary 
to win the war. 

Labor Shortages. 

At this crucial stage of the war, 
we can no longer depend solely 
on voluntary methods backed by 
indirect sanctions to cure the 
growing, critical labor shortages 
which threaten the war effort. 
There are labor shortages, present 
or imminent, in agriculture, min- 
ing and industry. There is in- 
creasing evidence of the _ in- 
adequacy of the present controls 
to achieve a full utilization of our

Russian ground forces last were 
reported only 50 miles northeast 
of Zaporozhe. 

Soviet units swept into several 
populated places north of Kursk 
also, said the Russian midnight 
communique broadcast by the Mos- 
cow radio and recorded by the So- 
viet monitor, but the bulletin told 
of stubborn German resistance on 
all fronts, with the Nazis steadily 
pouring tanks into the battle, es- 
pecially in the muddy Donets area. 

The communique did not identify 


west of Kharkov, but said that 150 
Germans were killed and six tanks 
burned or disabled in the fighting 
for one locality alone. 

Thawing weather is hampering 
the Russians, but Moscow dis- 
patches said the Soviet generals 
expected more frosts to facilitate 
their drive before the advent of 
spring and had made plans to fit 
the weather. 

Two hundred Germans were re- 
ported killed in street fighting at 
one captured locality north of 
Kursk, where Soviet columns men- 
ace Orel, a powerful German de- 
fense bastion.

Asserts Responsibility Will Be on 
Congress if Program Suffers 
From Lack of Funds. 

WASHINGTON, Feb, 27 (AP).— 
Paul V. McNutt’s chief aid de- 
clared today thé Manpower Chair- 
man will stick to his job despite 
the refusal of Congress to give 
him funds he believes essential for 
his program.

TWO KILLED, 72 TRAPPED 
IN MONTANA MINE BLAST 


Hope Expressed That Men May 
Have Barricaded Selves From 
Gas; Rescue Efforts Rushed, 
BEARCREEK, Mont., Feb. 27 

(AP).—An unexplained explosion 

in the Smith Coal Co. mine killed 

two men, seriously injured three 
and left 72 others somewhere in 
the deep workings today. 

Hope was expressed by Mine 
Manager Bill Romek the men may 
have fled deadly black damp and 
barricaded themselves in a section 
where they may get pure air. A 
fully equipped rescue squad ar- 
rived from Butte and went into 
the mine to pierce a cavein and 
locate the missing 72. Earlier 
rescue efforts had been hampered 
by lack of gas and smoke equip- 
ment, 

Romek said the cavein was not 
the major problem, but that gas 
was. He said the men, if they 
were alive, had access throughout 
the underground workings which 
go 1000 feet deep. 


ROOSEVELT DIRECTS NAVY 
TO RETURN SEIZED WAR PLANT 


Orders Relinquishment of U. 8. 
Operation of Triumph 
Explosive Factories. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt ordered the 
Navy today to relinquish posses- 
sion of the plants of Triumph Ex- 
plosives, Inc., with headquarters at 
Elkton, Md., seized from the man- 


agement by the government last 
October. 

When the plants were taken over 
it was announced they would be 
returned as soon as competent of- 
ficials were found to manage them. 
Today’s order directed the Secre- 
tary of thte Navy to turn back the 
plants as of midnight tomorrow.

“People Hanged From Balconies 


‘Like Wash on Line’ in Kharkov 


This Sight Extended for Mile and Half, In- 
habitant Tells Correspondent Visiting 
City Recaptured From Nazis.

THE UKRAINE FRONT, Feb. 27 
(AP).—We are being served here 
in Kharkov by a blond Ukrainian 
woman who hid her husband in 
his own attic for more than seven 
months while the Germans were in 
the house daily. 

They are among Kharkov’s resi- 
dents who have suffered. 

The first two days after the 
Germans occupied the city (in 
October, 1941) were the most hor- 
rible, inhabitants assert. 

“For a mile and a half,” said 
Leionid Danilchenko, “there was 
nothing but people hanging from 
balconies by their necks like wash- 
ing.” 

The Germans, the occupants tell 
us, carried out most of their exe- 
cutions in public. 

Alexander Servanov, head of the 
city Soviet, now is undertaking the 
tremendous task of getting the 


city into some kind of shape, but 
it is going to be difficult. 

The great modern . building, 
“House of Projects,” is a _ tre- 
mendous, gutted structure with 
just the outside walls and steel 
frames standing. I have seen lots 
of blitzed cities In England and 
this looks like Coventry or Plym- 
outh after a good hammering and 
burning. 

The large and modern “House 
of Industries” was sprayed with 
gasoline and set afire during the 
burning of Kharkov Feb, 14 pre- 
paratory to the Nazi withdrawal. 

Kharkov’s International Hotel, 
which looks a lot like Chicago’s 
Stevens, was burned. There is 
nothing left but the walls. It was 
here that German officers had 
many nightly dancing parties. It 
was the Nazi social center. 

The Germans put up German 
names for streets on every thor-

British Stop Repeated

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Feb. 27 (AP).— 
Veteran British troops stoutly en- 
trenched on the rugged heights in 
the Bizerte-Tunis area shattered 
repeated German armored thrusts 
along a muddy, 55-mile front to- 
day while in central Tunisia Amer- 
ican and Allied combat teams cap- 
tured the town of Kasserine and 
drove near the Thelepte airport, 15 
miles to the southwest. 

Throwing about 50 tanks into 
short, stabbing attacks, supported 
by probably as much as five bat- 
talions of infantry, Col. Gen. Jur- 
gen von Arnim tried but failed to 
break into the strategic network 
of roads immediately behind the 
British line. 

From the area of Sidi Nasir, 15 
miles northeast of Beja, to Jebel 
Mansour, six miles southe::t of 
Bou Arada, Axis forces ctormed 
forward into devastating fire frdém 
British artillery. 

40-Ton British Tanks. 

Strengthened with new tanks, in- 
cluding the 40-ton Churchills, the 
British quickly counterattacked 
and Allied planes provided close 
support. 

With the fighting still continu- 
ing, the number of Axis troops 
taken prisoner, which last night 
exceeded 400, was mounting 
steadily. ; 

Six attacks were launched by 
the enemy early yesterday and al- 
though all were temporarily 
smashed the pressure was renewed 
at two points, field dispatches said 
late this afternoon.

Greatest Sustained Aerial

LONDON, Feb. 27 (AP).—Amer- 
ican Fortress and Liberator bomb- 
ers pounded the German naval 
base at Brest on the French coast 
today while R. A. F. Venturas at- 
tacked Dunkerque in continuation 
of the greatest sustained air as- 
sault of the war on German instal- 
lations and cities. 

All the big United States bomb- 
ers returned from the latest in the 
series of assaults in which Allied 
planes have pounded the Nazi war 
machine twice around the clock 
and more. 

The Paris and Calais radio sta- 
tions suddenly went off the air 
penlens indicating the R. A. F, 
way e offensive through 
another night.

Feb. 26, Night—Cologne raided 
118th time by several hundred 
planes in heaviest pounding since 
1000-plane attack last May 3, 
10 bombers lost; other targets 
in western Germany and north- 
ern France attacked. 

Feb. 27, Day—Brest docks at- 
tacked by Fortresses and Liber- 
ators; all return to base; Ven- 
turas plaster Dunkerque. 

Squadron after squadron of Al 
lied planes shuttled across the 
channel today as R. A. F. and 

Allied fighters supported the four- 
motored American bombers in 
their raid on Brest. 
U-Boat Centers Hit. 

Their target again was the U- 
boat base at that port, pointing 
to a sustained Allied air offensive 
to weaken the German submarine 
fleet and help clear the way for 
the landings on the European 
mainland. 

Wilhelmshaven, which United 
States bombers struck in daylight 
yesterday, is another U-boat build- 
ing center and base.

140 Economics Experts 
Seek Means to Match 
Allied Production of 
Munitions, Information 


at Stockholm Says.

STCCKHOLM, Feb. 27 (AP).— 
The Nazi Minister of Munitions, 
Prof. Albert Speer, was reported 
today to have called an urgent 
conference of 140 of Germany’s 
leading economic experts to dis- 
cuss means of matching the flood 
of war materials being tur..ed out 
by United Nations arsenals. 

The Berlin correspondent of the 
Dagens Nyheter wrote that the 
meeting is being held at a castle 
mear Kulmbach, in Western Ger- 
many, and that 16 Generals and 
Admirals and 31 industrial direc- 
tors also are helping lay plans for 


“new and revolutionary methods 
of saving raw materials and work- 
ers’ energy.” 

Great quantities of American 
and British war materials reach- 
ing the fronts despite Germany's 
U-boats are reported to have 
shocked the Nazis into a series of 
urgent measures in an effort to 
sustain the economic pace. The 
present conference is the latest 
step. - 


Production Drop Reported. 


Reliable reports from Germany 
gay that production has been drop- 
ping gradually since a peak was 
hit last May and that in the last 
two months the decline has been 
accelerated. 

The inefficiency of foreign labor 
is said to have been especially dis- 
appointing to the Nazis. This, 
combined with heavy Gerrran 
losses at the fighting fronts, has 
forced Adolf Hitler to declare 
“total mobilization” and to strike 
a careful balance between the 
urgent needs of the Army and war 
industry. 

Keeping the wheels moving with 
untrained personnel, especially 
women, is the Nazi’s main prob- 
lem. Forty thousand workers’ 
training schools have been estab- 
lished and Speer has appealed for 
the good will of both workers and 
employers. 

Hitler, however, is not handling 
the situation with kid gloves. He 
went out of his way in a recent 
address to warn of death = to 
“saboteurs.” Broadly, this means 
that every obstructionist is subject 
to execution. 


Non-War Freight to Canals, 


An indication of the state of 
Germany’s communications system 
is seen in an order transferring 
all non-war freight to canals, 
which normally can carry only 30 
per cent of the nation’s traffic. 
Mail to the front also has been 
stopped “because of transport rea- 
sons.” 

Though the Nazis have been ham- 
pered by a shortage of locomotives, 
they apparently need heavy guns 
and armament more, for the Ger- 
man press reported that an engine 
repair shop had been converted to 
the production of heavy war equip- 
ment. 

Aerial raids have upset Hitler's 
finely-drawn war economy. At a 
time when the Germans were at- 
tempting to eliminate virtually all 
civilian production, even to the 
point of closing several hundred 
thousand stores and shops by 
March 15, destruction wrought by 
the bombers forced them to build 
up an emergency supply of 200 
articles. These were mainly house- 
hold articles urgently needed by 
bombed-out families. 

German war invalids are being 
trained for industry and frequent- 
ly are sought in advertisements. 
One such advertisement in the 
‘Essener National Zeitung, seeking 
men to guard Russian prisoners of 
war, emphasized that “even in- 
valids may apply.” 


Total Mobilization Extended, 


Total mobilization has been ex- 
tended to Poland, Norway, Holland, 
Czechoslovakia and Greece, and 
Hitler has indicated it soon will 
be put in effect in all German- 
occupied and satellite countries. 
Many state, party and even high 
command departments not regard- 
ed as vital to Germany’s war éf- 
fort are being closed and the men 
used elsewhere. The closing of 
stores is going ahead rapidly. As 
the shutters drop, workmen re- 
move all fittings, telephones, wir- 
ing, lamps, stocks and, in fact, 
everything that is moveable. 

The owner gets a piece of paper 
which assures replacement of his 
property after the war. He usu- 
ally does not mind the closing 
much, for he had almost nothing 
to sell anyway. 

A traveler recently returned from 
Berlin said the only unrationed 
articles that could be purchased in 
Wertheimm’s, the city’s largest de- 
partment store, were bathroom 
tiles and bath salts. Electric light 
bulbs no longer can be bought.

RUSSIANS STALLED 
IN DONETS BASIN 


MOSCOW, Feb. 27 (AP). — Re- 
peated counterattacks using every 
tank the Germans could muster 
stalled the Red Army offensive in 
the muddy Donets basin today, but 
to the north in the Kharkov-Kursk 
sector the Russians drove ahead, 
capturing numerous villages. 

The Nazi pressure was heaviest 
in the sections southwest of 
Kramatorsk and Voroshilovgrad. 
However, the army newspaper Red 
Star said the cumulative losseg in- 
flicted the last 10 days was di- 
minishing the power of the desper- 
ate enemy effort to hold the rich, 
strategic basin. Twenty tanks 
were destroyed overnight in that 
section alone, the noon com- 
munique said, 

(The Germans admitted the Rus- 
sians had crossed the ice of Lake 
Ilmen, 110 miles southeast of 
Leningrad between Novgorod and 
Staraya Russa, and were attacking 
on a wide front south of the lake. 
Heavy attacks north and south of 
Orel were said to have collapsed. 
The Germans said they had brok- 
en Russian lines in the Izyum sec- 
tor, 75 miles southeast of Khar- 
kov.) 

The captured German command- 
er of the 299th Artillery Regiment 
of the 299th Infantry Division was 
quoted as saying: 

“At this moment when the Ger- 
man Army in the east is in such a 
dangerous position, a blow from 
the west would bring about Ger- 
many’s catastrophe.” 


Quezon Proposes New Battle Cry. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 27 (AP).— 
President Manuel L. Quezon.of the 
Philippine Commonwealth asked 
Americans today to adopt a new 
battle cry—“Remember the Phil- 
ippines—where you have suffered 
your worst defeat.” Speaking over 
the Blue network to persons at- 
tending the Thirtienth Metropoli- 
tan, Opera victory rally, he sug- 
gested it replace ‘Remember Pearl 
Harbor,” which he asserted rarely 
is heard any more,

named all kinds of buildings and 
put up German signs over shops 
and restaurants.

ruined. More than 25 members of 
its staff starved to death or were 
shot or hanged, the Russians said. 

For wartime destruction, Khar- 
kov must rank high on the, world’s 
list. 

There was some bombing and 
shell damage, but most of the de- 
struction was by fire.

Ciano Postpones Presen- 
tation of Credentials to 
Holy See—Speculation 
Continues.

BERN, Switzerland, Feb. 27 


(AP),.—Diego von Bergen, German 
Ambassador to Vatican City, de- 
parted hurriedly and unexpectedly 


for Berlin tonight and Count Ga- 
leazzo Ciano’s presentation of 
credentials as Italian Ambassador 
to the Holy See wes postponed 
until Monday. 

Well-informed Vatican observers 
were quick to see in these. moves 
a further indication of the wide 
scope of negotiations under way 
since the arrival of Archbishop 
Francis J. Spellman of New York 
for consultation with Pope Pius 
XII. Yet all that came from Vati- 
can City was a declaration that 
“one continues to retain the great- 
2st reserve,” 

Foreign diplomatic observers 
were convinced the delay in 
Ciano’s appearance and the de- 
parture of the German envoy were 
connected with an address on 
peace hopes and aims Ciano had 
planned to deliver before the Pope. 
The best judgment tonight 
among Vatican observers was that 
Archbishop Spellman’s visit some- 
how was connected with the peace 
hopes of some factions in Italy 
and Balkan nations allied to the 
Axis. Yet some here professed to 
know whether there was any of- 
ficial support for these hopes in 
any of the Axis nations. 

The Geneva Tribune, under a 
headline “Italian diplomatic move- 
ment” told of the shifting of Ital- 
ian ambassadors. 

Ciano’s predecessor at the Vati- 
can, Baron Raffaele Guariglia, 
was named Ambassador to Turkey 
although it had been expected that 
Augusto Rosso, former Ambassa- 
dor to Washington and Moscow, 
was going to fill that post.

NEW YORK TIMES REPORTER 
MISSING IN U. S, RAID ON REICH 


LONDON, Feb. 27 (AP).—Robert 
P. Post of the New York Times 
was aboard one of the bombers 
which failed to return from yester- 
day’s American raid on Wilhelms- 
haven but American officers held 
out hope that the 32-year-old war 
correspondent had parachuted to 
safety. 

The United States Army estab- 
lished this evening that the bomber 
in which Post was a passenger-ob- 
server had maintained level flight 
long enough for several men to 
take to parachutes. 

A report issued after all avail- 
able eyewitnesses were questioned 
said it was not known how many 
bailed out, the estimates varying 
from one to eight, but several wit- 
nesses agreed that at least three 
parachutes were seen to open. The 
report said the bomber was downed 
by an enemy fighter which set fire 
to two engines. 


450,000 Negroes in Army. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP).— 
Negroes in the Army now total 
more than 450,000, with men in 
every arm and branch of the serv- 
ice, the War Department reported 
today. Of the total more than 
60,000 are serving outside the 
United States. They include more 
than 25,000 in the Pacific and 
about 10,000 in North Africa.

Flyers Tell of Results. 
Many bomb bursts and fires in 
the Brest target area were reported 
by the Americans returning from 
the “uneventful” raid, which not 
only cost them no bombers but no 
losses in personnel either. 

Much credit for this unscathed 
return was given to the efficient 
fighter cover, the bomber crewmen 
reporting that “only about five 
Huns” were sighted on the entire 
trip. 

Capt. Oscar D, O'Neill of Rio de 
Janeiro, Brazil, said “it was one 
of the most uneventful trips I ever 
flew. It was the R. A. F, Spits, I 
guess, because when we finished 
our bomb run they were up above 
us just as pretty as a picture and 
not a Jerry was within range.” 
Sergt. Arnold L. Burston of Des 
Moines, Ia., a gunner, described the 
results like this: “There were so 
many bombs bursting in the target 
area at the same time that you 
couldn’t count them. I saw big 
fires as we pulled away.” 

Staff Sergt. Aaron 8S. Ulzouell of 
Boomer, W. Va., reported he “saw 
only one Focke-Wulf all day. He 
was going down in a spin then. I 
guess some other group had nailed 
him.’ 


200 Planes Over Dunkerque. 


The R. A. F. force which at- 
tacked Dunkerque was composed 
of more than 200 fighters and 
fighter-bombers, the Air Ministry 
news service reported. 

Four fighters were reported miss- 
ing from the day’s two major oper- 
ations, carried out in favorable 
weather. 

R. A. F. Whirlwind bombers, 
with a Spitfire escort, also attacked 
an enemy air field at Maupertuis, 
France, 

The several hundred Royal Air 
Force planes used to batter Col- 
ogne last night comprised a con- 
siderably smaller force than that 
used in the first 1000-plane raid of 
ijast May 30, but competent author- 
ities said the weight of bombs was 
nearly as heavy. Almost all the 
raiders were great four-engined 
bombers packing two and four-ton 
super-block-busters for targets in 
Cologne’s vast industrial area. Ten 
bombers were lost. The Air Min- 
istry described the raid as “very 
heavy.” 

Officials disclosed that British 
planes alone had carried out more 
than 2000 sorties for a total flying 
distance of 1,500,000 miles in 
the last two days. A sortie is de- 
fined as one flight by a single 
plane. 


113th Raid on Cologne. 

Last night’s attack was the 
113th on Cologne and its varied 
industries, which include arsenals, 
machine shops, tanneries, distil- 
leries, sugar refineries, paper and 
flour mills. A spiderweb of rail- 
days and a vast bulk of Rhine 
River traffic converge on the city. 
In the first three 1000-plane raids 
last year, the R. A. F. used many 
types of bombers. Now the British 
virtually are concentrating on the 
largest four-engine craft which 
carry eight tons of bombs on the 
night forays. Last May, the Brit- 
ish lost 44 bombers in the big at- 
tack on Cologne, They lost 37 of 
the 1000 planes sent against Essen 
and the Ruhr June 1 and 52 of the 
1000 which raided Bremen June 25. 
Since May, the British estimate 
the population of Cologne has 
shrunk from 768,000 to about 500,- 
000 with mass evacuations and 
heavy casualties. 


No Danger of Second Front Crisis 
With Stalin, Says Henry C. Cassidy 


Correspondent, Back From Moscow, Believes 
It Will Take at Least Two More 
Years to Defeat Germany.

NEW YORK, Feb. 27 (AP). — 
Henry C. Cassidy, whose corre- 
spondence with Premier Joseph 
Stalin last fall attracted wide at- 
tention, said today that he could 
not see any danger of a Soviet- 
American-British crisis over the 
second-front issue. 

Cassidy, just arrived in this coun- 
try for a vacation from his post as 
chief of the Associated Press bu- 
reau in Moscow, saw no political 
significance in Stalin’s failure to 
mention Allied assistance to Rus- 
sia in his order of the day to the 
Red Army on Feb. 22, or in Sta- 
lin’s statement, “in the absence of 
a second front, the Red Army 
alone is bearing the whole weight 
of the war.” 

“It is true that a year ago there 
was a Soviet-Allied crisis regard- 
ing the second front,” Cassidy 
said. “There was distrust and ten- 
sion over the question, but it no 
longer exists. There are no more 
nagging editorials or cartoons in 
the Soviet press. 

“In his last statement on the 
subject last November, Stalin indi- 
cated he considered the military 
activities in North Africa ag the 
prelude to the opening of a second 
front. Later he said there was no 
reason Soviet Russia couldn’t get 
along with the United States and 
Great Britain, 

“As far as the Russian people 
are concerned, that was Stalin’s 
last word, and they will accept it 
as fact until and unless he tells 
them something different.” 

Naturally, Cassidy added, the 
Russian people hope for the estab- 
lishment of a second front as soon 
as possible. By “a second front,” 
the Russians mean a land front 
against Hitler in Europe, even 
though they realize the impor- 
tance of the African campaign. 

Cassidy himself expects that the 
second front will be set up this 
fall, but he believes it will take at 
least two more years to batter 
Germany into defeat, 

Russia’s mighty winter drives 
are bound to slow down as a result 
of the spring thaw and mud,” he 
said. “The Germans may be able 
to resume their offensives in the 
summer, but Red Army men think 
they will not be able to attack on 
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more than one sector of the front. 

“Next winter the Russians will 
drive the Germans still farther 
back, and by the winter of 1944, 
with the Allies and Soviets attack- 
ing simultaneously, we should be 
able to launch the really powerful 
blows that will mean the end for 
Hitler.” 

Cassidy scored journalistic scoops 
twice last fali when he submitted 
questiong to Stalin through the 
simple expedient of dropping let- 
ters into the Kremlin mail box and 
received answers personally signed 
by Stalin. 

In the first reply Stalin warned 
that a second front in Europe was 
vital and that the Allies would be 
expected to “fulfill their obliga- 
tions fully and on time.” In the 
second, made after the Allied in- 
vasion of North Africa, Stalin said 
the British-American stroke had 
turned the tide and would ease 
the pressure on Russia. 

The Red Army is getting and is 
using American war material in- 
cluding planes, tanks and trucks, 
and the Russian people know this 
and are grateful for it, Cassidy 
said, 

He described Russia’s attitude 
toward Japan as one of “correct 
neutrality,” in line with the treaty 
signed in 1940 whereby Russia and 
Japan agreed that if either coun- 
try became involved in war with a 
third power, the other would re- 
main neutral. 

“The Soviet press prints the 
British, American and Japanese 
communiques textually and in that 
order,” Cassidy said. “But there 
is relatively little interest in the 
war in the Pacific. For the Rus- 
sians, the number one enemy is 
Hitler and they are primarily in- 
terested in driving the Nazis out 
of their country.” 

Cassidy does not believe the Red 
Army will necessarily stop its ad- 
vance at the borders of Russia, 
although Stalin has stated that 
the Soviets do not intend to de- 
stroy Germany or leave it without 
any armed forces. But it is unlike- 
ly that Russia will permit Germany 
to retain such strength as to be 
able to attack the Soviet Union 
again. And, in addition, as Cas- 
sidy pointed out, “Russia and Brit- 
ain have agreed by treaty that 
neither will accept a separate 
peace,” 

Cassidy pictured the Soviet peo- 
ple as being confident of final 
victory.

One Democrat prominent in 
party organization affairs, and who 
is a supporter of McReynolds, said 
today that he believed the situation

Blue Blood for the Red Cross. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP).—

Willkie politely avoided question 
even remotely related to politics. 

“As a farmer, how are you get- 
ting along?” a reporter asked. 
Willkie replied that he felt it 
would be inappropriate to make 
political statements when he was 
here on a Red Cross and not a 
political mission. 

Asked if he thought the Amer- 
ican people were alive to all the 
implications of the war, he de- 
clared, “Under the surface people 
are deeply impressed and greatly 
concerned, They understand the 
tremendous consequences involved, 
even though surface reactions 
might indicate otherwise.” 

Speaking of his recent tour of 
world battlefronts, Willkie smil- 
ingly recalled that the first thing 
American soldiers in Egypt, some 
of them just out of battle, asked 
him was about the contest between 
the Cardinals and the Dodgers. 

Picked Wrong Teams. 

“T hate to admit it, especially in 
St. Louis, but I made the wrong 
guess and picked the Dodgers,” he 
said. “And when I was in China 
and soldiers asked me about the 
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Cards and the Yanks, I made the 
wrong guess again.” 

Willkie was the dinner guest of 
Mayor William Dee Becker last 
night at the Deer Creek Club in 
St. Louis County, where he met a 
small group of local Republican 
leaders.

WAR BOOM RUNS 
9 Bld RAILWAYS 
PROFITS HIGHER 


Missouri Pacific Netted 
$30,649,000 for 1942, 
Only $4,472,000 in 
1941. 


The ‘five big railroads with 
headquarters here, which found 
the financial roadbed rough in de- 
pression years, but began to cross 
the divide from deficits. to profits 
during the defense program, 
steamed ahead in 1942 under the 
continued stimulus of war traffic, 
as shown in their annual reports, 
issued in recent weeks. 

Continuation into, 1943 of the 
trend of sharply increased earn- 
ings was illustrated yesterday in 
the latest monthly report of the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad for Jan- 
uary, which showed net income of 
$2,850,823, compared with net of 
$568,796 for January, 1942. 

For the year 1942, Missouri Pa- 


cific’s net income totaled $30,649,- 
668, compared with $4,472,048 in 
1941. These amounts were in ad- 
dition to figures for other parts of 
the Missouri Pacific System. Gulf 
Coast Lines last year had net in- 
come of $6,146,031, compared with 
$1,414,315 in 1941, and Internation- 
al-Great Northern, third major 
part of the system, had a 1942 net 
of $3,162,512, against a net dificit 
of $1,343,048 in 1941. 

Net income, or profit, is the sur- 
plus available for stockholders, in 
railroads not undergoing reorgan- 
ization, after fixed charges, which 
are mostly bond interest. Net def- 
icit is the amount by: which the 
net operating income fails to meet 
fixed charges. 

Three Being Reorganized. 

Missouri Pacific, largest of the 
St. Louis railroads, is one of three 
still undergoing reorganization. 
The two others are the Frisco and 
the Cotton Belt. The Wabash 
emerged from receivership in De- 
cember, 1941, and now is being 
operated by a reorganized corpora- 
tion. Missouri-Kansas-Texas was 
able to avoid receivership or 
trusteeship during the depression. 

Last year the Frisco Railroad 
turned a 1941 deficit of $223,663 
into a profit of $14,767,289. Its 
1942 net railway operating income 
of $27,293,921 was 121 per cent 
greater than its 1941 net operating 
income of $12,297,655. In 1941 the 
balance for fixed charges of $12,- 
704,784 was but $12,481,121. 

Profit of the Cotton Belt last 
year was $5,673,577, an increase of 
$1,201,529 from the 1941 profit of 
$4,472,048. Annual fixed charges 
are slightly more than $3,000,000, 

$5,880,000 for M.-K.-T. 

Although the Missouri-Kansas- 
Texas had a deficit of $645,526 in 
1941, last year it showed net in- 
come of $5,880,546. 

Wabash had a surplus, or profit, 
of $5,532,112 in 1941 and last year 
it increased this to a net income 
of $6,303,971. Fixed charges of the 
reorganized company last year 
were $2,573,881, while fixed charges 
in 1941 under the old capitaliza- 
tion were $4,177,787.

Tips on Best 
Expenditure of 
Food Points 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP).— 
The Government suggested to 
housewives today that they make 
up a table showing how many of 
the familiar kitchen cup measure- 
ments can be procured from vari- 
ous Cans and packages of frozen 
or dried foods before they start 
shopping when the sale of those 
products begins Monday morning 
under the point rationing system. 

The suggestion was one of sev- 
eral tips passed along by the Agri- 
culture Department in connection 
with the rationing program which 
starts after a week’s freeze on the 
sale of canned goods, 

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion contributed this advice to 
housewives: Remember that March 
has three days in addition to four 
seven-day weeks; budget the use 
of the 48 points per person to cover 
the 31-day period. To do this, OPA 
recommended dividing the point- 
spending into two eight-day periods 
for the start, then a seven-day pe- 
riod, winding up the budget with 
another eight-day program. 

The agriculture economists sug- 
gested: 

Read the label to find out about 
quantity, quality, ingredients and 
use. “You may learn facts—some 
unexpected—to guide buying.” 

Choose the size can most eco- 
nomical for your use. “It’s not 
hard to become proficient in doing 
quick sums when buying... as 
a rule, 16 ounces, or one fluid pint, 
or one pound, will fill two cups of 
the kitchen measuring size.” 

Grade A, or fancy, fruit is not 
needed to cut up in salad or pie. 

Put processed foods where they 
will keep best until needed. Store 
tinned foods where it’s dry to pre- 
vent rust; glass-contained foods in 
a dark, dry and cool place. Keep 
quick-frozen foods frozen; once 
thawed, don’t try to refreeze them. 

Cook all foods quickly to hold 
vitamin content. 

Use all good juices—waste none. 
Liquids in can or jar contain much 
of the vitamins and minerals of 
the food. 

OPA today amended the order 
barring sale of canned meat and 
fish to allow canned chicken, tur- 
key and other poultry meats to be 
sold immediately. Canned chicken 
soups, however, may not be sold 
until Monday, when the present 
freeze on canned goods ends. 

Deputy Price Administrator Paul 
M. O'Leary said tonight that about 
125 million food ration books were 
issued during the week’s registra- 
tion. 

This was substantially above the 
123,000,000 Ration Books No. 1 is- 
sued last spring. Registration this 
week, O’Leary said, went smoothly 
as a result of the co-operation of 
newspapers, radio, schools and 
merchants, 


Canned Fruits, Catsup, Extra Pats 
Of Butter Off 14 Big Hotels’ Menus 


Members of Association Agree to Take Dras- 


tic Steps to Conserve Rationed or 
Scarce Foodstuffs. 


No more canned fruits, catsup, 
chili sauce or extra pats of butter 
will be served by the 14 large 
hotels comprising the Hotel Asso- 
ciation of St. Louis, it was an- 
nounced yesterday by John M, 
Reinhardt, executive secretary of 
the association. 

Hard hit by food rationing, mem- 
bers of the association unanimously 
agreed to take drastic steps to con- 
serve rationed or otherwise scarce 
items. 

Diners will be limited to a choice 
of three vegetables at any meal, 
and canned vegetables will be 
eliminated altogether, if possible. 
Banqueteers no longer will be per- 
mitted to order substitutes for 
potatoes, macaroni, rice and other 
starchy vegetables. Breakfast 
menus will offer a choice only be- 
tween fresh orange and grapefruit 
juice. 

Patrons of hotel bars no longer 
will find tempting cherries, pieces 
of pineapple or other fruit in their 
drinks — but Martini drinkers will 
not be deprived of the familiar 
olive as yet. 

A further step under consider- 
ation is discontinuance of all table 
d’hote meals in favor of the a la 
carte system of service, which 


would prevent waste of food 
through guests ordering only the 
items they cared to eat, 


Plenty of food will be available 
in spite of the current restrictions, 
Reinhardt declared, pointing out 
that there is no shortage of starchy 
vegetables or cereals to supplement 
rationed items and that fresh 
fruits and vegetables will be of- 
fered as they are available. 


The Government rationing for- 
mula gives public eating places .6 
of a ration point in March and 
April for each meal served last 
December. Government authori- 
ties believe this formula will re- 
duce restaurant supplies of canned 
and other processed foods by half, 
but officials of the local hotels are 
convinced that the reduction 
actuaily will approximate two- 
thirds. Should conditions improve, 
restrictions will be eased. 

Members of the Hotel Associ- 
ation are the American, Belcher, 
Coronado, DeSoto, Gatesworth, 
Jefferson, Lennox, Majestic, Mark 
Twain, Mayfair, Melbourne, Park 
Plaza, Roosevelt and Statler Ho- 
tels. Hotel Chase announced that 
its food restrictions have yet to be 
determined,

NEW LOW RECORD 
UNDER SMOKE LAW 
IN LAST 4 MONTHS 


80 Hours of Moderate 
Palls Since Nov. 1, Com- © 
pared With 501 in Like 
1939-40 Period. 


Smoke observation records, based 
on reports of the United States 
Weather Bureau for the greater 
part of the winter heating season, 
from Nov. 1 through yesterday, 
show that St. Louis experienced 
less smoke than in any compar- 
able period since the anti-smoke 
ordinance went into effect in 1939, 

The records, prepared by Smoke 
Commissioner Robert M. Boyles, | 
show that the city had_80 hours 
and five minutés of moderate 
smoke palls on 24 days during the 
four-month period, compared to 121 
hours and 45 minutes on 35 days 
for the like months in 1941-42. In 
the 1939-40 period there were 501 
hours and 15 minutes of moderate 
smoke spread over 52 days of the 
120-day period. 

Thick smoke palls during the 
1942-43 period occurred on four 
days, with a total duration of eight 
hours and 20 minutes—a reduction 
of nearly seven hours from the 
previous winter, when 14 hours was 
recorded on seven days. Less was 
recorded in the four-month period 
in 1940-41, when there were only 
two hours and 30 minutes of thick 
smoke, 

February of this year, based on 
observations made through yes- 
terday, had the blackest record of 
any February since 1940. Thirty- 
five minutes of thick smoke were 
recorded, while in 1942 and 1941 no 
thick smoke was observed during 
the month. There were 19 hours 
and 45 minutes of moderate smoke 
this month, while last year there 
were only 10% hours. In i1941 
there were 22% hours recorded. 

Moderate smoke occurred on 
seven days this February, on four 
days in the like month last year 
and on five days in 1941,

SENATE REPORTED 
FOR THE MKELLAR 
BILL IF MODIFIED 


x Count Said to Reveal Sen- 


timent for Legislation 
to Control U. S. Jobs 
Paying $4500 and Up.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP).— 
Two fresh rebuffs for President 
Roosevelt were strongly indicated 
in the Senate today, but the White 
House was authoritatively repre- 
sented as not greatly perturbed 
over the current Congressional dis- 
sidence. 

1. Informal nose counts by ad- 


ministration leaders ‘ndicate that 
a mujority of tue Senate is likely 
to support a modified version of 
the bill by Senator McKellar 
(Dem.), Tennessee, to require Sen- 
ate confirmation of Federal ap- 
pointees paid more than $4500 a 
year over Roosevelt’s strenuous 
protest that this would be “a trag- 
ic mistake.” 

2. At the same time, administra- 
tion canvasses indicate consider- 
able opposition among Democrats 
to the President’s nomination of 
former Gov. James 
Texas to the Fifth Circuit Court 
of Appeals. Allred resigned a Fed- 
eral District judgeship to make an 
unsuccessful campaign for the 
Democratic senatorial nomination. 

No Administration Pressure. 

In the inner circle around Mr. 
Roosevelt there is a tendency to 
view the setbacks already handed 
the administration as a temporary 
manifestation which will dissolve 
with the passing of time. ® 

There has been an expectation 
in some quarters that President 
Roosevelt would take vigorous 
steps to fend off prospective re- 
verses; but persons with access to 
accurate informtaion, who prefer 
not to be quoted by name, said 
there was little evidence that ad- 
ministration aids were attempting 
any undercover work on Capitol 
Hill, at least on a scale comparable 
to activities in the past. 

The fight against Allred appar- 
ently threatens to assume the pro- 
portions of that which preceded 
the withdrawal of Edward J. 
Flynn’s nomination to be Minister 
to Australia. Because of this, 
there was talk among some Sena- 
tors that the Allred nomination 
also might be withdrawn. 


Opposition to Allred. 


Several Democrats, including 
Senators Ellender and Overton of 
Louisiana, already have expressed 
opposition to Allred, largely on the 
ground that a Louisiana man 
should be appointed, 

But Senator Wheeler (Dem.), 
Montana, a member of the Judici- 
ary Committee considering the ap- 
pointment, said he intended to 
fight confirmation because he be- 
lieved the practice of permitting 
judges to resign to run for office 
and then reappointing them if un- 
cessful “is degrading to the judi- 
ciliary.” There have been indi 
tions that Wheeler would 
backed in this stand by Senator 
Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, and other 
influential Senators. 

On the Republican side, Senator 
Taft of Ohio said he was against 
confirmation because he thought 
Allred’s resignation to enter the 
Texas race, ostensibly with admin- 
istration support, and his subse- 
quent nomination to the Circuit 
Bench “smacks of a deal.” 

Senator O’Daniel (Dem.), Texas, 
who defeated Allred in the sena- 
torial primary, is expected to op- 
pose the appointment before a Ju- 
diciary subcommittee Tuesday 
when Allred himself will be avail- 
able for testimony. Senator — 
nally (Dem.), Texas, said he.w 
supporting Allred “because hb is 
honest and -is qualified for ine 
job.” Connally asserted that no 
opponent has assailed Allred’s qual- 
ifications for the Bench, 


M’Kellar Bill Up Monday. 


The McKellar bill will come be- 
fore the full Judiciary Committee 
Monday for a vote with Chairman 
Van Nv: (iLem.), Indiana, pre 
dicting its speedy approval. 
McKellar announ.ed he will seek 
Senate consideration at the earliest 
opportunity. 

Senator O’Mahoney (Dem.), Wy- 
oming, has drafted a substitute 
measure which would require Sen- 
ate confirmation of those holding 
“policy making” jobs without ref- 
erence to their pay level but 
Wheeler said no such compromise 
would be acceptable to supporters 
of the bill. 

“I think this measure will be in- 
strumental in weeding out a lot of 
crackpots in the Government,” 
Wheeler said. 

Split in G. O. P. Ranks. 

Minority Leader McNary of Ore- 
gon has opposed the bill but the 
Republican ranks appear split on 
the question with “enator Vanden- 
berg of Michigan backing the 
measure because of a desire to 
force a congressional review of 
jobs being created within the Gov- 
ernment. 

Among the Republican “fresh- 
men,” Vandenberg’s colleague, 
Senator Ferguson, said he will sup- 
port the bill only if confirmation 
is limited to policy-making officials 
but Senator Moore of Oklahoma 
oendaieteeell support of the legis- 
lation. ;

Mareth Line Area. 

Far to the south, the British 
Eighth Army of Gen. Sir Bernard 
L. Montgomery wheeled into posi- 
tions immediately south of the 
Mareth line without serious opposi- 
tion. Medium bombers continued 
to pound the fortifications and 
German airports. 

A dispatch from Cairo said light 
patrol units of the Eighth Army, 
sweeping around the Mareth line, 
had made reconnaissance of areas 
only 40 miles from Kasserine and 
could hear radio exchanges among 
tank crews of the British First 
Army in that region. However, 
the Mareth line and the great salt 
marshes remain a barrier to the 
movement of the bulk of the 
Eighth Army. 
The Allied pursuit of Marshal 
Erwin Rommel’s severely mauled 
columns continued west of Kasser- 
ine Pass. The Germans were re- 
ported demolishing installations at 
the Thelepte airport, 43 miles north- 
west of Gafsa, preparatory to 
evacuation. 
The air field lies only seven miles 
northeast of Feriana, one of the 
towns the Allies lost near the Al- 
gerian frontier before Rommel 
captured the Kasserine Pass. 
Allied bombers raided Von Arn- 
im’s rear and attacked Cagliari 
in Sardinia and Bizerte. Docks, 
rail yards, an air field and indus- 
trial buildings were hit at Cagliari. 
(The Italians said considerable 
damage was caused at Cagliari and 
that 78 were killed and 280 injured 
there. Gabes and Bizerte also 
were raided and many buildings} 
were damaged, the Rome com- 
munique said. The Italians said 
22 Allied plane: were shot down 
yesterday.) 

The Allies reported three enemy 
planes were shot down yesterday 
and two more were addea to 
Thursday's score. Allied planes 
lost totaled five.

ANALYSIS OF NAZI 
STRATEGY IN AFRICA 


By WILLIAM B, KING 

AT THE NORTHERN TU- 
NISIAN FRONT, Feb. 27 (AP).— 
Nazi tanks and infantry moved 
against every key point in the long 
line in central and northern Tu- 
nisia held by the British First 
Army, but moved too late. 

There are two reasons to believe 
that the enemy attack was too 
tardy to accomplish its purpose. 

First, it was apparently planned 
to catch the British disorganized 
and unconsolidated after they sent 
part of their forces southward to 
meet the German attack sweeping 
out from Kasserine pass last week. 
The British had used this brief 
time, however, to redistribute their 
forces and plug all possible holes 
where the “Germans might expect 
to make a substantial advance. 

Second, the belief is that the at- 
tack was also expected in the Ger- 

n strategy to be co-ordinated 
with the sweep of the southern ar- 
mored column toward Le Kef. The 
column attacking from the 
south was brought to a standstill 
by the heroic fighting of the Brit- 
ish at the approaches to Thala, 
however, so that the grand plan 
simply failed to pan out.

Top on the Grain Being 
Drafted at ‘Slightly 
Higher’ Than Parity at 
Byrnes’s Request. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administration 
today granted a 60-cent-a-barrel 
increase in prices of soft wheat 
flour and announced a forthcom- 
ing ceiling on the price of soft 
wheat. Soft wheat flour is used 
largely for crackers, biscuits and 


pastry. 

The ceiling on soft wheat, the 
first on any type of wheat, has 
been requested by James F. Byrnes,, 
Director of Economic Stabiliza- 
tion and will be set, OPA said, “ap- 
proximately at market levels which 
prevailed in the middle of the 
week and are slightly higher than 
parity.” 

The actual ceiling is still being 
drafted and will not be issued for 
a few days, although the price 
level to be incorporated in the 
order has been determined. 

The soft wheat flour order, ex- 
pected eventually to cause a slight 
increase in the retail price of 
products made from it, applies to 
flour milled east of Wyoming, 
Colorado, and New Mexico and 
south of South Dakota, Iowa and 
Wisconsin. The forthcoming grain 
order will apply generally to soft 
wheat grown east of the Rocky 
Mountains. 

One unusual] feature of the order 
was the fact that the new soft 
wheat flour price will, OPA said, 
“reflect prices higher than parity, 
before taking into consideration 
any of the benefit payments now 
made to farmers.” 

Heretofore, OPA and the White 
House have held that benefit pay- 
ments to farmers must be deducted 
from parity levels in fixing the 
prices of agricultural commodities. 
There were indications of an ad- 
ministration compromise on this 
policy when the Senate voted a 
few days ago for proposed legisla- 
tion prohibiting OPA from deduct- 
ing the benefit payments. 

However, in today’s order, OPA 
gave as the reason for choosing 
the new level of soft wheat flour 
prices the fact that increasing soft 
wheat prices in the east have put 
@ severe squeeze on flour millers. 

The OPA in another order re- 
vised its price ceilings on peanuts 
and peanut products, reducing

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GOODS REPAYMENT 
OF LEND-LEASE AID 
OPPOSED BY GROUP 


House Committee Says 
Such a Settlement 
Would Hamper Move 
for World Order. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP).— 
The House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, recalling the international 
debt problems arising from World 
War 1, cautioned the United States 
tuday against expecting repayment 
in gold or goods when the time 
arrives for a postwar settlement 
ef lend-lease aid. 

In a forma] report to Congress 
on the necessity for continuing the 
Lend-Lease Act for another year, 
the committee asserted “The meth- 
od of settlement by payment in 
gold or in goods has in the past 
proved self-deteating and destruc- 
tive.” 

World Economic Order Goal. 

Moreover, it argued that such a 
balancing of accounts among na- 
tions after this war would serious- 
ly interfere with the achievement 
of the “world economic order on 
which the prosperity of this coun- 
try largely depends.” 

In glowing phrases, the commit- 
tee reviewed the part which lend- 


lease, amounting already to more i-= 


than nine billion dollars, has con- 
tributed to the cause of the United 
Nations, first in warding off the 
Axis thrusts, then in taking the 
offensive. 

“Lend-lease,” it said, “aided in 
sustaining and strengthening the 
United Nations in days of defeat 
and retreat. Lend-lease has helped 
and will continue to help in equip- 
ping and supplying the armed 
forces of the United Nations now 
beginning a relentless offensive.” 

Two-Way Proposition. 

But the committee emphasized 
that lend-lease was a two-way 
proposition, operating in reverse 
to bring benefits to American 
troops and some materia] to Amer- 
ica'’s factories. 

“Under lend-lease in reverse,” 
the report said, “the other United 
Nations are in turn making avail- 
able a constantly growing amount 
of aid to the armed forces of the 
United States. The spirit of co 
operation evidenced by the Lend- 
Lease Act has been reciprocated in 
full by the countries providing aid 
to the United States.” 

Urges More Aid for China. 

Into the report the committee 
wrote a strong plea for increased 
aid to China, terming it imperative 
that Chinese fighting forces be 
given all the supplies possible and 
that every effort be made to over- 
come the transport problems now 
limiting that aid. 

The report declared, however, 
that the “committee has been as- 
sured that measures are being un- 
dertaken to improve the trans- 
portation system and make pos- 
sible increased aid to China.” 

In answer to demands from some 
members of the committee, chiefly 
on the Republican side of the table, 
that lend-lease be used now to ob- 
tain postwar economic benefits, the 
report had this to say: 

,“In the field of security and po- 
litical relationships, there is a vast 
and complicated area which in- 
volves considerations going far 
beyond the Lend-Lease Act alone. 

“The problem of air and naval 
bases as they bear on the security 


of the United States, to take one | 


example, or of air rights generally, 
are problems which in their rami- 
fications can be taken up only as 
the general development of our 
foreign policy permits.”

self as Lichtenstein asked how I 
was getting along,” Brown went 
on. “I had a pretty good contest 
on that year, and I told him so. 
“Lichtenstein then said: “The 
committee wants to send you some 
money. We think we should help 
you out in your campaign.’ There 
Was some more conversation about 
the campaign. He didn’t say what 
committee he was talking about, 
and I didn’t know then who Lich- 
tenstein was. I had an idea maybe 


sure about Lichtenstein’s name 
during the telephone conversation, 
and when I got the letter it had 
his name and return address on 
one corner of the envelope. 


“In the envelope was $50 in cur- 
rency. There was no letter along 
with it—just the money. I took 
it and used it in my, campaign. 
Some time later, it may have been 
in 1937, I was talking with Jones 
Parker, a former member of the 
Legislature, and learned from him 
that Lichtenstein was in the small- 
loan business. 

“That was the only contribution 
I ever got from Lichtenstein, and 
I never did meet him. 

Visit From Al Wallach. 

“Last fall, I think it was before 
the election, Al Wallach came to 
see me at my home. He told me 
he was doing public relations work 
for the small-loan companies, and 
he talked about how they operate, 
and what good institutions they 
are. He didn’t ask me to do any- 
thing and didn’t offer me any cam- 
paign contribution.” 

Wallach, an employe of Public 
Loan, is a sort of “leg man” for 
Lichtenstein and handled many of 
his contacts with candidates for 
the Legislature last year when 
Lichtenstein was chairman of the 
executive committee of the Citi- 
zens’ Advisory Committee named 
by the St. Louis Republican City 
Committee to pick a slate of Can- 
didates for the Legislature. 


Brown's Reputation. 


Representative Brown, a farmer, 
66 years old, is generally regarded 
at the capital as one of the “un- 
touchable” legislators. He was able 
to tell the SEC investigator that 
he had never sought or received 
any Union Electric money, and 
had never attended any of the 
parties Union Electric held at its 
Lake of the Ozarks lodges for leg- 


islators and other public officials. 
His name was not mentioned in 
any of the Union Electric trials. 
His principal legislative interests 
are matters relating to agricul- 
ture.

Civil Service Board Starts 
Inquiry Tomorrow —

Public hearings on the classi- 
fication plan, affecting about 8000 
city employes, will be begun to- 
morrow by the Civil Service Com- 
mission.

Preparation of the classification 
plan began last April, Kirby re- 
lated, with a “job inventory” in 
which questionnaires were sub- 
mitted to the individual employes. 
After a review of the question- 
maires, positions were allocated 
tentatively to classes, and specifi- 
cations were written for each class. 
Most of these specifications con- 
sisted of six parts, which were: 

Title, as descriptive and as brief 
as possible; kind of work; distin- 
guishing features of work; illu- 
strative examples of work; re- 
quirements of work, an outline of 
the knowledge, skills, abilities and 
aptitudes required; desirable prep- 
aration for work; and necessary 
requirements for work, this refer- 
ring to cases where special li- 
censes, certificate or registration 
is required by law. 

In the new classification plan, 
Kirby stated, “some allocations 
were changed, some class titles 
were changed, new classes were 
added and some classes eliminated. 

“There was an unusually great 
amount of concern on the part of 
the major department heads,” he 
added, and 537 appeals were filed by 
employes. The number of classes 
proposed under the new plan was 
not stated by Kirby, but Scearce 
has placed it at 330, 


LUMBER INDUSTRY, 
MOST MINES PUT 
ON 48-HOUR WEEK

go on the 48hotr week was the 
first industry-wide application of 
the longer work-week principle. 
The Labor Department estimated 
it covered about 370,000 workers 
in lumber and 70,000 in mining. 

WMC officials said considerable 
portions of the two industries al- 
ready are working at least 48 
hhours. Last September the War 
Production Board ordered that all 
workers in the two industries in 
12 western states be placed on a 
48-hour week with pay and one- 
half for the work in excess of 40 
hours. Subsequently the Office of 
Price Administration raised ceil- 
ing levels to compensate for the 
extra costs. 

Asked about price and wage 
questions where additional work- 
ers are affected by today’s order, 
Harper said the WMC had no con- 
trol over these matters—that they 
were the concern of other agen- 
cies. Price Administrator Prentiss 
Brown has expressed opposition to 
easing any price ceilings in order 
to take care of increased costs un- 
der 48-hour operations. 

The general regulations as to in- 
stituting the longer work week in 
the 32 labor shortage areas also 
apply to the lumber and mining 
industries. 

Exemptions Provided. 

These regulations list varjous 
exemptions from the longer work 
week, some of which had been pre- 
viously announced. They include 
establishments employing fewer 
than eight persons, State and po- 
litical subdivisions, youths under 
the age of 16, and “persons who, 
because of other employment, 
household duties or physical dis- 
abilities, are not available for full- 
time work.” 

Harper described the broad grant 
of authority to local and regional 
directors as an effort to do a 
“tailor-made job” for each commu- 
nity where the 48-hour order ap- 
plies. 

In response to questions, he con- 
ceded this might lead to conflict- 
ing decisions by officials in differ- 
ent areas, but said that where any 
differences become a national mat- 
ter, Washington will step in. 

He used as an example a pos- 
sible decision in Detroit as to air- 
port terminal employes in conflict 
with a decision in Akron. If this 


threatens to upset national opera- 
tions of an airline, he said, WMC 
headquarters will take over. 

The purpose in giving great dis- 
cretion to local officials, he said, is 
to have local problems handled by 
officials on the ground in a “horse 
sense” manner rather than accord- 
ing to dictates from Washington.

Text of Man-Power Order for 48-Hour Week

WAR MANPOWER COMMISSION 
REGULATION NO. 3. 

By virtue of authority vested in 
me as chairman of the War Man- 
power Commission by executive 
order No, 9301 establishing a min- 
imum wartime work week of 48 
hours, and by executive orders 
Nos. 9139 and 9279, I hereby pre 
scribe the following regulations: 

908.1 General Policy for Inter- 
pretation and Application of Exec- 
utive Order. Executive order No. 
9301 shall be so construed and ap- 
plied as best to effectuate its 
fundamental purpose, which is to 
aid in meeting the man power re- 
quirements of our armed forces 
and our expanding war production 
program by a fuller utilization of 
our available man power. Ef- 
fectuation of this purpose requires 
that in situations of labor short- 
age employers do not hire new 
workers when their man power 
needs can effectively be met by a 
fuller utilization of their current 
labor force, and that workers who 
can be released by an extension of 
the work week are released under 
circumstances which will permit 
and facilitate their effective util- 
ization elsewhere in the war effort. 

2 Application to Areas and 
Activities. The chairman of the 
War Manpower Commission will 
from time to time by order des- 
ignate areas and activities as sub- 
ject to the provisions of executive 
order No. 903.1. Regional man power 
directors may designate additional 
areas and activities within their 
respective regions as subject to the 
provisions of executive order No. 
9301, if they find and by appropri- 
ate public notice so declare, that

contribute to the reduction of la- 
bor requirements, or (c) would 
conflict with any Federal, State or 
local law or regulation limiting 
hours of work. In such cases 
“minimum wartime work week” 
means the greatest number of 
hours (less than 48) feasible in the 
light of the nature of the opera- 
tions, the reduction of labor re- 
quirements of the applicable Fed- 
eral, State and local law or regu- 
tion, as the case may be. 

903.5. Extension of Work Week 
in Designated Areas and Activities. 
If the work week applicable to any 
worker employed in any plant, 
factory or other place of employ- 
ment in an area or an activity 
designated as subject to the pro- 
visions of executive order No. 
9301, in less than the minimum 
wartime work week, such work 
week shall be extended to the 
minimum wartime work week as 
follows:

‘COAL JOBBERS’ ON DEALERS’ 
TRUCKS UNDER OPA INQUIRY 


“Coal jobbers,” laborers who 
ride delivery \trucks and offer to 
transfer coal from a parked truck 


into a consumer’s coal bin at a 
price higher than allowed under 
Office of Price Administration 
regulations, were under investi- 
gation yesterday by Renald J. 
Foulis, OPA price attorney. 

In past years dealers have 
charged 50 cents for transferring’ 
coal from trucks to bins, Foulis 
said, but some have advised cus- 
tomers they can no longer fur- 
nish that service, Nevertheless, 
he added, they send their own 
men on the trucks, call them “coal 
jobbers” and offer to perform the 
service for a compensation higher 
than that allowed by the regula- 
tion. Foulis added that wilful 
violation of regulations is punish- 
able by a fine ranging up _ to 
$5000 or two years’ imprisonment. 

Meanwhile, A. D,. Mason, direc- 
tor of the St. Louis motor trans- 
nort division of the Office of De- 
fense Transportation, said that 
many coal dealers were wasting 
their equipment by driving ~ to 
various distributors’ yards to seek 
“particular brands and (»prices.” 
“When these truck owners come 
in for addjtional gasoline,” Ma- 
son commented, “this office may 
cut down their mileage to a 
point where they can still oper- 
ate but will have to make fewer 
trips and deliver coal more ef- 
ficiently.” * . 


STRIKE AT SYRUP PLANT ENDS 
AFTER WL B-UNION CONFERENCE 


A five-day strike by the 450 
production employes of the Union 
Starch and Refining Co. at Gran- 
ite City ended yesterday afternoon 
after a conference between offi- 
cials of the War Labor Board and 
representatives of the workers, 


who agreed to return to work 
pending settlement of the wage 
controversy by the WLB. 

The strike was not authorized, 
and on Wednesday William Green, 
president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, ordered members of 
the union, AFL Federal Labor 
Local 18850, to return to work. 
When his orders were not obeyed, 
Green suspended the local’s char- 
ter Friday. The charter may be 
restored by the AFL executive 
committee in Washington, 

The dispute grew out of de- 
mands by workers for increased 
wages to make up for their loss 
of premium pay for working on 
Sundays and Saturdays. This extra 
cosnpensation was abolished last 
October by a presidential order.

Creighton Wallops 
St. Louis U., 61-40; 
Bears Win, 49-37

It was a bad night for the Army and Navy, for St. Louis Univer- 


sity Billikens and for Promoter George Carson at the Arena last 
night. But it was a big success for the Creighton Bluejays and par- 
ticularly Ed Beisser, for Washington University’s Bears and for 
Concordia Seminary’s basketball team. 


Beisser, six-foot, six-inch center, 
scored 25 points as Creighton 
smothered the Billikens 61-40; 
Washingten made the Army un- 
happy by defeating the Camp 
Crowder, 49-37, and Concordia 
Seminary took the Navy team from 
Lambert Field into camp, 35-26, 
in the first game of the triple 
header. 

And Carson's headache came 
from the poor turnout of fans. 
Only 1256 cash customers were on 
hand for the sixth college basket- 
ball program at the Arena, by far 
the smallest gathering of the sea- 
son. 

Creighton’s victory was its tenth 
straight without a defeat in the 
Missouri Valley Conference and its 
eighteenth of the entire season, 
against only one reverse. It con- 
cluded Creighton’s league season. 
For St. Louis, it was the sixth 
conference setback, against three 
triumphs and .the Billikens will 
meet the Bears Tuesday night in 
their one remaining game. 

Beisser was really a one-man 
show in the feature game. 
' poured 11 field goals through the 
hoop in addition to three free 
throws and took the Valley scor- 
ing lead away from the Bears Jack 
Darnton with his spurt. Beisser 
now has 121 points to 112 for Darn- 


ton, who still has one game to go.|# 


Creighton didn’t start as fast 
against. the Billikens as the Blue- 
jays did against the Bears the 
night before, when they clinched 
the Valley title with a 49-37 vic- 
tory. But once Beisser and Lan- 
ger started hitting their shots, the 
Bluejays left the Bills far behind. 

Twice in the early minutes St. 
Louis had a tie score—at 2-2 and 
44. Later it was 6-5 in favor of 
‘Creighton and again 8-7, but then 
Ward Gibson netted a field goal 
and Beisser followed with two 
pivot shots, making it 14-7. Beisser 
and Langer continued to be hot as 
firecrackers and were largely re- 
sponsible for running Creighton’s 
lead to 29-14 at the half.

new Big Six Conference mark record when he sped over the 60-yard 
low hurdles in 6.9 seconds tonight in the conference indoor track 


meet, 

Missouri posted 56 11-12 points, 
more than any Big Six team ever 
had scored in a similar meet, to 
gallop off with the championship. 

In second place was Nebraska, 
ruler for the past three years, with 
32 7-12 points. Scattered along be- 
hind were Iowa State with 19%, 
Kansas State 14%, Oklahoma 5 
and Kansas last with 4. 

Three records were set by Shy 
of Missouri; Ev Norcross of lowa 
State jumped 23 feet 4% inches, 
and husky Vic Schleich of Ne- 
braska tossed the shot 50 feet 5% 
inches, 

There simply was no stopping 
Missouri. The Tigers were away 
with a bound in the 60-yard high 
hurdles, won by their Maurice 
Alexander. They took three of the 
possible four places for a lead that 
never was endangered thereafter. 


Missouri showed only one weak- 
ness. The Tigers simply don’t 
have any quartermilers. They 
faile dto place in the 440-yard dash 
and the mile relay, but picked up 
points in all the other 10 events. 

Nebraska, which had won this 
meet six of the last seven years, 
salvaged some glory with a double 
winner in Albert Brown who came 
in first in the quarter and half 
mile.

Fishing Season on 
Non-Game Varieties 
To Open Tomorrow 


JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 27.—Details of an emergency regulation, 


effective Monday, March “1, and declaring a continuous open season 


on non-game fish in Missouri waters for the duration of the war 


emergency, were made public today by the State Conservation Com- 


mission. 


Beginning Monday non-game or 
“rough” fish species may be taken 
throughout the State by use of 
pole or rod and attached line, 
trotlines, throw lines and bank 
lines, as provided in the 1943 State 
Wildlife and Forestry Code. Previ- 
ously the fishing season was not 
scheduled to start until March 15. 

From March 1 to March 14 in- 
clusive, however, no minnows or 
goldfish, crayfish, artificial lures 
or frogs may be used as bait. Atfer 
March 15 these bait restrictions 
will be lifted except in a special 
South Missouri area where min- 
nows, crayfish, artificial lures or 
frogs are banned until June 15. 
This special area is described in 
the Code as bounded on the north 
by Highways 66 and 8, and on the 
east by Highway 67, 

Commercial Fishing in Major 
Rivers. 

An additional change permits the 
taking of redhorse and suckers by 
use of snares, snags and grab- 
hooks during the month of April. 

Commercial fishing also will be- 
gin Monday under the emergency 
regulation, restricted, however, to 
non-game species in the Mississippi 
and Missouri Rivers and in that 
part of the St. Francis River that 
forms a boundary between Mis- 
souri and Arkansas. 

Non-game or “rough” fishes in- 
clude such popular species as carp, 
buffalo, drum or sheepshead, flat- 
head or catfish, bullheads, suckers,

sturgeon and others. 

Trout Fishing at State Parks. 

A gunshot fired by a conserva- 
tion agent will usher in the 1943 
trout fishing season in Bennett 
Spring, Montauk, and Roaring 
River State parks at sunrise Mon- 
day. 

Trout fishing regulations are un- 
changed since last year: + Daily 
creel limit is eight fish; possession 
limit, 12; and the minimum length 
limit for keepers is eight inches. 
Fishing hours are from sunrise to 
30 minutes after sunset. A daily 
trout tag costing 25 cents is re- 
quired in the State parks in ad- 
dition to a fishing permit. 

In the following special manage- 
ment areas, where the trout season 
also will open March 1, no daily 
trout tag is required: 

Ten miles of Current River from 
Montauk State park southward to 
Cedar Grove crossing in Dent 
County.

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Thompson Equals World Record Winning U. S. Sprint Title 


Dixon Is 
Victor in 
One Mile 
NEW YORK, Feb. 27 (AP).— 


One world standard was tied, a 


meet record was shattered and 
New York University halted the 
New York Athletic Club’s li-year 
reign as team champion but it 
remained for Frank Dixon to sup- 
ply the thrill of the National A. 
A. U. indoor track championships 
at Madison Square Garden tonight. 

The hoonr of tying the lone 
world record went to Herbert 
Thompson, husky Jersey City Ne- 
gro who accounted for his third 
sprint championship in five years. 

Although losing valuable points 
when Ed Conwell was disqualified 
in the sprint and its two teams 
fell while leading in the sprint 
medley relay, New York Univer- 
sity won the team title with 27 
points, one more than New York 
A. C. compiled. 

The fast-starting Negro got a 
jump on the gun and sped down 
the 60-yard straightaway in 6.1 sec- 
onds to take the title he won in 
1939 and again in 1941, The time 
matched the record he holds joint- 
ly with several other athletes. Pvt. 
Barney Ewell, former Penn State 
ace competing for Camp Lee, Va., 
nosed Harold Stickel of Pittsburgh 
@eut of second place, 

Only three men competed in the 
final as three runners—Eulace Pea- 
cock of the Manhattan Beach 
Coast Guard, Ed Connell of New 
York University and Homer Gillis 
of the New York Coast Guard were 
disqualified in the semifinal heat 
for two false starts each. 

Before losing out in defense of 
his sprint crown, Ewell won the 
broad jump, another of the events 
he monopolized while in college. 
He took the event with a leap of 
23 feet 8 inches, two and five- 
eighths inches farther than Rus- 
sell Thomas of Jeanette, Pa. 

Frank Dixon, New York Univer- 
gity freshman, stood up under a 
burning first-half pace by defend- 
ing champion Gil Dodds and then 
came from behind with a blazing 
last lap kick to win the featured 
mile championship. in 4:09.6. 

A crowd of 14,000 thrilled as 
Dodds, defending champion from 
Boston, ripped off the first quar- 
ter in 59.6 seconds and whirled 
past the half-mile marker in 2:00.8 
—probably the fastest first half 
clocking ever made in major mile 
competition. 

Stretched out far behind, burned 
out by the fierce first half pace, 
were Don Burnham of Dartmouth, 
Mitchell, and Private Bobbie Ginn 
of Stinson Field, San Antonio, Tex. 
Ensign Walter Mehl of the Iowa 
pre-flight school dropped out, 

How far Dixon was off the early 
pace is shown by his times in com- 
parison with those of Dodds. The 
WYU runner was clocked in 61.2 
for the first quarter, 2:03.9 for the 
half and 3:07.4 for the three-quar- 
ters. He was caught in 62.2 for 
the last quarter. 

Stickel squared accounts with 
Hlad and Wright by taking the 
60-yard low hurdles in 6.9 seconds, 
roaring down the straight-away to 
finish a foot in front of Harrison 
Dillard of Baldwin-Wallace. Hiad 
was third and Wright fourth, 

Cornelius Warmerdam, the 
human flyer, cleared 15 feet in the 
pole vault for the 28th time in 
getting a new meet record of 15 
feet 3% inches. The Piedmont, 
Calif.. school teacher failed in 
three attempts to better his own 
international standard of 15 feet 
7% inches, missing his last try 
by the width of the proverbial 
hair. 

The Californian completely out- 
classed his rivals as last year’s 
champion, A. Richmond (Boo-Boo) 
Morcom of New Hampshire, and 
William Moore of Drake tied for 
second at 14 feet. 

Greg Rice, the chesty little Notre 
Dame alumnus, spread eaglied his 
field as he racked up his 60th 
straight victory with his fourth 
successive triumph in the three- 
mile title run. Taking the lead 
after four trips around the 160- 
yard track, the “running fool” from 
Missoula, Mont., finished nearly 
@ quarter of a mile in front of 
his nearest rival—Bill Marr of 
Wew York University—as he was 
clocked in 13:53.5.

26 Ozark Fires 
Visible From One 
Lookout Tower 


JEFFERSON CITY., Feb. 27. 
OU’RE right. That blue 
Y raze you see on the horizon 
is wood smoke, The Ozarks 
are on tire. 

The spring fire season, which 
annually plagues State and 
Federal foresters and _ their 
helpers for about two months, 
started early this year. Warm 
weather combined with low hu- 
midity created conditions of 
high hazard in February. 

Carroll Fisk, district forester 
employed by the Conservation 
Commission in the Lake of the 
Ozarks district, reported that 
26 different fires were visible 
from one lookout tower in 
Camden County last Sunday. 
Similar reports came from other 
forestry offices throughout 
Southern Missouri. 

Conservation Commission 
records show that two-thirds of 
all woods fires—and the most 
‘destructive ones—in the Mis- 
souri Ozarks occur during the 
“spring burning season,” that 
time of year when it is the 
practice of many hill farmers 
to fire their fields and pastures 
in the mistaken belief that 
burning improves grazing or 
helps control insects.

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KAUFMANN LIKELY 
G. 0. P. CHOICE FOR 
ALDERMANIG HEAD 


Many Members of City 
Committee Throw Sup- 
port to Him—More Ex- 
pected to Follow. 


A. P. Kaufmann, attorney and 
Republican city committeeman of 
the First Ward, who by yesterday 
appeared to be assured of the 
party nomination for President of 
the Board of Aldermen, outlined 
last night a nine-point program of 
civic activity almed in large part 
toward the postwar period. 

The apparent security of Kauf- 
mann’s position was indicated 
when many of the committee lead- 
ers, some of whom had been think- 
ing in terms of a compromise can- 
didate, decided to swing their sup- 
port to him instead of to Michael 
J. Hart, incumbent, the Twenty- 
sixth Ward committeeman. The 
last-minute switch appeared to 
give Kaufmann the support of the 
leaders of 18 to 20 wards, with the 
strong suggestion leaders of the 
other wards would quickly follow 
suit. Hart, however, asserted the 
shift had not moved him to with- 
draw from the race. It was Kauf- 
mann’s tenacity, as well as Hart’s, 
that vitiated the search for a com- 
promise candidate, 

Kaufmann, speaking last night 
for support at the March 12 pri- 
mary, told members of the Eighth 
Ward Independent Republican 
Club, at 1832 South Eleventh street, 
that only planning now for the 
tasks that will confront the city 
after the war can assure the city 
of a speedy conversion to a sig- 
nificant peacetime position in the 
nation. The end of the war, he 
asserted, will be the time for car- 
rying out plans, and not for ma- 
ing them. Cities which had the 
foresight to make their plans dur- 
ing the war, he said, will proceed 
to execute them without delay and 
confusion, outdistancing cities 
which waited, 

Re-Employment Problems. 

“Cities seldom regain their 
places in the nation, once they are 
lost,” Kaufman said, “let us be 
thinking now about how we will 
help our industries transform 
themselves back to peacetime pro- 
duction, how we will handle the 
re-employment of men and women 
now in the Armed Forces, how we 
will readjust our municipality to 
the ways of peace and how we 
shall induce new industries to lo- 
cate in St. Louis after the war.” 

Citing the foresight that estab- 
lished St. Louis as a railroad 
center, Kaufman urged similar 
foresight today to assure the city 
of an important position in air 
transportation, 

He suggested that plans for slum 
clearance be speeded and that the 
lessons of the war be utilized to 
improve the efficiency and econ- 
omy of the city’s urban transporta- 
tion system. Strict enforcement 
and strengthening of municipal 
safety measures, he said, can pre- 
vent a repetition here of the re- 
cent Boston night club fire. 

Stand on Merit System. 

Kaufmann pledged himself to 
continued strict enforcement of the 
smoke elimination program. He 
said he favored “a fair trial for the 
present merit system and an alert- 
ness in improving it from time to 
time as necessity appears.” He 
said he would support ward redis- 
tricting “which will make the voice 
of the people effective quickly.” 
As president of the Board of Alder- 
men, he said, he would give full 
co-operation to the nation’s war ef- 
fort because “unless the American 
people win this war our enemies 
will dictate our municipal pro- 
gram.” 

Some members of the city com- 
mittee originally appeared to feel 
that Kaufmann, as a candidate, 
was “too close” to Barak Mattingly, 
Republican National Committee- 
man of Missouri, but in recent 
days sentiment changed when it 
was noted recent conflict between 
Mattingly and Mayor William Dee 
Becker had not prejudiced Kauf- 
mann. Mayor Becker, however, 
has taken a “neutral” position in 
the race, 

There is only one candidate, thus 
far, for the Democratic nomina- 
tion. He is Joseph M. Darst, com- 
mitteeman of the Twenty-fifth 
Ward and former Director of Pub- 
lic Welfare in the Dickmann ad- 
ministration, 


MRS. LAURA KRAG FOUND DEAD 
IN KITCHEN BY HER HUSBAND 


Mrs. Laura Krag was found 
dead last night in the kitchen of 
her home, 8304 Jackson avenue, 
Vinita Park, by her husband, 
Harry W. Krag, vice president of 
the American Shoe Machine and 
Tool Co., who told police he de- 
teced the odor of gas in the house 
a he entered. She was 54 years 
old. 

Although all the gas jets on the 
kitchen stove had been turned off 
when he found his wife, Krag said, 
the odor of gas in the room was 
heavy.

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‘Mock-ups’ Teach Air Force Radio 
Men Their Job as It Is in Battle

Replicas of Flying Fortress Compartment 
Rock in All Directions—Students Do 
Some Tasks as if in Flight. 


A realistic foretaste of bombing 
flights to Berlin and Tokyo is 
given Army Air Force students by 
means of a new training method 


introduced at Scott Field. 
Student radio operators engage 
in simulated battle practice by 
means of “mock-ups.” A_ radio 
mock-up is an exact replica of the 
radio operator's section of a Flying 
Fortress, with a complete liaison 
radio set installed. Twelve such 
replicas have been built of ply- 
wood and erected in a building on 
the post. 
To make training operations 
highly realistic, each mock-up is 
mounted so that it may be rocked 
in all directions. Artificial tem- 
perature control provides a 40- 
degree, high-altitude chill inside 
the compartment, and induced 
static keeps the radio operation 
from being too easy. 

Each day’s work represents a 
flight from Scott Field to some 
other airport. Given his route 


guide, code signals and other spe- 
cial instructions, the student enters 
the mock-up clad in a fur-lined 
flying suit, makes a pre-flight in- 
spection of radio equipment and 
receives take-off instructions. 

During “flight,” the student may 
be called on to contact ground 
stations for information, If some 
one yells “Messerschmitt!” he 
seizes a theoretical machine gun 
and helps ward off attack, just 
as a radio operator would do on 
an actual flight over enemy ter- 
ritory. 

The mock-ups are camouflaged. 
They have full-size Air Force in- 
signia painted on the side, and, 
like the Flying Fortresses operat- 
ing overseas, bear such pet names 
as “Berlin Valentine,” “Hellzapop- 
pin” and “Sweet Adeline.” 

Instructors are convinced that, 
through hours spent in mock-ups, 
students will feel quite at home 
when they board real Flying Fort- 
resses and go through their paces 
in earnest, 


RULING MAY SHORTEN 
39 CONVICTS TERMS 


Missouri Court Grants Writs 
to Two, Voiding ‘Consecu- 
tive’ Sentences. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 27 
(AP), — The Missouri Supreme 
Court today opened the doors of 
the State prison for early release 
of about 35 convicts by a techni- 
cal ruling on the interpretation of 
“consecutive” and “concurrent” 
sentences. 

Today’s ruling applied: specifi- 
cally only to two convicts, Clar- 
ence Anthony and George Akins, 
but Warden Paul Kaiser said about 
35 convicts would win early free- 
dom under the same ruling. 
Anthony and Akins won writs 
of habeas corpus on the court’s 
ruling that their burglary sen- 
tences should run at the same time 
instead of one after the other. 
Both were on parole from Algoa 
State Reformatory when con- 
victed a second time and sentenced 
again. Their earlier paroles were 
revoked. Their second sentences 
did not specify whether the second 
terms were to begin after comple 
tion of the first. or were to be 
served concurrently. Prison offi- 
clals applied the sentences con- 
secutively under a statute applying 
to persons convicted again while 
under sentence to the prison. / 

The court pointed out, however, 
that Anthony and Akins were not 
under sentence to the prison—but 
to Algoa—when they committed 
their second offense and that the 
law did not apply. 


300 DRIVERS’ OPA HEARINGS 
TO BE COMPLETED TOMORROW 


Five examiners for the Office of 
Price Administration will complete 
their hearings tomorrow into the 
cases Of 300 automobile owners 
who are charged with violating 
gasoline ration regulations by fail- 
ure to place a gasoline sticker on 
the windshields of their cars. 

Nearly 150 cases were heard Sat- 
urday in Room 29 Paul Brown 
Building.

CONVALESCENT HOME 
ACCUSED IN WARRANT 


Campaign Begun in County to 
Induce All of Them to 
Comply With Law. 


A campaign to induce all opera- 
tors of convalescent homes in St. 
Louis County to comply with statu- 
tory standards of sanitation, nurs- 
ing and medical care was begun 
yesterday jointly by Prosecuting 
Attorney Stanley Wallach, Justice 
of the Peace John Obertz and 
Leonard Board, inspector for the 
County Health Department. 

Warrants were issued by Obertz 
against J. E. Cummings and Mrs, 
Ann B. Cummings, operators of 
the Elms Convalescent Nursing 
Home, 2520 McLaran avenue, Jen- 
nings, where 62 aged persons re 
side. Many are old-age pension- 
ers. The operators were charged 
with operating a nursing home 
without a license, in violation of 
a recent statute. The offense is 
punishable by a fine of $25 for 
each week the home operated 
without a license. 

Wallach said the Elms Home 
had ample opportunity to comply 
with statutory requirements per- 
taining to sanitation, nursing and 
medical care and also to obtain a 
license. The case has been™ set 
for hearing March 5 before Justice 
Obertz. 

About 20 other convalescent 
homes will receive opportunity to 
comply with the law, Wallach 
said, but will be prosecuted if they 
fail to do s0.

RECIPROCAL PLAN 
FOR FREEDOM Or 
THE SAIES URGED 


Would Gain More Than 
by Mrs. Luce’s ‘Sov- 
ereignty.’ 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP).— 
Representative Celler (Dem.), New 
York, asserted tonight that the 
United States would gain more 
from a “freedom of the skies” post- 
war policy than from what he said. 
was the proposal of Representative 


Clare Luce (Rep.), Cannecticut, for 
a “sovereignty of. the air.” 

In an address on the Blue Net- 
work, Celler quoted Mrs. Luce as 
saying in a recent House speech 
that “we want to fly everywhere.” 
“But so does Russia, England, 
China, Holland,” Celler commented. 
“No nation worth its salt can be 
shunted aside, The world’s air can- 
not be cut into segments like so 
many acres of land. We cannot set 
up sovereignties of the air guarded 
by invisible, yet impenetrable bar- 
riers extending from the land be- 
low to the skies above.” 

Celler said that freedom of the 
air means “give and take—recipro- 
cal agreements.” 

Mrs. Luce’s address, he con- 
tinued, was “a curious mingling of 
isolationism and imperialism, a 
plea for insulated American think- 
ing apart from the rest of the 
world, and, at the same time, a 
challenge for world domination by 
America.” 

(Mrs. Luce later explained that 
she favored reciprocal air agree- 
ments.) 

Celler said that Vice-President 
Wallace's interpretation of “free- 
dom of the air” meant “right of 
innocent passage with right of free 
landing,” but in conformity with 
domestic regulations. 

“It would mean, for example,” 
he said, “that a British plane fly- 
ing from London to Australia 
could fly over our territory and 
make essential stops at LaGuardia 
Field or at San Francisco for re- 
fueling and for landing passengers 
and freight originating outside the 
United States. But it would not 
mean that the British Overseas 
Airways Corporation could pick up 
passengers or cargo in New York 
for delivery in Dallas or Los An- 
geles. Equally so, our freedom of 
the seas precludes the Cunard 
Lines from plying a coastwise 
trade or picking up cargo at New 
York and carrying it through the 
Canal and depositing it at San 
Francisco.”

Last month, realty transfers 
totaling 1786 were 17.67 per cent 
fewer than the 2172 total in Jan- 
wary, 1942. The number of building 
permits dropped from 235 to 102 
for a loss of 56.6 per cent. 

The valuation of building per- 
mits in January was $137,200, a 
loss of 73.15 per cent from the 
$511,042 total in the same month 
of 1942. F. W. Dodge Corporation 
reports show that construction 
contracts decreased 33.68 per cent, 
from $2,601,000 to $1,725,000. 

An increase of 29.89 per cent in 
street car and bus revenue is

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP).— 
January building permit valuations 
were 62 per cent below the Jan- 
uary, '1942, figure, Secretary Per- 
kins reports. 

The sharpest decline, 85 per cent, 
occurred in the value of new non- 
residential buildings. The value of 
new residential buildings decreased 
34 per cent, and additions, altera- 
tion, and repairs to existing struc- 
tures showed a drop of 58 per 


‘cent. 


A decrease of 30 per cent in ex- 
penditures for proposed building 
construction was reported from 
December, 1942, to January, 1943. 
The drop resulted chiefly from a 
75 per cent decline in new non- 
residential building and a 13 per 
cent drop in additions, alterations, 
and repairs. Permit valuations for 
new residential construction in- 
creased 36 per cent during the 
month due to the public housing 
program for war workers. 

Federal and State construction in 
January, 1943, in the 2421 reporting 
cities totaled $34,674,000 compared 
with $54,025,000 in December, 1942, 
and $88,582,000 in January, 1942.

CEILING ON NEWSPRINT 
UPS4A TON MARCH I 


Industry Can No Longer Ab- 
sorb Increased Costs, Says 
Brown of OPA.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP).— 
The Canadian and American Gov- 
ernmen' announced today a $4-a- 
ton increase in the ceiling for 
standard newsprint paper. The 
announcement was made jointly 


by the Office of Price Administra- 
tion and t!: Canadian Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board. The in- 
crease becomes effective March 1. 

OPA Administrator Prentiss M. 
Brown said the increase was neces- 
sary “because the .8wsprint indus- 
try can no longer absorb the in- 
creased cost which war conditions 
have brought about.” 

The War Production Board re- 
cently postponed a proposed addi- 
tional 10 per cent curtailment in 
newsprint consumption when it de- 
veloped that supplies would be 
larger than estimated originally. 
Today's OPA announcement said 
the price increase will be the first 
in five years and bring the so- 
called port ceiling price to $54 a 
ton, with zones adjusted accord- 


ingly. 


Newspaper Circulation 44,492,336 
in 1942, a Record. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 27 (AP). 
—Daily newspaper circulation in 
the United States reached a record 
high of 44,492,836 in 1942, an in- 
crease of 2,107,029 over 1941, pub- 
lication of the 1943 N. W, Ayer & 
Son’s newspaper directory showed 
today. 

“The wartime reader increase in 
all classifications,” the directory 
said, “is evidence that the Ameri- 
can press is an increasingly vital 
part of the American way of life 
and that the general public con- 
sults it with confidence.” 

A total of 1894 daily newspapers 
were listed against 1974 in 1941. 
Periodicals of all kinds numbered 
6354 against 6709 the previous year.

Similar groups of cadettes are. 
being trained at five other schools, 
Cornell University, Purdue Univer- 
sity, University of Minnesota, 
Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute 
and University of Texas.

The grand jury will hear, prob- 
ably tomorrow, statements of a 
City Jail prisoner and a former 


prisoner there, now in the Work-

Carleton said 
Brinkley told him he meant to 
“utilize the situation” created by 
Melendes’ death while in custody, 
to get a parole, by accusing police 
connected with the larceny case in 
which Brinkley and Melendes were 
arrested. 

Actign Circuit Attorney Henry 
G. Morris talked with Carleton and 
with Warren Gresham, now a 
Workhouse prisoner, who gave a 
similar account of Brinkley’s state- 
ment in jail. Morris said he found 
both men somewhat afraid to talk, 
and that he wished the grand jury 
to hear them as early as possible. 
Brinkley, now held on a Federal 
charge of failure to carry his draft 
card and notify his draft board of 
his wheareabouts, said yesterday 
that the statements of Carleton 
and Gresham were “lies.”

Proves People 


Government If They Want It 


Can Get Good 


Talmadge Dictatorship Repudiated by Voters, New Gover- 
nor and New Legislature in 24 Days Carry Out Campaign 
Pledges — Ten Statutory Reforms Made and Constitu- 
tional Changes Proposed— State Reclaims Its Self-Respect.

HEN the people of Georgia defeated 


ATLANTA, Ga., Feb. 27. 
Eugene Talmadge at the polls last fall in 


his fourth race for the governorship it was their demand for a complete change 
of State government. It has taken the new Governor and Legislature only 24 days 


to make the change. 


Ellis Gibbs Arnall was inaugurated Governor last Jan. 12. 


By Feb. 5 the Legisla- 


ture had passed each of the 10 changes in the law that Arnall had advocated to upset 


now and forever Georgia's gubernatorial dictatorship, 


made notorious throughout the 


nation by Talmadge, and the 257 members of the. General Assembly passed every 


Arnall measure without one dissenting vote. 


So far, there have been no half-way meas- 
ures and no hesitation on the part of 
Georgia’s legislative and executive depart- 
ments in putting through their reforms. 
They have cut down the Governor’s powers 
from king size to normal size, while thou- 
sands cheered. The approval comes from 
the flat lands and the wiregrass country, 
which once resounded with shouts for Tal- 
madge, as well as from newspapers, educa- 
tors, students and other enlightened groups 
that never approved of the Dictator of Deep 
Dixie. 


Summary of Clean Sweep 
Against Talmadge Misrule. 


Briefly, the Arnall program already has 
removed the Georgia university system from 
political control, and, in so doing, caused 
the restoration of accredited rating to the 
State’s institutions of higher learning; re-’ 
moved the State School Board from political 
domination; stripped the Governor of clem- 
ency powers, abolishing the pardons racket; 
brought the executive powers within consti- 
tutional bounds; and established efficient 
and responsible budgetary control. These 
steps represent every major reform that the 
people had demanded at the polls. 


Perhaps even more important than all 
this, the new administration has brought 
into the statehouse an atmosphere of fear- 
lessness and independence and co-operation 
and harmony, as opposed to the reign of 
suspicion and fear that characterized the 
Talmadge administration. 

The election of Arnall and the dispatch 
with which the Legislature has remedied 
the mess that was Georgia’s government is 
a striking example of orderly and bloodless 
revolution against dictatorship and a dem- 
onstration that democracy still lives, and is 
strong, and will work. 


The rise of democracy in Georgia against 
Talmadge, whom many thought to be invin- 
cible because of the strong support given 
him by vested interests in cities and the 
“Wool Hat Boys” in the country, has had 
its counterparts in Missouri. 

There was the defeat of the administra- 
tion of former Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann 
by a public outraged by its part in the no- 
torious attempt to steal the Missouri gover- 
norship in 1941. There was the cleanup of 
Kansas City, which for years festered under 
the Pendergast machine. As a result, there 
exists in Missouri today an aroused interest 
in good government. This is generally re- 
flected in the actions of the present Missouri 
General Assembly, which Curtis A. Betts, 
veteran Post-Dispatch political writer, de- 
ecribed on Feb. 6 as, “the cleanest, green- 
est and most promising Legislature Missouri 
has known in many years.” 


Democracy Gains Virility 

From Those Who Oppose It. 

“Democracy,” in the words of Georgia’s 
new Governor, “gets its virility from the 
forces that would destroy it. The way to 
keep democracy fresh is to keep it under 
attack. The people of Georgia did not real- 
ize the desirability of good government until 
we had almost lost it.” 

Arnall, 35 years old, is the youngest Gov- 
ernor in the nation. When he was inaug- 
urated, 78 of his relatives were on the plat- 
form, but so far that is as close as any of 
them have come to a State job. 

Also present was the outgoing Talmadge, 
morose and brooding. He refused to con- 
gratulate or speak to his successor. He left 
for Arnall a bunch of keys that would not 
fit a door in the executive mansion. He 
also left a State debt of $35,961,630 and a 
portfolio of recently-passed legislation, ap- 
parently designed to embarrass the new 
administration financially. 

Between the time of Arnall’s election and 
inauguration, the Talmadge administration 
—which meant Talmadge  personally— 
raised the pay of school teachers 25 per 
cent, or about $3,500,000 annually. It 
raised old age pensions $1,605,000 a year, 
and added about $1,500,000 to State pay 
to counties for upkeep of roads. Talmadge 
also paid the Public Works Administration 


the final note due on Georgia’s new Tattnall 


Prison, amounting to $1,070,235, which was 
not due until 1987. 

Talmadge, as chairman of the State Board 
of Education, attempted to buy $1,500,000 
worth of ‘‘unneeded”’ school text books, but 
this was stopped by a taxpayer’s suit. 

The State Highway Department, headed 
by Talmadge’s cousin, then let between 
$7,000,000 and $10,000,000 in new high- 
way contracts, and sold a good portion of 
the State’s road-building machinery. Shortly 
before leaving office, Talmadge bought for 
the Governor’s use, and left for Arnall, an 
embarrassingly expensive $3600 automobile. 


Talmadge’s latter-day spending was un- 
dertaken in spite of an estimated $17,000,- 
000-a-year revenue decrease because of the 
war and in the face of Arnall’s pledge not 
to raise taxes or approve a new tax measure. 

The new Governor is a man of quick ac- 
tion. Seven years ago while serving as a 
groomsman at a wedding in Orlando, Fla., 
Arnall met Miss Mildred Slemons, a brides- 
maid. The next time Arnall and Miss Slem- 
ons met, he had a ring and they became 
engaged. Their third meeting was their 
wedding. With similar speed last month 
Arnall tackled State affairs. 


No Wholesale Firings, But 
$867,000 Saved on Payroll. 


As soon as the Legislature abolished the 
Talmadge-dominated Highway Board, the 
Arnall administration canceled the new 
highway contracts. Thus far Arnall has 
not appointed a new Highway Board, but 
put the department under charge of an 
“executive agent,’’ who, under Georgia law, 
cannot be sued by the disgruntled contrac- 
tors. Arnall had warned them earlier not 
to accept the contracts. Because of the 
condition of State finances, he said, “high- 
way construction must cease.” 

There has been no wholesale firing of 
State employes who served under Talmadge. 
Arnall ordered his department heads to cut 
the State payrolls of all unnecessary em- 
ployes through consolidating the duties of 
efficient workers. To date, 11 departments 
have cut their annual payrolls a total of 
$867,853.37. About 500 Highway Depart- 
ment employes are to be dismissed, and not 
replaced, during the spring. 

Arnall declared that the big automobile 
left him by Talmadge looked like a hearse 
and ordered it sold. It brought $2000. 

The new Governor has continued to use 
his own medium-priced machine, which he 
drives himself and by himself, except when 
accompanied by Mrs. Arnall and their five- 
year-old son, Alvin. 

Such conduct has given Capitol observers 
a shock. They have been accustomed to 
watch Georgia Governors arrive at the State- 
house in large automobiles, driven by a 
chauffeur and flanked by battalions of body- 
guards and job seekers. 

When Talmadge vacated the Governor's 
chair he left for his successor more than 
keys that would not fit, State debts, debt- 
making statutes and a big limousine.

of Regents had fired several teachers and 
officials, the Southern Association of Col- 
leges and Secondary Schools had suspended 
the accredited rating of Georgia Tech, the 
University of Georgia and other State insti- 
tutions of higher learning. With the final 
word in all matters of clemency, Talmadge 
had pardoned thousands, creating a national 
scandal. His was the authority to discharge 
any State employe for any reason he saw fit. 
He had absolute financial control of the 
State and could shift funds from one depart- 
ment to the other as he willed. Talmadge 
dominated virtually every State board, and 
it was well known that any firm wishing to 
do business with the State needed Talmadge 
approval rather than a low bid. Talmadge

The first Arnall bill passed by the new 
Legislature abolished the old Board of Re- 
gents of the University System, replacing it 
with a new board, appointed by the Gover- 
nor, but subject to ratification by the State 
Senate; so also was the old State Board of 
Education disposed of; and the Governor 
was left off both new boards. Talmadge had 
been a member of, and dominated, both 
bodies. 


Georgia Schools Restored 
to the Accredited Rating. 


Both bills were accompanied by constitu- 
tional amendments, which were passed by 
the Legislature and will be voted on by the 
people in 1944. One amendment would bar 
the Governor from membership on the 
School Board. The other would keep the 
Governor off all future Boards of Regents 
and prevent him from having control over 
their actions. Terms of the new members 
of the Board of Regents have been staggered 
so that no future Governor may appoint a 
majority. 

The Southern Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools has now restored the rat- 
ing of Georgia’s colleges, retroactive to the 
date of their suspension in the fall of 1941. 

Another Arnall bill and constitutional 
amendment takes from the Governor his 
clemency powers and vests them in a Par- 
don and Parole Board, which has now been 
appointed and is headed by one of the best 
criminologists in the South. 

The Legislature then repealed the law 
allowing the Governor to strike the name 
of any State employe from the quarterly 
budget. It created a State Finance Com- 
mission to hear appeals from decisions of 
the State Budget Commission. It removed 
the Governor from membership in every 
State board, except as chairman of the State 


Budget Commission and his membership on- 


the State Hospital Authority. It repealed 
the law allowing the Governor to fire the 
State Auditor and Treasurer and abolished 
the law that automatically allocated income 
from certain revenues to specified depart- 
ments. 


All Department Appropriations 
Put Under Strict Budget Control. 


The law giving Talmadge power to shift 
funds from department to department ex- 
pired last Dec. 31, and legislation has been 
passed allowing the Legislature to make all 
appropriations to departments, under strict 
budgetary control. In short, the Governor

Analyzes Ethical Aspects of 
Postwar Reconstruction — 
Says Hitler, Mussolini and 
Japanese War Lords Should 
Be Put to Death.

HE subjects that will be considered here 
are: The penalties to be imposed upon 
the defeated Axis Powers; the political 
status to be accorded the small nations; the 
international political organization to be 
set up after the war, and the economic ele- 
ments in postwar reconstruction. Each of 
these problems will be discussed from the 
viewpoint of right and wrong.

If it does, what should be the penalties and 
upon which persons should they be imposed? 


The great Saint Augustine, who was the 
first writer to co-ordinate the Christian doc- 
trine on peace and war, stressed punishment 
of the guilty nation as one of the primary 
elements and aims of a just war. Centuries 
before his time, a great Greek dramatist 
declared that ‘‘punishment is the other half 
of crime.” 


The moral intuitions of the common man 
and the reasoned judgment of the world’s 
leading thinkers have, with few exceptions, 
always regarded punishment primarily as a 
restoration of the violated moral order, as 
an instrument of vindictive or retributive 
justice; therefore, as involving expiation by 
the guilty. Probably this is the attitude 
taken today by the majority of those who 
detest the Axis Powers. The men respon- 
sible for the dastardly attack upon freedom 
and civilization should not be permitted to 
go free after the war; they should “get 
what is coming to them.”’ 

To what extent should the United Nations 
give effect to this principle of retribution in 
their treatment of the vanquished culprits? 


The adequate answer to this question is 
to be found in the functions of the civil com- 
munity in relation to its.own citizens. Why 
does a state punish domestic criminals? For 
the same reason that it enacts and admin- 
isters laws which have nothing to do with 
crime or punishment: For the common good. 


The dominant and primary aim and justi- 
fication of penal legislation is deterrence, 
to prevent and discourage the commission 
of crimes against the community. While 
specific penalties and their administration 
should not neglect the correction of the crim- 
inal, while they should bear a substantial 
relation to the degree of his moral guilt, 
they should effectuate the principle that 
the primary end of civil punishment is deter- 
rence. . 

To be sure, restoration of the violated 
moral order and retribution are to a greater 
or less degree implicit in all punishment, 
and, therefore, may be regarded as a sec- 
ondary end for penal laws. Again, personal 
guilt is a necessary prerequisite to just pun- 
ishment and a measure of the proper amount 
of punishment. 

These principles can and should be ap- 
plied to the international situation. In the 
absence of a formal international organiza-

‘| tion, the United Nations are charged with 
the duty of punishing the crimes committed 
by the Axis Powers against international law, 
decency and morality. In the discharge of 
this duty the primary aim of the United 
Nations should be the same as that of the 
national state when it deals with domestic 
criminals. They should seek to promote the 
common good, that is, the common good of 
all the peoples of the world. Upon the guilty 
they should impose those penalties which 
are best calculated to discourage and deter 
any state from repeating the assaults of 
the Axis Powers upon world peace and civil- 
ization. 


“Impose penalties” upon whom? Upon 
the entire populations of Germany, Italy 
and Japan? Or only upon the principal 
culprits and their most responsible asso- 
clates? 


The answers already given to these ques- 
tions by more or less prominent Americans 
—and others not so prominent—have varied 
from no positive punishment for any Axis 
personality to unqualified vengeance upon 
the whole people, at least of Germany. 


By way of reply and comment, it is suf- 
ficient to point out that complete condona- 
tion of the atrocious crimes of the Axis 
authorities would be enormously harmful to 
the international common good. As for pos- 
itive penalties inflicted upon entire Axis 
populations, this would be at once unwise 
and difficult to justify. Punitive measur@s, 
in the strict sense of the term, should fall 
upon those persons alone who have contract- 
ed moral guilt. The assertion that all.the 
members of a political community aufomat- 
ically share in the guilt of their criminal 
rulers is based upon an indefensible theory 
of “imputed” guilt, which has no standing 
in logic or in morals. That a whole people 
might well be subjected for a time to certain 
disabilities, such as prevention from raising 
an army, is a reasonable proposition; but 
such disabilities need not bear the charac- 
ter of punishment. 


What penalties should be imposed upon 
the leading culprits, Hitler, Mussolini and 
their chief associates, and the correspond- 
ing group in Japan? 

The most responsible among them 
should be put to death. From the view- 
point of vindictive, or retributive, justice 
they richly deserve this fate; from the 
viewpoint of the international common 
good, it would have a salutary effect upon 
prospective violators of international or- 
der. No milder punishment would have 
an adequate deterrent effect. 


For the minor conspirators against in- 
ternational justice and peace, imprison- 
ment, banishment and other civil penal- 
ties would probably be sufficient; certainly 
they would be ethically justifiable.

HAT does justice require of the United 
W Nations in regard to the nations that 
have been conquered by the Axis Pow- 

ers? Point three of the Atlantic Charter 
pledges the signatories to “respect the right 
of all peoples to choose the form of govern- 
ment under which they will live; and they 
wish to see sovereign rights and self-govern- 
ment restored to those who have been forci- 
bly deprived of them.’”’ On Dec. 24, 1939, 
Pope Pius XII declared: “A fundamental 
condition of a just and honorable peace is to 
assure the right to life and independence of 
all nations, large and small, strong and 
weak.”’ : 
Between these two declarations there is 
substantial agreement, and the “right’’ that 
they speak of is evidently ethical, not merely

majority of the people of the United Nations 
accept both propositions. 

The practical application, however, pre- 
sents considerable difficulty. Some distinct 
groups which think of themselves as “na- 
tions” or “peoples” are regarded by other 
nations as merely national minorities. A 
people possessing a distinct national culture 
and language and a record of political inde- 
pendence some time in the past, is clearly 
entitled to the right asserted in the Atlantic 
Charter and the Papal pronouncement. 

If such a people‘has an average capacity 
for self-government and if its political inde- 
pendence would not conflict with the genuine 
welfare of a neighboring state, its right to 
independence seems to be indubitable. It is 
as valid as the right of a man to choose his 
wife by free contract and vice versa. 

No contesting people or state can establish 
a contrary right in the first case, any more 
than a competing man or woman can assert 
an ethical claim to a spouse who has freely 
consented to marry someone else. 

Why have the nation and the spouse these - 
respective rights? Simply because the rights 
are necessary means to their welfare, and de 
not encroach upon the reasonable welfare of 
competing nations or individuals. In both 
situations the ultimate ethical basis of the 
rights is the dignity of personality which is 
equal in all persons. 

Suppose, however, that the people which 
claims the right of self-government has no 
long history as a separate linguistic or cul- 
tural group nor any record of political inde- 
pendence. Suppose, moreover, that its wel- 
fare would be better served by its inclusion 
within a larger state. On the assumption 
that all the local, linguistic and cultural in- 
terests of the minority are safeguarded, there 
seems to be no sofid basis upon which it 
could establish an ethical right to political 
independence. 

Undoubtedly, there will be more than one 
people or distinct group presenting this sit- 
uation in the period of reconstruction. Such 
situations will test the fairness, prudence and 
statesmanship of the United Nations or any 
other international body. In many cases, the 
best solution will probably be found in the 
principle of federation as distinct from po- 
litical independence. 

Finally, there is the case of those small 
nations that have never enjoyed even local 
self-government and yet may put forth a 
claim to independent statehood immediately. 
In most instances this claim should not be 
allowed without preparatory training. The 
ethical right of such a group to independ-— 
ence may be valid 20 or 30 years from now, 
but not necessarily valid tomorrow or next 
week. The case of the Philippines under 
American tutelage provides an apposite ex- 
ample for guidance.

The 
common good of nations now requires a 
society internationally organized.

A FUNDAMENTAL OF DEMOCRACY. 

There is one very important reason for an equit- 
able, non-political redistricting of St. Louis for seats 
in the Board of Aldermen. This is so the achieve- 
ment in St. Louis can be an example for the Mis- 
souri Legislature with respect to reapportionment 
for seats in the State Senate and in the Missouri 
delegation to the national House of Representatives. 

If the Aldermen put personal ambition and the 
selfish and shortsighted demands of precinct and 
ward politicians aside and afford St. Louis the kind 
of redistricting that the City Charter requires, no 
one at Jefferson City can say: 

“Why worry about giving St. Louis fuller repre- 
sentation in Congress and the Legislature? Its Al- 
dermen wouldn’t even give St. Louis a fair redis- 
tricting for seats in their own city government.” 

Rural legislators and lawmakers from other Mis- 
souri cities will have a perfect excuse for doing 
nothing about senatorial and congressional redis- 
tricting in Missouri if our Aldermen tear up the 
excellent plan drawn by two experts in the Board 
of Election Commissioners’ office in order to trot 
out another political measure such as Mayor Becker 
properly vetoed. 

Does Missouri need congressional redistricting? 
The population statistics on our 13 districts literal- 
ly shout thé answer. Here they are:

1 Twelfth (St. Louls) — — — — 425,481 
Eleventh (St. Louis) — — — — 341,538 
Third (St. Joseph) — — — — 299,490 
Seventh (Joplin)— — — — 293,294

Thirteenth (St. Louis) — —= 266,534 
Eighth (Salem-DeSoto) — — —. 253,716 
Tenth (Cape Girardeau) — — 251,817

12 Fifth (Kansas City)— — — — 231,203 
13 Ninth (Mexico-Troy)— — — — 207,068 


The foregoing population figures are taken from 
the 1940 census. With St. Louis County growing by 
leaps and bounds, the spread between the Twelfth 
District and the rural Ninth District, which Con- 
gressman Clarence Cannon represents, is much great- 
er now than it was three years ago. 

But even if the population were frozen on the 
1940 basis, the reason for redistricting would be 
plain to anyone who runs his eye down the table. 
There are two persons in the South St. Louis and 
St. Louis County district to every one person in the 
Ninth District. This means that the voter in Mr. 
Cannon’s district, in terms of his strength, is just 
twice as influential as the voter in the Twelfth 
District. 

Bad as this is, the situation is grossly worse in the 
State Senate. Look at the two extremes: 

District. Senator. Population. 
Twenty-fifth Falzone (Clayton) 320,512 
Twelfth Quinn (Maywood)~- 45,718 

Thus, it takes approximately seven voters in St. 
Louis County to equal one voter in Senator Quinn's 
rural district. On the basis of the population he 
represents, Senator Quinn is virtually seven times as 
powerful at Jefferson City as is the Senator of the 
most rapidly growing industrial county in the State. 

This is not equal representative government. It 
is not democracy. It is a species of the rotten- 
borough system which has given the South a dis- 
proportionately large share in control of Congress. 
It is bad in the nation at large and it is no better 
within a state. 

If St. Louis’ Aldermen see their ward redistrict- 
ing responsibility in its true light, they will see it 
in terms of just representation for St. Louis at Jef- 
ferson City and at Washington as well as at the 
City Hall. 
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MARVELS OF V-MAIL. 

When the Atlantic Clipper crashed at Lisbon last 
Monday, micro-films of more than 176,000 letters 
to American soldiers serving overseas were lost. 
Within three days, however, duplicate films of all 
the letters were started from the United States to 
their destinations. 

This is one of the achievements made possible 
by the V-mail letter form, now available at all post- 
offices for overseas letters. The original letters writ- 
ten on these blanks are kept on file until word is 
received that all the photographic reproductions 
have been delivered abroad. When news came of the 
accident at Lisbon, it was necessary only to make 
new films of the letters that had been on the rolls 
in the Clipper’s mail bags, then send these new 
films on the next plane. 

V-mail films occupy less than 3 per cent of the 
space taken by the original letters. This saves price- 
less cargo facilities, and makes speedy handling pos- 
sible. Friends and families at home will come 
nearer meeting the overseas men’s constant demand 
for more letters if they use the V-mail forms at 
every opportunity.

BIG PARTY AT A BUTTON FACTORY. 

We were definitely pleased when the postman 
brought us a program of the ceremonies incident to 
the presentation of an Army-Navy “E” pennant to 
a button factory in New England. The program was 
quite elaborate—done on good paper, engraved in 
red and blue, silver and gold, and held together with 
a red, white and blue silk cord and tassel. Why 
should not a button factory thus exhibit its pride in 
the recognition of its patriotic work for victory? 

As we turned the pages, it became apparent that 
the ceremonies were worthy of the program. Not 
only were there speeches by two Senators, a Gov- 
ernor, a Mayor, a university president and other as- 
sorted dignitaries, but the occasion was also graced 
by the presence—in speaking and non-speaking roles 
—of a galaxy of Army and Navy representatives. 

As a matter of detailed fact, the Army sent one 
Brigadier General, two Colonels, five Lieutenant 
Colonels, two Majors, three captains and two Lieu- 
tenants. The Navy was represented by one Rear 
Admiral, one Captain, three Commanders and an 
Ensign. Oh, yes, also present were one Waac (Lieu- 
tenant) and one Wave (Ensign)—not to mention a 
Coast Artillery color guard and band. 

We should have known that he would not be there,

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OIL FOR THE TANKS OF FRANCO. 

The State Department some time ago adopted a 
policy of extending favors to the Franco Government, 
plainly in the hope of keeping Spain, though an Axis 
member, out of the war. Since the public knows 
nothing about American negotiations in Madrid, or 
about the intricacieg of Franco’s program, there is 
little or no basis for informed criticism. But cer- 
tain aspects of the State Department policy, as set 
forth by Ambassador Carlton J. H. Hayes in a state- 
ment at Barcelona, do raise some questions. 

This couatry has been sending oil, cotton, food and 
other products to Spain to aid in restoring its eeon- 
omy, Mr. Hayes said. American shipments have been 
so generous that the amount of petroleum products 
available in Spain now is “considerably higher than 
the present per capita distribution to the people of 
the Atlantic seaboard of the United States itself.” 

This provokes the question: Why is it necessary 
to send Spain so much oil? Hitler has just lost the 
Caucasus fields, and surely must keep his remaining 
supplies for his hard-pressed fighting forces. He 
probably cannot spare even a drop for Spain, so 
token shipments from this country would seem to 
be enough for cultivating Franco’s good will. The 
actual needs of our’own East coast should be a valid 
excuse for holding shipments to a minimum. 

Pleasure driving was forbidden in the Kast weeks 
ago. People are trying to keep warm on acanty 
fuel-oil rations. Industries have been handicapped; 
for example, almost every laundry in New York has 
shut down because of oil restrictions. Yet, Ambas- 
sador Hayes says, American shipments have made it 
possible to increase Spanish gasoline rations, more 
trucks are on the highways there and busses are 
running again in Madrid. is this disclosure likely 
to help public morale in the East? 

The Russians are fighting on our side with mag- 
nificent results. The Chinese, too, are battling hero- 
ically for the United Nations’ cause. Both these 
allies are calling constantly for more and mors oil 
products, and probably our own fighting forces do 
not have a surplus. 

Spain, on the other hand, is an Axis stocge, As 
has been shown repeatedly, Spanish agents distribute 
Axis propaganda in the Western Hemisphere, and 
engage in espionage for Berlin and Rome. At this 
moment, thousands of American troops are stationed 
along the borders of Spanish Morocco, to protect the 
Allied flank in North Africa against a possible 
Axis drive. 

Then why do the Spanish Fascists instead of our 
allies get this generous helping of that wartime es- 
sential, petroleum? How can anyone be sure that 
part of it is not going to fuel Axis planes and tanks? 
If our policy is to court the good will of Franco, why 
must we carry it out on such a free-handed basis, 
at the expense of our home front and of our allies? 
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DOLLARS VS. MARRIAGE-HEALTH PROTECTION. 

Among the constant opponents of marriage-health 
bills whenever they come before the Legislature are 
those who benefit financially from Missouri’s lack 
of this essential protection for its citizens. A dis- 
patch to the Kansas City Times tells how this State's 
Northern counties profit from the Iowa law requir- 
ing a three-day waiting period between application 
for a marriage license and its issuance. Iowa cou- 
ples evade this law by trips to Missouri, and 2000 
of them went to Bethany alone in 1942, to leave a 
tidy sum behind in payment for licenses, pastors’ 
and Justices’ fees, dinners, hotel bills, and so on. 

The Missouri House passed a similar bill recently, 
and the Kansas Legislature rejected one. So if our 
Legislature passes the three-day bill, and the pend- 
ing blood-test bill, some Missouri couples will go 
to Kansas to evade their provisions. Why, it is 
argued by opponents of the bills, should this State 
adopt a law that causes its Northern counties to 
lose revenue, and brings benefits to Kansas at the 
expense of Missouri? 

This is assuredly a sordid method of calculating. 
It appraises cash in the till as worth more than the 
protection of citizens from venereal disease and 
the consequences of hasty marriages. It is not even 
realistic figuring. After its neighbors have given 
their people such protection, Kansas is not going 
to remain very long without these laws. Similarly, 
a strong reason for Missouri's getting in line is the. 
fact that five of its neighbors—Nebraska, Iowa, IIli- 
nois, Kentucky and Tennessee—already have this 
protection. 

Surely the cash-profit line of reasoning, if it is 
offered, will not have any weight when a hearing 
on the blood-test bill is held by the Senate Public 
Health Committee next Tuesday afternoon. 
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A GREAT BOY REMEMBERED.

“Plupy” Shute (also “Skinny” and “Polelegs” for 
reasons that are obvious) was a lad of 11 when 
his father “sed he wood give $1000 dolars if he 
had kept a diry when he was a boy.” Although the 
elder Shute didn’t give Plupy so much as “a 
quarter of a dolar a week,” the small schoolboy 
made his entries religiously day after day. When 
Judge Shute found that besmudged journal long 
years afterward, in an old salt box of fishhooks, 
mummified worms, marbles, bean blowers and pop- 
guns, it amused him so that he edited it and shared 
it with the world. 

For Plupy was a real boy. He went swimming 
and got stung by yellow-bellied hornets. He record- 
ed the “fites’” at school. He told how the Sunday 
school superintendent “holiered o hell right out” 
when his whiskers caught fire from the “Crismas 
tree at the town hall.” Yes, “The Real Diary of a 
Real Boy” was something Americans really were 
thankful for the year of the St. Louis World Fair. 
Its author’s death is cause enough to remind a

Justice Rutledge 


Review of new Supreme Court member's 85 opinions as Appeals 
Court Judge shows him motivated by desire for decency and fair 
play; seeks to remove fictions which cover business relationships; 
a friend of labor and stanch defender of “old personal freedoms.” 


From an Article by Prof. Israel Treiman, on Leave From Washington University 
Law School, in the Missouri Bar Journal. 


N urging upon his colleagues the con- 
| firmation of Wiley B. Rutledge’s appoint- 

ment to the Supreme Court, Senator 
O’Mahoney remarked that Rutledge’s serv- 
ice on the United States Court of Appeals 
(District of Columbia) “demonstrated his 
judicial capacity in a marked degree.” 


For the first time in many years, an ap- 
pointee comes to that bench leaving vehind 
him a record, clear and readily available, 
of his specific qualifications as a Judge of 
a court generally rated second in importance 
only to the Supreme Court itself. 


The opinions of Justice Rutledge, as Jus- 
tice of the District of Columbia Court of 
Appeals, span a period of about two and 
one-half years, In that time, the Federal 
Reporter has published something like 85 
opinions written by him. Eight of these 
find him dissenting from the majority. 
Three are separate concurring opinions, In 
all but nine of the remainder, Rutledge ex- 
presses the unanimous opinion of the court. 


His Liberalism Practical. 


Rutledge is no liberal of the theoretical 
variety. His liberalism is intensely practi- 
cal, and the reason lies in the fact that it 
stems from a trait basic in his character— 
passionate desire for decency and fair play. 


Rutledge’s abhorrence of the purely tech- 
nical concept is most strikingly revealed 
in his handling of business associations, 
legal procedure and evidence, all fields in 
which he long specialized as a teacher, par- 
ticularly the field of business associations. 


Again and again we find Rutledge tearing 
away fictions and labels intended to cover 
up the substance of business arrangements. 
Here it is a title insurance company that 
invokes the technical right to the exclu- 
sive use of its several names “as a sword 
for conquering territory of its competitors, 
and as a shield to protect it from invasion.” 
There it is a newspaper that insists its 
public liability for negligence is less than 
that of a private citizen because it is a 
corporate being. 


Procedure and evidence are likewise ap- 
proached with an eye to substance rather 
than form and technicality. In one case 
Rutledge, with a faint flavor of impatience, 
observes that “the law does not require a 
useless expenditure of purely stenographic 
motion, nor is it so blind that it cannot 
read the same language whether written 
on one piece of paper or another.” 


For Decisions on Merits. 


In another case, while courteously ex- 
pressing his respect for the contrary views 
of nis brethren on the bench, “whose ex- 
perience in such matters is the greater,” he 
dissents because the result would be a tech- 
nical disposition of the case rather than a 
decision on the merits. 


Unlike the economic liberal of the Bran- 
deis school, Rutledge is not obsessed by 
fear of “big business.” For him size alone 
has no danger, The important thing is how 
to control the necessary incidents of big- 
ness. For that reason, his legal-economic 
philosophy has always included champion- 
ship of a Federal incorporation statute for 
interstate holding.companies, Similarly, in 
his opinions dealing with corporations, the 
warning is sounded that “responsibility 
should be commensurate with power.” 

Rutledge’s opinions in the field of labor

are sharply characterized not only by a 
sympathetic understanding of the worker’s 
human problems, but by a realistic appre- 
clation of the disparity between organized 
business and unorganized labor. 


Yet, despite his obvious sympathy for the 
cause of labor, it is all-important to ob- 
serve that it arises, not out of any narrow 
feeling of class prejudice, but out of that 
broad spirit of decency and fairness that 
begets and pervades his entire liberalism. 


Four Outstanding Cases. 


On civil liberties, Rutledge’s position finds 
clear and ringing expression in four inter- 
esting cases. One involves the right of an 
indigent person convicted of a crime to 
file his notice of appeal by a simple letter 
addressed to the trial judge. One deals with 
the constitutional prohibition against dou- 
ble jeopardy, another with the privilege 
The fourth in- 
volves that current storm center of consti- 
tutional controversy—Jehovah’s Witnesses. 


In the last two cases of this group, his 
concern over personal liberty reaches a 
note of grave warning, a warning that 
points a solemn finger at what is already 
happening elsewhere in the.world, Criticis- 
ing a trial court for admitting evidence of 
a plea of guilty made at a preliminary 
hearing by accused who were without coun- 
sel, Rutledge concludes his discussion of 
the privilege against self-incrimination: 


“With world events running as they have 
been, there is special reason at this time 
for not relaxing the old personal freedoms 
won, as this one was, through centuries 
of struggle. Men now in concentration 
camps could speak to the value of such 
a privilege, if it were or had been theirs. 
There is in it the wisdom of centuries, if 
not that of decades.” 


Protected Free Religion. 


His long and powerful dissenting opin- 
ion in the Jehovah’s Witnesses case con- 
tains what is perhaps the best revelation of 
his solicitude for personal freedom. 


In it he contends that a District of Co- 
lumbia statute which imposes a license tax 
on street vendors and gives the Commis- 
sioners of the District the power to revoke 
the license “for any other reason they may 
deem sufficient” is not only inapplicable 
to the street distribution of religious propa- 
ganda magazines like those published by 
the Witnesses, but also, because of its “un- 
bridled power of revocation,” violative of 
the fundamental guarantees of freedom of 
speech, press and religion. 


The closing words, already frequently 
quoted, deserve reiteration: 


“This is no time to wear away further 
the freedoms of conscience and mind by 
merely technical or doubtful construction. 
Everywhere they are fighting for life. War 
now has added its censorships, They, with 
other liberties, give ground in the strug- 
gle. They can be lost in time also by steady 
legal erosion wearing down broad. principle 
into thin right,”

Memories of Irish Childhood 
Make a Poignant, Tender Book

‘*The Magical Realm,”’ by Kathleen Coyle.

T is absurd to think that life begins 
for us at birth. The pattern is set far 

back; we merely step into the process. We 
pick it up as we take on the sins of our 
fathers, where they reach and touch us. 
What is directly important to us as individ- 
uals, about to set out upon periods of our 
own, is the state of the family when we join 
it. The family I happened to join was in a 
‘Cherry Orchard’ condition. It was losing.” 

Thus, against a background suffused with 
the sight and smell and feel of Ireland, 
Kathleen Coyle, the talented author, begins 
her book, “The Magical Realm”—the realm 
of her own childhood. It is more than 
autobiography; it is the travail of the 
author’s soul and the biography of her “los 
ing’ family as well. If it ever lacks credi- 
bility, it is in one respect only—the minu- 
tiae of remembered details. However, Kath- 
leen Coyle is no objective observer, and 
doubtless the blotter of her sensitive mind 
soaks up even the smallest impressions. 

With a mastery of humor, whimsy and 
a deep feeling for tragedy, she weaves out 
of brief unrelated incidents and snatches 
of conversation a tapestry that emerges as 
the pattern of her life. When the tapestry 
is completed, Kathleen is hardly there at 
all; she has been absorbed into the compos- 
ite picture of her family.

There emerges a gallery of “strong-willed 
women”: Great-aunts Ahn and Brigid, who 
pass on the saga of her own Kinel-Owen 
forefathers; Grandmother, who lives in the 
past, saddened by the memory of her 
thwarted elopement with a Yankee; Great- 
aunt Jane, who is the greatest individualist 
of the lot; Mary O’Connell, the governess, 
and Mother, the dependable, the silent. 
There are a brother and sisters and Major, 
the dog, in a niche of theic own. 

Brooding in the backgrouhd is one who 
tragically dominates the whole scene— 
Father, the man of unexplained tempera- 
ment and charm, Father, whose visits are 
as erratic as his behavior, sets the mood of 
happiness or sorrow in this family.

RE are hundreds of ships in the United States Pacific Fleet, and 


every one is heroic in one way or another. 


To some it falls to sink 


enemy battleships, carriers or cruisers and to achieve fame in one 
swift action. When these victors return to Pearl Harbor or some other 
base for whatever repairs are necessary they are lionized, as is their 


due. 


Other ships in port run out pennants, and their crews stand at 


attention to acclaim the conquering heroes, When the heroes get liberty 
and go ashore to celebrate they strut and boast a bit—and who has a 
better right? In this class are such ships as the San Francisco, the Salt 
Lake City and the Boise, to mention only a few. 


There is a second class of equal 
valor. They go to honored watery 
graves after taking a heavy toll of 
the enemy. Their fame is secure. 
In this category rest the Lexing- 
ton, Yorktown, Wasp and Hornet, 
the Houston and Quincy, the 
O’Brien, Porter and Hamman. 

There is a third class of ships 
in the Pacific fleet, and they are 
entitled to both admiration and 
Sympathy. They are the frus- 
trated ones. They neither sink 
mor are they sunk. They venture 
forth to battle, and the enemy 
flees. Or they smash into a nest 
of torpedoes and dive-bombers and 
escape unscratched. These frus- 
trated ships consider they are un- 
lucky. The enemy comes and the 
enemy goes, but nothing ever hap- 
pens to them. 


No Chance at Enemy. 

I have just returned from a 
eruise in one of the finest destroy- 
ers afloat. It has a grand crew of 
young Americans who are eager to 
try out their new and powerful 
guns on the enemy. Fortunately 
for the foe, we did not have a sin- 
gie chance. We returned to base 
with a score of no runs, no hits, 
ro errors, and I have never seen 
a more disappointed bunch of 
young fellows in my life. 

The name of our ship cannot be 

mentioned. But all ships have 
nicknames. The Lexington and 
the Wasp, for instance, were nick- 
named the Lex and the Swoose; 
the Saratoga and the Enterprise 
are otherwise known as Sara and 
Big E. The San Francisco is both 
the Tulagi Night Boat and the 
Frisco Maru-—-Maru being a favor- 
ite nom de guerre in the Pacific. 
Our particular destroyer has been 
called the Mucker Maru, but now 
it answers to U. S. S. Frustrate 
or U. 8. S. Mavourneen—“T’ll take 
you home again.” 
- For rugged, honest devotion to 
Guty no ship in the whole fleet 
Pp ssesses a better record than U. 
S 8S. Mavourneen. It was com- 
missioned several years before the 
war. it is a 1600-tonner with an 
actual displacement of 2200 tons. 


Chased Pearl Harbor Foe. 

The Dec. 7, 1941, surprise at- 
tack upon Pearl Harbor found the 
Mavourneen and the Lex return- 
ing from Wake Island with a con- 
voy that delivered planes which 
enabled our Marines to hold off 
the Japanese week after week. 
When it got word about the busi- 
ness at Pear] Harbor the Mavour- 
meen took out after the Japanese 
carriers and chased them back to- 
ward Truk Island until] its oil was 
exhausted. 

Since then the Mavourneen has 
roamed the Pacific from Australia 
to California. At the epochal bat- 
tle of Midway the Mavourneen 
was ready for combat, but the tri- 
umph was gained by the pianes of 
the Navy and the Army. 

In the Guadalcanal sector, our 
Mavourneen kept company with 
Wasp but was diverted from the 
action which knocked off so many 
warships on both sides, including 
the Wasp. The Mavourneen’s repu- 
tation as a hard-luck vessel was 
extraordinarily increased when the 
ship was drydocked while its sister 
ships covered themselves’ with 
glory at Savo Island and Santa 
Cruz. Eventually, the Mavourneen 
emerged from full repairs, and 
something new was added—bigger 
and better guns and tons of secret 
installations. 

So the other day we quit the 
yard, threaded our path through 
the mine nets and out to open sea. 

“Goodby, good luck. and good 
hunting,” signaled a destroyer left 
behind. 


Off to Join Halsey. 

In the wardroom the young ex- 
ecutive officer read the orders to 
the younger lieutenants and en- 
signs. What we all had hoped 
for was to materialize—we were 
to rendezvous with an important 
convoy and proceed to join the 
forces of the fighting Admiral 
William Halsey farther south. 
Throughout the day we sped along 
at 25 knots, overtaking the con- 
voy after dusk as the moon was 
rising. We were happy to catch 
up with the convoy, and no doubt 
they were relieved to have our ad- 
ditional guns and men. 

Our ‘skipper was a resourceful, 
even-tempered lieutenant com- 
mander Mayfield, Ky., to whom 
I always will be indebted since he 
let me sleep in his stateroom while 
he passed the nights on the navi- 
gation bridge. The skipper and 
the executive officer and the gun- 
nery officer were the only Annap- 
olis graduates on the Mavourneen, 
{indicating the extent to which our 
vounger officers, and good ones, 
.0o, are being recruited from civil- 
‘an life. 

Mac, the gunnery officer, good 
naturedly answered to the mon- 
icker of Moose, a tribute to his 
muscular 187 pounds. Until last 
June he had rowed on the Naval 
Academy's varsity. A little more 


than 19 years old, he was charged 
with a great responsibility and he 
measured up to it. It was with 
the grave mien of an old salt that 
he lined up our biggest guns for 
practice firing. 


Hitting the Bull’s-Eye. 


Standing on the firing bridge we | 


filled our ears with cotton and 
awaited the terrific explosion. The 
fore and aft guns belched simul- 
taneously and straddled the mytb- 
ical enemy at an incredible dis- 
tance, We hit the bull’s-eye re- 
peatedly. Against such superb 
marksmanship the enemy would 
have scant change. 

“Congratulations,” the skipper 
shouted up from the bridge below 
us. And the skipper had a kind 
word also for the Moose’s mentor, 
a petty officer from Chicago, a 
veteran of six years in the Navy. 
Here was an example of the part- 
nership that exists in the Amer- 
ican Navy—commissioned officers 
giving orders to enlisted men and 
yet welcoming advice from non- 
coms whose experience is valuable. 

It was noteworthy that among 
our petty officers was .a soft- 
voiced, light-footed rotund Kansas 
Indian who served ably as quarter- 
master and chewed tobacco on the 
side, 

For stowaway we had a cat 
named Tom who had adopted the 
Mavourneen in the yard. Tom was 
a tomcat whose practice it had 
been to leave the ship every eve 
ning, returning in time for break- 
fast. The saying was that only the 
ship's doctor, the paymaster and 
Tom enjoyed shore leave every 
night. 

On our second day out we were 
in fine shape. Apple-cheeked en- 
signs were recovering from their 
mal de mer, the ocean was smooth 
as blue silk, gunnery practice and 
fire drill, collision drill and aban- 
don-ship drill were being re- 
hearsed without a hitch. Assigned 
by the skipper to motor whaleboat 
No 1, in the abandon-ship drill, I 
felt at ease with the world. 


Ordered Home Again. 


Suddenly, in the midst of gen- 
eral quarters, we learned the bad 
news. We would have to quit the 
convoy and turn back to the yard. 
It was most embarrassing. We 
signaled aloha and farewell to the 
convoy and retreated like a 
whipped cur with its tail between 
its legs. There wag no cheering, 
no worshiping throng as we slunk 
home through the mine nets and 
tied up at our pier, which we had 
left three days before. 

The yard mechanics looked up 
at us and grinned outrageously. 
To them it was a pleasant joke; to 
us it was a semi-tragedy. The 
Mavourneen had taken us “home 
again.” 

“We are sure a bunch of sad 
apples,” commented the Moose. 

First down the gangplank was 
the tomcat. When last seen Tom 
was streaking through the fields, 
headed for town. He will be back 
in the morning in time to rejoin 
the Mavourneen as she heads for 
sea in quest of thc enemy. 

After all her frustations, the 
Japanese should be less than a 
fleabite for the Mavourneen. In 
the Navy, as elsewhere, they also 
serve whod only. stand and wait, 
but the Mavourneen is weary of 
waiting. She is eager to meet the 
enemy face to face, gun to, gun. 
And that is the spirit, I assure 
you, of our brave young American 
Navy.

AT AN AMERICAN BASE 
IN INDIA, Feb. 27, 


F all America’s gifts to its 
()iznting men in this remote 

war theater, few are more ap- 
preciated than those 35 young 
women who have been sent here 
by the American Red Cross to 
bring cheer into the humdrum ex- 
istence of the Yank troops. 

They are a part of a small force 
of Red Cross workers, men and 
women, which is here to establish 
recreational centers, arrange en- 
tertainment, provide welfare serv- 
ices and otherwise take some of 
the grimness out of the business 
of war. 

It has taken a long time for 
American women to make their 
appearance in any numbers on the 
Asiatic front and they are still few 
enough to be a curiosity wherever 
they’ appear. When Miss Alice 
Todd, the first of the American 
Red Cross women, showed up at 
this faraway base recently, the 
American boys were so pleasantly 
startled that they would accost her 
in the street and talk to her for 
the sake of “discovering whether 
she was real or just.a vision out 
of another world.” 


Game Rooms Set Up. 

It is the aim of the Red Cross 
to set up a “day room” or recrea- 
tion room in every American Army 
post. The day room is a place 
where the boys may come at any 
time of day to lounge, read and 
listen to the radio. The idea is 
to duplicate as nearly as possible 
the living rooms of their own 
homes. The men can play checkers 
and card games, but gambling and 
drinks are out. When the Red 
Cross took over the _ recreation 
room at an American post recently, 
the enlisted men voted to rule out 
the sale of beer on the pretext that 
the local brand wo! this beverage 
tasted like dishwater and was too 
high-priced anyway. This saved 
the Red Cross the embarrassment 
of being dictatorial on the matter.

ORPORAL ISTVAN DALOGA 
C began his diary with a prayer. 
There are firm, clear strokes 
on the first page, and they say: 
“In the name of God, we are 
i onto the blood-drenched 
soil of Russia. We entreat Him to 
insure our return, strong and 
healthy, having brought about the 
final victory.” 

The date is June 17, 1942. 

It was the day when Corporal 
Istvan Daloga, of the 3rd bat- 
talion, first Hungarian motorized 
brigade, rode out of Budapest and 
took the road to the east to Rus- 
sia. 

Two weeks later, he has crossed 
Slovakia and Poland and he mar- 
vels at the mighty horde of Ger- 
mans, Italians and Rumanians, 
with which his unit has been 
merged. He speaks of the “pride 
and courage” that shines in the 
faces he sees. 

But not quite all the faces— 

In Poland, people line the roads 
beggin; for bread. They do not 
speak, but their hands are out- 
stretched in mute supplication. 
When the train moves slowly, chil- 
dren run beside it, crying, “A 
little bread! For the love of God, 
a little bread!” 


Steppes of Russia. 

Corporal Daloga is glad when 
this is passed, even though it 
brings him closer to the wine-dark 
steppes of Russia, where he will 
face the enemy. He writes an- 
other prayer and offers thanks for 
the magnificent strength of the 
army around him. 

And then, on July 6, a chill 
foreboding touches the page of his 
diary. A battle has been fought. 
The Russians have been forced 
back, but he notes “there are 
wrecked German machines all 
over the place. Fortune deserted 
them.” 

The idea of fortune, luck, cir- 
cumstances begins to obsess him. 
Even in victory, some are unlucky. 

He reaches the Don. He can 
hear the low growl and grumble 
of gunfire in the distance and he 
writes, “Holy St. Stephen, lift your 
right hand above our heads.” 

And he is lucky. His unit is 
still in reserve, The advance goes 
ahead of him through the fall 
months and into early winter. His 
unit finds comfortable quarters in 
a captured Russian village. Sud- 
denly— 

“The heart fails. Our village was 
suddenly on fire. Everybody was 
rushing around. The Russians de- 
stroyed our antitank gun, There 
were many wounded. Twenty 
planes began to bomb us. Then a 
real panic arose. We retreated.” 

The battle that had been far 
ahead is all around Corporal 
Daloga now... A Russian offensive 
has begun.

evacuate our wounded fast enough. 
Yesterday and today our own ar- 
tillery was firing on us.” 

Quiet returns. The Russians dis- 
appear into the cold, dark silences. 
Quiet, but not peace for Corporal 
Daloga— 

“TIT am terribly depressed. All 
my friends are wounded, May God 
give us more strength.” 


Bullets From Forest. 

There are black shadows all 
around him, and from the depths 
of the forest, sometimes a bullet 
comes, whining like a plucked steel 
string. 

“Russian snipers firing well. . . 
they pick us off as soon as we 
show ourselves. They seldom 
miss.” 

They fill his days with fear and 
his nights with horror, the snip- 
ers. He mentions them again and 
again. “The Russians have, ex- 
cellent shots. Their best divisions 
are here—Siberian sharpshooters.” 

And what of the army, the mag- 
nificent army? 

“They admit that the Russians 
have wiped out a German division. 
Where has gone the’r pride and 
daring? We have been forbidden 
to write home, deprived of our only 
joy.” 

But he thinks of home, and he 
can write whatever he wishes in 
the diary, which now is nearing its 
last pages. 

“Will we never know our lovely 
Sundays again, and hear the sing- 
ing through the windows? Do 
they remember us there? They 
can’t know what it is like. The 
earth is covered with blood and 
trembling, When the turmoil 
ceases, the groans of the dying 
fill my ears. Death is lying in 
wait for us.” 


‘We Are Cut Off.’ 

It is several days before he can 
write again in the diary. His hands 
are trembling now: “We are cut 
off. Our planes came to look for 
us, but were too high to find us. 
God, help us to finish this struggle 
as soon as possible.” 

Two days later-—“They are at- 
tacking again. We have lost twen- 
ty killed and ninety-four wounded. 
Oh God, what does human life 
mean?” 

They beat back the Russian as- 
saults and even counter-attack, in 
an effort to break free, but— 

“These are a desperate people. 
They fight to the last. Holy 
Mother, help us, protect us from 
harm,” 

Corporal Daloga comes to the 
last page. The words are almost 
illegible. “Plain wooden crosses 
stand silently, hundreds and hun- 
dreds. . Hungarian hearts stop 
beating. ...” 

Clearing the ground before Vor- 
onezh, the Russians’ found the 
diary, and so they knew that this 
was the body of Corporal Istvan 
Daloga, of the 3rd battalian, first

from Katherine.” His job was.to 
find the right Leslie among the 
many in China, Burma and India. 
It took three weeks, but he did it.

T entizhte to Gen. Eisenhower's 


enlightened censorship, the peo- 
ple of the United States and 
Britain have had an opportunity 
to learn just what it means to 
fight such a resourceful and au- 


dacious an enemy as Marshal 
Rommel. 


Our mistakes and shortcomings, 


have been candidly reported along 
with .the .courage, resourcefulness 
and capacity to co-operate of the 
American and British ground 
forces. 


Some of these disclosures jolted 
the complacency of readers who 
failed to realize that tank warfare 
cannot be learned anywhere ex- 
cept on a battlefield and that the 
Axis has many seasoned troops 
and considerable first-class equip- 
ment at its disposition. 


Gen. Eisenhower has performed 
a useful service to the United 
Nations’ cause by permitting the 
people back home to learn the 
blunt truth about the difficulties 
of fighting the Axis. Having per- 
mitted correspondents to tell just 
how far and fast Rommel man- 
aged to break through our lines 
and at what cost, the week-end 
reports that Rommel is being 
pushed back and that his position 
is threatened by powerful United 
Nations land and air forces carry 
far more weight than would be 
the case had Gen. Eisenhower per- 
mitted only favorable tidings to 
be reported, 


It is still too early to determine 
how much trouble Rommel may 
yet succeed in giving us in Tunisia 
or how much the struggle in Tu- 
nisia will delay the attack on the 
Axis in Europe. It is likely, how- 
ever, that we shall not free Tu- 
nisia for a good many weeks to 
come, 

The Russians do not consider 
the campaign in Tunisia a substi- 
tute for an attack on Germany 
and Italy, and Lord Beaverbrook 
last week renewed his demand 
that an offensive be launched 
against the continent without de- 
lay.

It is, of course, impossible to 
judge the effects of this propa- 
ganda. Most of the items in 
Hindus’ collection date to last 
summer, when the Russians were 
on the defensive. But since the 
Stalingrad attack failed and the 
disastrous winter set in, it is more 
than possible that the Axis troops 
have begun to remember the force- 
ful appeals which had begn show- 
ered upon them from Russian 
planes — particularly the instruc- 
tions and promises which were in- 
cluded in them: 

“The high command of the Red 
Army guarantees to prisoners of 
war life, good treatment and a re- 
turn home after the war. 

“When surrendering, hands up 
and no one will shoot at you! 

“Names of prisoners of war will 
not be published without their 
consent, 

“One may surrender with or 
without a passport”—that is, with 
or without one of the little coupons 
attached to the propaganda leaf- 
lets. 

“Your password is ‘Russ adajus’ 
(i. e., ‘Russian, I surrender’).” 


Cross-Word Puzzles. 


The leaflets range from little 
newspapers, almost as large as 
American tabloids, entitled “The 
Free Word,” and purporting to be 
the publications of prisoners of 
war of the various Axis nation- 
alities, through pamphlets to sin- 
gle tiny pages, “The Free Word” 
contains news of the fighting and 
of activities within the prison 
camps; articles discussing condi- 
tions in Germany, the origin of 
the war and so on; letters from 
and pictures of prisoners, cartoons 
and even cross-word puzzles, All 
are “slanted,” of course, to attack 
Germany’s war effort, her leaders 
and those of the satellite states. 
One cross-word puzzle, for exam- 
ple ,has as one of its definitions; 
“Fascist terrorist organization.” 

To sap Axis morale, the Russian 
propagandists emphasize the fear 
motive. “Hitler drives you to cer- 
tain death,” is the theme. The 
Germans are told: “One division 
after another goes from Germany 
to the east, but none go back. Only 
cripples return home ... Ger- 
man soldiers! Irreparable losses 
seal Hitler’s defeat. The farther 
eastward, the nearer moves the 
fateful hour of your downfall.” 

The German troops in the 

Stalingrad area were told, long 
before the Russian victory there: 
“In the seventy days of your 
offensive against Stalingrad more 
than 300,000 members of the Ger- 
man Army have fallen. 
You have not the slightest pros- 
pect of remaining alive. 
long as you willingly carry out the 
commands of your officers, you 
have only a single road before you 
—the road to death!” Continuing, 
the leaflet told the Germans that 
many of their comrades had al- 
ready found the road to safety 
through surrender. It bade the 
others imitate them. “Otherwise 
you will be all destroyed to the 
last man!” 

But another appeal, made quite 
as forcefully, was to the affection 
of the soldiers for their homeland 
and the relatives they left behind. 


Tphasized. 


LLUSTRATING the Russian drive on Axis morale which has ac- 
companied the Red Army’s offensive against Axis military posi- 
tions, Maurice Hindus, a special correspondent of the Post-Dispatch, 
has brought back many examples of Russian propaganda leaflets. 
These take a number of forms and are addressed to all the satellites 
of Hitler as well as to the German Army, but they are strictly front- 
Almost every one contains a significant 
little coupon, printed in both Russian and the language of the enemy, 
to serve as a passport to a Russian prison camp. 


This argument was used with espe- 
cial emphasis to the Italians, who 
were farthest from home, but none 
of the Axis troops was neglected. 


Second Front News. 

The Germans were told that 
Hitler had stripped the western de- 
fenses of Germany for his Russian 
campaign, and that Germany itself 
would be invaded from Britain. All 
indications of a second front were 
played up, and the attacks of the 
Royal Air Force and the arrival of 
American aviation units were em- 
“German soldiers! Woe 
to you and your families if you 
do not bring an end to Hitler's 
predatory war .... In Ger 
many whole sections of cities have 
been sent flying in the air by Brit- 
ish bombs. The opening of the sec- 
ond front in Europe will hasten 
the downfall of Hitler’s army; with 
which you,. too, will go down. 
Think it over, soldiers!” 

Letters from Germany, telling 
of bad food conditions, cheating 
among Officials and the wealth of 
such men as Reichsmarshal] Her- 
mann Goering alao are displayed 
prominently. Italians are told of 
the prevalence of tuberculosis 
among their children; they are 
asked to think of the tragedy 
which would enter the lives of 
their wives, children and mothers 
should they receive a letter from 
the Ministry of War announcing 
the soldier’s death. The Ru- 
manians are told that hunger is 
prevalent in their homeland, 


Breeding Dissension. 

Divisions among the Axis na- 
tions are stressed. Rumanians are 
warned of the evil effects of the 
Hungarian seizure of Transylvania. 
Italiang are told that while their 
own children are dying of tuber- 
culosis and while infant morality 
“menaces the future of the na- 
tion,” children of wealthy Ger- 
mans are receiving care in Italian 
hospitals. The days of Italy’s 
struggle for unity and inde 
pendence of Austrian rule—the 
days of Cavour, Mazzini and Gari- 
baldi—are recalled, and the 
Italians read that “Italy has lost 
its national independence. Musso- 
lini has sold it to Hitler.” 

In all this material, however, 
one of the most striking aspects is 
the lack of “political” propaganda 
in the usual sense, the absence of 
Communist . doctrine. There are 
animadversions on the wealth and 
the conduct of the Fascist regimes 
—one little jingle says “The war 
is for the rich, the poor supply the 
corpses”—but Marxian ideology is 
not perceptible. The great enemy 
which the Russian propagandists 
attack is Hitler, in all the lan- 


So|guages of the troops opposed to 


the Red Army. The most effec- 
tive assualt is in a poem, “IF Ac 
cuse Hitler!” Illustrated by the 
omfnous face of a German soldier 
rising from the smoke of battle, 
the poem speaks in the voice of 
the dead millions, “for all the 
blood that Germany has shed, for 
all the tears Germany has wept,” 
accusing Hitler of high treason, 
of murdering freedom and law, 
demanding the penalty of death. 
“Germany awake, Hitler die,” is 
the keynote of Russian propa- 
ganda today.

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INGREASING SIGNS 
OF MOVE 10 CURB 
OR DESTROY SEC 


Attack Ostensibly Against 
New Proxy Rules, Ig- 
noring Fact Law Re- 
quires Them.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—There 
is increasing evidence in Congress 
and elsewhere of an attempt to 
hamstring, if not to destroy en- 
tirely, the Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 

While the attack is directed 
ostensibly at the new proxy rules 
issued by the SEC, members of 
the commission believe the real 


objective may be the Securities ~ 


Act itself. Most of the barrage of | +: 4 


criticism directed at the commis- 
sion in connection with the new 
proxy rules blandly ignores the 
fact that under the terms of the 
act Congress made the issuance of 
such rules mandatory. 

Members of the commission feel 
that the rules on proxy solicita- 
tion are both reasonable and neces- 
sary if there is to be any real 
democracy in corporate elections. 
They are based on the premise 
that corporations belong to the 
stockholders and that therefore the 
stockholders are entitled to be fully 
informed as to their own busi- 
nesses. : 

These rules first came up for 
consideration last fall. Fifteen sug- 
gested revisions of existing proxy 
regulations were sent out for com- 
ment and criticism to everyone 
who might conceivably be inter- 
ested. It was not until all com- 
ment had been carefully consid- 
ered that five of the proposals were 
adopted in modified form, at least 
one of which liberalized existing 
rules. 

Greeted as Usurpation. 

Yet these new regulations have 
been greeted both in Congress and 
in a wide section of the press as 
a usurpation of Congressional au- 
thority. The SEC has been charged 
with exceeding the limits of its 
powers. There has been a whisper- 
ing campaign that Chairman Gan- 
son Purcell had developed over- 
weening ambitions, and even that 
he wanted to be a candidate for 
the Democratic nomination for 
President in 1944. 

Besides the direct attack there 
has been an effort to reduce the 
SEC to impotence by cutting the 
appropriation to a point that would 
permit only the most routine op- 
erations. This effort will be aided 
by the very honesty of the com- 
mission in making its most recent 
annual request to the Budget Bu- 
reau for funds. 

The commissioners abolished a 
great many vacancies and effected 
considerable economy by doing 
away with the Reorganization Di- 
vision and the Investment Com- 
pany Division, combining them 
with the Registration Division in 
what is now known as the Corpo- 
ration Finance Division. At the 
game time the organization was 
simplified and improved in other 
directions. As a result, the SEC 
cut its annual estimate by $800,000 
and was congratulated by the 
Budget Bureau. 

Action in House Group. 

Submitting a budget pared to the 
minimum, the SEC was hardly 
prepared for the action of the 
House. A majority of the Appro- 
priations Committee recommended 
a further arbitrary cut of $750,000 
and the House followed this recom- 
mendation, reducing the SEC ap- 
propriation to about four million 
dollars. The Senate has not yet 
acted. 

This comes as the 48-hour week 
threatens to put an added burden 
of $540,000 a year on the commis- 
sion’s budget. Also the SEC is 
conducting at the President’s di- 
rection three important war in- 
vestigations and is planning to 
assist the Alien Property Custod- 
jan in preparing to market large 
amounts of seized securities, all 
the money from which will go 
into the Treasury. 

When the commission moved to 
Philadelphia some months ago a 
large number of trained personnel 
was lost to war agencies in Wash- 
ington. There have also been heavy 
losses to the armed, services. 

One line of congressional attack 
is to demand the abolition of the 
agency entirely, with its functions 
put in the Department of Com- 
merce. The appropriation bill as 
passed by the House forbids the 
commission to use any of the 
money appropriated to enforce pro- 
visions of the act relating to the 
registration of oil royalties. This 
was done at the instigation of Rep- 
resentative Wesley E. Disney of 
Oklahoma. 

Publication of a preliminary SEC 
study on control of the stock mar- 
ket in an inflationary period has 
recently embarrassed the commis- 
sion. One recommendation of the 
report, which was never intended 
for publication and which had not 
been approved by the commission- 
ers, was for closing the stock ex- 
change in the event of too abrupt 
an inflationary rise in stocks. 
While no one knows how this docu- 
ment was obtained, it was pub- 
lished to coincide with the other 
attacks on the SEC. 

The attack on the SEC—particu- 
larly the strategy in cutting ap- 
propriations to a point where the 
agency is scarcely able to function 
—suggests the method by which 
conservatives may seek to curb 
other New Deal commissions and 
bureaus.

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for Georgia has been divested of all 
the unusual powers that Talmadge 
exercised, 

The Governor still may appoint 
members of State boards and de- 
partment heeds, subject to rati- 
fication by the Senate. He may 
advise on apportionment of funds, 
as chairman of the Budget Cor:- 
mission, but he cannot control the 
eventual disposition of funds; and 
he may recommend legislation for 
passage. Of course, the Governor 
is still vested with the right to 
issue proclamations about such 
things as Thanksgiving and na- 
tional Iris Week. 


Best Legislature in 30 Years. 


Members of the present General 
Assembly have been described by 
Georgia editors and political re- 
porters as “the most intelligent 
and attentive legislative group that 
Georgia has had for 30 years.” 

Some men who once supported 
Talmadge are still in the Legisla- 
ture, but, thus far, they have gone 
down the line on the Arnall pro- 
gram. Georgians who know their 
politics explain that every Geor- 
gian who sought office in the last 
election regarded the defeat of 
Talmadge as a mandate from the 
people to do away with Talmadge 
and all his works. 

Opening its session on a keynote 
of efficiency, the General Assem- 
bly cut its usual two-week period 
of organization by half, saving 
thereby some $26,000 in expenses. 
The body now plans to adjourn 
March 1, which is 17 days before 
the date set by law for adjourn- 
ment, 

Contrasting Personalities. 


And what of the new Governor? 
First, Arnall and Talmadge are 
about as much alike in appear- 
ance, policies and viewpoints as 
Pollyanna and the Sea Hag. 

Talmadge—and who hasn’t seen 
his picture?—is grim, lean, ham- 
brown, with a shock of grayish- 
black hair that falls over. his 
Suspicious eyes, which glare 
through horn-rimmed glasses. Arn- 
all is young and pudgy, bald-head- 
ed, with sparkling eyes—a pleas- 
ing personality with a sense of 
humor. At the same time, Arnall 
is a man who says “No.” Prob- 
ably he will’ become known as 
“Georgia’s leading No-man.” To date 
he has not appointed to a State 
position anyone who asked for the 
job or whose friends put in a word. 

This attitude of the new Gover- 
nor worries some of the newspaper 
men who are interested in his 
cause. They say he will make the 
politicians angry and lose their sup- 
port. Arnall thinks otherwise. 

“As long as I maintain my atti- 
tude against professional job seek- 
ers,” he says, “I figure the people 
will be with me. And when the 
people are with a man, the poli- 
ticians have to be.” 

Born Leader of Crusades. 

Arnall is the sort of man who is 
born to ride a white horse and 
lead crusades, Tat trait came out 
early in hfs life. 

He is the son of a _ well-to-do 
grocer in Newnan, Ga. During his 
schooling in Newnan high school, 
Arnall was president of hiz class 
each of his four years. He in- 
augurated the Hi-Y branch of the 
Y. M. C. A, in Newnan schools and 
played football. He attended Mer- 
cer University at Macon, Ga. for 
one year, then transferred to the 
University of the South at Se- 
wanee, Tenn., where he was grad- 
uated. 

Arnali then entered the law 
school of the University of Georgia, 
from which he was graduated in 
1931 with first honor. While at 
Georgia he served as president of 
virtually every student organiza- 
tion—he was president of his 
class, the fraternity council and 
all the honor societies. He estab- 
lished the honor system in exam- 
inations at the Georgia Law 
School and was the first chief 
justice of the court at the school. 

Then he went back to Newnan 
to practice law. A year later he 
made a race for the Legislature 
against five other candidates. 
There were 3856 votes cast in his 
county in that race, and Arnall 
got all but 346, the best showing 
any candidate ever made in an 


opposed race in Georgia. 
, Arriving at the Legislature, he 


decided to run for Speaker pro- 
tem, Five veterans were in the 
race, but Arnall won on the first 
ballot. While a member of the 
Legislature, for two terms, he 
never missed a roll call. 


Attorney General in 1939. 


In 1937 he was appointed Assist- 
ant State’s Attorney General, and 
two years later was appointed At- 
torney General when a vacancy oc- 
curred in that post. 
youngest Attorney General in the 
country. Later elected Attorney 
General, he held that post until he 
succeeded to the governorship. 

When he ran last year against 
the powerful Talmadge, Arnall em- 
ployed the old Talmadge tricks 
better than Gene himself and re- 
ceived 180,000 votes to Talmadge’s 
130,000. Arnall’s total in county 
unit votes—the way elections are 
decided in Georgia—was even more 
impressive—261 to 149. 

While serving as Attorney Gen- 
eral, Arnall hit on one of the 
best political ideas of his career. 
He lived then in Newnan, about 50 
miles southwest of Atlanta, and 
drove each day to his work. Tiring 
of driving, Arnall began to hitch- 
hike. This activity of the Attor- 
ney General was given wide pub- 
licity and soon motorists on their 
way to Atlanta would stop in front 
of the Arnall home, blow their 
horns, and wait a minute; if Arnall 
did not come out, possibly the next 
Atlanta-bound driver got him. 

He rode to and from work with 
hundreds of men, many of whom 
became his self-appointed cam- 
paign managers. 

Once Arnall started saving bands 
of a certain brand of cigar to win 
a bridge table premium. His 
friends heard and spread the word 
all over Georgia and soon people 
from all parts of the State were 
sending in cigar bands, sometimes 
as many as 5000 a day. He ac- 
cumulated enough premiums to 
furnish his kitchen, dining room 
and den. Most of the people who 
sent in coupons became Arnall 
stalwarts in their home counties. 


Thirteen-Spade Hand. 


Speaking of bridge tables —, 


Arnall used to be a bridge player. 
One New Year’s Eve, almost on the 
stroke of midnight, Arnall was 
dealt a bridge hand of 13 spades. 
His bid of seven spades was dou- 
bled and he redoubled. Arnall 
doesn’t play bridge any more—he 
says he had one perfect hand and 
there is no point of going further. 
Many Georgians regarded those 13 
spades as a good omen and climbed 
aboard the bandwagon. 

Since becoming Governor, Arnall 
has been destroying Talmadge 
memories as well as Talmadge doc- 
trines. Workmen are now tearing 
down the cow barn back of the 
Governor’s mansion. Talmadge used 
to keep his cows there at night 
and graze them on the guberna- 
torial lawn each day to impress 
the country folk. Talmadge also 
planted cotton in a little park in 
front of the mansion in Atlanta's 
exclusive Ansley Park, “to show 
the city folks,” he said, “what cot- 
ton looks like growing.” In its 
place Arnall plans to establish— 
maybe you guessed it—a Victory 
Garden, Also Arnall is having torn 
out the famous $10,000 bathroom, 
adjoining the Governor’s office in 
the Capitol, which was built about 
15 years ago by Gov. L. G. Harde- 
man, The Governor’s private of- 
fice actually is somewhat public 
and for years the important con- 
ferences between Governors and 
persons who have a deal for the 
State have been carried out in the 
bathroom, the Governor's 
tional seat being in the water basin, 
and the other party sitting on a 
nearby fixture. Arnall is tearing 
out the marble and putting in oak 


paneling. He intends to move his 


private office back where it be 
longs and conduct business in this 
more appropriate setting. 
Job Seekers Discouraged. 

Arnall discourages all job seek- 
efs. He has absolutely forbidden 
them to seek him out at home. 
On two nights recently the Gover- 
nor noted the number of home tele- 
phone calls that came in. There 
was only one ‘vor the two nights— 
a neighbor is calling to in--ite the 
Governor’s son, Alvin, to come over 
and play the next day.

“I know they say that the pipe 
line company Owns me,” he ob- 
served, “but that’s where they’re 
wrong. Sure, I accepted the com- 
pany’s support—financially, I mean 
—in my campaign. But the pipe 
line company is providing some- 
thing we need here—oil, 


For Good Government Only. 

“T accepted the pipe line’s sup- 
port understanding that it was 
given as an investment in good 
government. If they expect any- 
thing else, they are going to be 
disappointed. 

“And as for Rivers—he’'s a per- 
sonal friend of mine. That’s all he 
is. Ed (Rivers) had a great op- 
portunity to do something for 
Georgia. He started, but he 
couldn’t say no to the politicians, 
and he threw his chance away. Ed 
Rivers will never have a place in 
my administration.” 

So far, Arnall seems to have ful- 
filled fully the people’s desires for 
reform, He will continue to do so 
as long as he rememb ‘s that part 
of his inaugural address: 

“This day marks the beginning 
of a new State administration 
which rises with bright hopes; 
which rises with great opportuni- 
ties for service; which rises with 
the full realization that serious 
days are ahead and much needs to 
be done; and my success will de- 
pend upon holding fast to those 
things which are true, to those 
things which are honest, to those

NEW YORK, Feb. 27 (AP).— 
The entire world will watch the 
debate in Congress on renewal of 
presidential power to negotiate 
trade agreements as “decisive evi- 
dence of the intentions of the 
United States” in the postwar 
world, J. B. Condliffe, University 
of California professor of eco- 
nomics, declared today.

that “‘the peace can be lost in de- 
tail before the war ends . 1-2 
we do not take care to equip our- 
selves with the necessary instru- 
ments of action to deal with un- 
foreseeable problems as they arise.” 

“No one can really believe,” he 
said, “that the complicated trade 
relationships of the postwar world 
can be negotiated by a popular 
assembly. No other parliament in 
the world even thinks of control- 
ling trades and tariffs.” 

Treaty Powers Essential. 

He said the issue must be em- 
phasized at the present time be- 
cause trade agreement powers are 
essential “if the United States is 
to negotiate the kind of multi- 
lateral trade based on equality of 
trading opportunity, which is es- 
sential to its economic interests.” 

The world will deem the result 
of the debate “decisive evidence” 
of the position of this country, he 
said. 

“If Congress should refuse the 
administration renewal of these 
executive powers which every other 
government possesses,” he declared. 
“There will be little faith in other 
countries that the United States 
will in fact participate effectively 
in planning a world of expanding 
prosperity.” 

Representative J. W. Fulbright, 
(Dem.) Arkansas, told the meeting 
that Americans must abandon their 
defensive attitude about the war, 
and regard it as “a positive, crea- 
tive war-—-a war to promote, rather 
than to defend our way of life.” 

A creative, positive goal does not 
mean that “we are assuming the 
role of good Samaritan,” he said, 
but ;hould be adopted “as a purely 
self'sh business proposition,” so 
that “by the expenditure of small 
fraction of the lives and billions 
which we are now expending on 
war, together with a modicum of 
intelligence and foresight... we 
can create a condition in this 
world in which the principles of 
our civilization will have an op- 
‘portunity to flourish.” 

Earlier, Carter Goodrich, New 
York, chairman of the governing 
body of the International Labor 
Office; Quincy Wright, professor 
of international law at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, and Dr, Clyde 
Eagleton, chairman of the studies 
committee of the commission, 
agreed that disillusionment faced 
the United Nations in the post- 
wer period unless a statement of 
so-lal and economic aims was 
m:«<2, and an effective world or- 
ganization to preserve peace 
created.

such a union may strike many 
persons as a “hard saying”; but 
that is only because for centuries 
the minds of men have been domi- 
nated by notions of exaggerated 
nationalism.

HE two main ethical principles 
T concerning postwar economic 

reconstruction have been stated 
in similar language by Pope Pius 
XII and in the Atlantic Charter. 
In his radio address on Pentecost 
Sunday, June 1, 1941, the Pope 
said: “Every man as a living being 
gifted with reason, ‘as in fact 
from nature the fundamental right 
to make use of the material goods 
of the earth, while it is left to the 
will of man and to the juridical 
statutes of nations to regulate in 
greater detail the actuation of this 
right.” 


His Christmas message of Dec. 
24, 1941, includes the following: 
“Within the limits of a new order 
founded on moral principles, there 
is no place for that cold and cal- 
culating egoism which tends to 
hoard the economic resources and 
materials destined for the use of 
all to such an extent that the na- 
tions less favered by nature are 
not permitted access to them.” 


I quote now the corresponding 
declarations in the Atlantic Char- 
ter. Point Five pledges the re- 
spective countries of the signers to 
“bring about the fullest collabora- 
tion between all nations in the eco- 
nomic field with the object of se- 
curing, for all, improved labor 
standards, economic advancement 
and social security.” 


Point Four promises that those 
countries will “endeavor, with due 
respect for their existing obliga- 
tions, to further the enjoyment by 
all states, great or small, victor or 
vanquished, of access, on equal 
terms, to the trade and to the raw 
materials of the world which are 
needed for their economic pros- 
perity.” 


The claim of every individual to 
a share in the earth’s bounty which 
the’ Pope lays down as a natural 
right, the Atlantic Charter prom- 
ises to make good by international 
agreement. The claims of the weak- 
er nations to a proper share of 
the world’s resources which the 
Pope bases upon “moral princi- 
ples,” the Atlantic Charter prom- 
ises to effectuate by international 
action. 


It is sometimes asserted that any 
nation can obtain all the raw ma- 
terials that it needs if it has the 
money to pay for them. This gen- 
eralization is too simple, 

Suppose that the country ‘pos- 
sessing the raw materials does not 
want or need all the manufactured 
goods which are offered in ex- 
change for the raw materials. Ob- 
viously, the “offering” countries 
cannot then obtain all the raw ma- 
terials that they have “the money 
to pay for.” 


Suppose, on the other hand, that 


several highly developed industrial | 


countries are specializing in the 
production of certain staples. 
Japan, Britain, the United States, 
Germany, even India and China, 
are equipped to produce indefinite 
quantities of textiles. If they all 
could find foreign markets to ab- 
sorb their exportable surpluses of 
these commodities they would all 
be economically happier than they 
are today. If each of them could 
exchange in foreign markets all its 
surplus products for goods which It 
needs or desires, the menace of 
wars from economic causes would 
become negligible. 


Obviously, the formula, “free ac- 
cess to raw materials and to all 
markets and trade routes, in order 
to bring about full employment of 
capital and labor everywhere in the 
world,” is too simple. Mere free- 
dom of access to raw materials, 
markets and trade routes would 
not bring about “full employment 
of capital and labor everywhere in 
the world.” Desirable as these con- 
ditions are, they do not touch the 
difficulty that confronts several 
mass-production countries compet- 
ing with one another for inade- 
quate foreign markets. 


Apparently there is only one so- 
lution, difficult as it may be of 
application. The international au- 
thority will have to distribute the 
world demand for certain mass- 
production staples among those 
mass-production countries whose 
combined potential output exceeds 
the capacity: of the world market. 
In other words, market quotas will 
have to be allocated to several 
competing countries, in accordance 
with their respective needs and ca- 
pacities in the world economy. 


These problems of the proper 
distribution of the world’s raw ma- 
terials and resources will undoubt- 
edly prove very difficult of solu- 
tion. Up to now they have been 
dealt with on the basis of physical 
force and national selfishness. Yet 
they are fundamentally ethical.

‘These children are 
taken to the centers from short- 
ly after. birth until school age 
for regular check-ups and other 
attention.

ily life, and she must be cheerful 
and alert. 


Various Tasks. 
HE non-professional worker 
may assume the following 
casks which are now 
nursing responsibilities: remove 
records’ from files ‘during con- 
ferences and clinics; take tem- 
perature and weight of patients; 
call and route patients during 
conferences and clinic reports; 
file records after conference; 
record conference and clinic re- 
ports; keep appointment system 
records; send post cards in 
missed appointments; assist in 
placing equipment in clinics; act 
as receptionist; answer tele- 
phone, take messages and record 
in message book; record office 
visits; check linens; order daily, 
weekly, monthly and emergency 
supplies; put away supplies and 
investigate cleanliness of supply 
cabinets and equipment; assem- 
ble records needed to er 
correspondence and forward to 
main office; compile case cards; 
make Social Service Exchange 
clearing; fill out change of ad- 
dress, birth certification and 
death verification forms, 
Under city ordinance, 101 
nurses must be provided in the 
Public Health Nursing field in- 
stead of the present staff of 
61. Each nurse, with 350 to 
400 cases under her supervision, 
can visit no more than 10 or 
12 families a day. As a result 
she decides to take care of the 
“emergencies of the emergen- 
cies.” At the same time there 
are hundreds of homes where 
she is needed to teach the 
mother how to care for and feed 
the new baby and to interpret 
the doctor’s instructions. A Mu- 
nicipal Nurse must visit all 
homes, no matter what the in- 
come of the parents, where an 
acute communicable disease has 
been reported by the doctor, 
and she must make a detailed 
report to the Division of Public 
Health, In addition to the above, 
and innumerable other nursing 
duties, she must be in attend- 
ance at the Health Centers and 
clinics and she must assist the 
doctors in caring for about 
32,000 children in the parochial 
schools. The past year the 
nurses made 99,000 home visits. 
The Municipal Nurse’s board 
is composed of Mrs. Marion 
Clifford Blossom, chairman; 
Miss -Mary Porter Scott, vice- 
chairman; Mrs. McPheeters, sec- 
retary; Mrs. Edward G. Hotch- 
kiss, Dr. William E. Leighton 
and Dr. William G. Becke.

Housewives Find It Almost Impossible to Obtain Necessities, Which Disappeared After Invasion of Russia. 


By Howard K. Smith 


This is the first of two articles 
from the book, "Last Train From 
Berlin.” The second will appear 
in tomorrow's Everyday Magazine. 
L villian morale moves on its 

stomach. And the better part 
of a high national spirit ‘is a well- 
filled national pantry. These are 
axioms which cannot be stated un- 
conditionally. For other factors 
may enter into the complex, such 
as a growing sense of the right- 
eousness or wrongness of the 
cause one is fighting for, and de- 
stroy the consistent relationship 
between food and morale. Take 
Loyalist Spain, Britain and Rus- 
sia as examples. There, in war, 
morale actually moved in inverse 
ratio to supplies of foodstuffs; as 
food supplies went down morale 
moved in the opposite direction; 
upwards. 

But, regarding Nazi Germany, 
the axioms fit as snugly as Goer- 
ing’s breast-revealing tunic. In 
Germany, there has been no dis- 
turbing factor such as a clear con- 
science among the broad masses 
of the people regarding their lead- 
er’s acts. I do not mean what 


Germans say about their govern- 
ment’s actions. I mean what they 


IKE an army, a graph of ci- 


feel deep down inside about them, 


Just as eternal boasting is a sign 
of some weakness in the make-up 
of a bully, so constant drum-beat- 
ing to attest innocence, repeated 
protestations of guiltlessness are 
a sign the drum-beater doesn’t 
quite believe his own case, or that 
he is convincing anyone else of it. 
Why does each and every one of 
Hitler’s speeches follow the same, 
monotonous pattern of nine-tenths 
reviewing the wrongs done to Ger- 
many by the world, and one-tenth 
threats aimed at cowing oppo- 
nents? The answer is that the 
nine-tenths are meant for the Ger- 
man people -whom the Nazis dis- 
trust, and who distrust, deep 
down inside, the Nazis. The fact 
that the Fuehrer feels called upon 
to repeat the same pathetic story 
with the same pitiful ear-scraping 
screams of righteous indignation 
each time he enters the forum is 
proof of nothing more nor less 
than that he doesn’t quite believe 
his people believe him. 

Or why does Ribbentrop lock 
up a vast staff of office workers 
in the upper rooms of the Adlon 
Hotel before each new act of ag- 
gression to prepare mountains of 
documents proving Germany was 
not menacing, but menaced, when 
he knows the outside world does 
not believe him; obviously, he 
must try to convince the German 
people. 

Although every allied statesman 
fears being called on the carpet by 
his people regarding possible fail- 
ures in the technical question, none 
fears being called to account on 
the moral one. But every German 
leader does. 

In this frarthe of mind, to Ger- 
mans bread—and by this I mean 
the symbol for food, clothing, shel- 
ter; all the things human beings 
live by and with—is axiomatically 
the principal constituent of morale. 
In war, the principal element of 
the Hitler myth for me has been, 
of course, Hitler’s phenomenal 
military triumphs. In peace, the 
most disturbing element was the 
success with which Hitler main- 
tained home consumption econom- 
ics; and this, not even the shocks 
of war seriously influenced. De- 
spite the inevitable strain on con- 
sumption economics his rearma- 
ment program and his campaigns 
entailed, the home front continued 
to be enigmatically and disturbing- 
ly well provided. Food and cloth- 
ing were not exciting; they were, 
like morale, indifferent. But what 
was surprising in view of the cir- 
cumstances was that they, again 
like morale, were not at all bad. 
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UTTER was not abundant, but 
B it was sufficient. A goodly slab 

of meat, a medium-sized Schnit- 
zel or a couple of long, fat sausages 
were available before the war for 
almost every meal; and after the 
beginning of the war for a smaller 
but not insufficient number of 
meals, This, garnished with carrots, 
beans and potatoes, constituted a 
normal repast; thereto a crock of 
beer:‘or a bottle of good Moselle 
wine. For a people engaged in a 
life-and-death war, in which abso- 
lutely everything was in the scales, 
the German people for two years 
of war ate amazingly well. 

But the quality of things declined 
perceptibly and automatically from 
the first day of the Russian cam- 
paign. Then quantities of things 
were cut into. Two months after 
the outbreak, these two develop- 
ments seemed to gain speed in a 
downward direction. The old charm 
had been broken. After nine years 
of better-than-enough, scarcity, 
with vengeance slaked by post- 
ponement, set in. By the time I 
left Germany, I could honestly re- 
port for the first time that the 
German people are undernourished. 

During the long years of appar- 
ent Nazi prosperity, accounting for 
the existence of that visible well- 
being was difficult, for the myth 
discouraged any attempt at reason- 
able explanation. One simply had 


‘got more out of it. 


to accept it as' magic. Now that 
the mirage of the supernatural! has 
been swept away by one circum- 
stance after another it is not hard, 
in retrospect, to divine the grounds 
for it. For two years of war, Ger- 
many staved off the diminishing 
of supplies and the decay of capital 
equipment which processed sup- 
plies, by rapid acquisition of the 
supplies of her neighbors by quick 
blows, which because of their speed 
were relatively painless for the 
German people. The conquest of 
France, for instance, yielded a 
wide-open treasure chest to the 
German civil population. The Ger- 
man troops simply pilfered the 
contents of the _ rich boulevard 
shops of Paris and the well-stocked 
pantries and the wine cellars of 
the French countryside. The meth- 
od was simple. Firstly they exact- 
ed exorbitant sums to cover the 
costs of occupation (which the 
French could not get out of as 
easily as the Germans escaped 
clauses of Versailles, for German 
troops were on the spot to claim 
the tribute), which in the final 
analysis, was simply exacting the 
food and clothing of Frenchmen. 
They set up an artificial rate of 
exchange between francs and 
marks by which the small month- 
ly wage of a soldier could be con- 
verted into double or triple its 
valuein French goods. It was thus, 
in Berlin, that the first effects of 
war were not the traditional ones 
of decay and scarcity, but a sud- 


den leap upwards .in visible pros- 
perity. Berlin charwoman and 
housemaids, whose legs had never 
been caressed by silk, began wear- 
ing silk stockings from the Boule- 
vard Haussman as an everyday 
thing — “from my Hans at the 
‘front.’” Little street corner tav- 
erns began displaying rows of 
Armagnac, Martell and Courvoisier 
Cognac from the cellars of Max- 
im’s and others. Every little bu- 
reaucrat in the capital could pro- 
duce at dinner a fine, fat bottle of 
the best French champagne. The 
first winter after the Norwegian 
campaign, the streets were filled 
with luxurious silver-fox fur coats 
wrapped around gleeful servant 
girls. War was almost fun; like 
a football game except that you 
Shoes, hams, 
woollen sweaters, fine gowns, 
everything removable and some 
things that were not meant to be 
removed, were drained out of the 
serf lands with a careless abandon 
that might have shocked a Roman 
tyrant. 

Whether the recklessness with 
which the high command laid bare 
these conquered riches to its sol- 
diers, and in more generous meas- 
ures, to its officers, was moral 
or not is beside the point. The 
main consideration is that this 
was a strategic mistake. It has- 
tened the exhaustion of these re- 
sources. A wiser, more gradual 


exploitation might have made 
them last twice as long, or longer. 
But they apparently felt the need 
to let their people enjoy the fruits 
of victory in a hurry and aplenty. 
At any rate, by the time the Rus- 
sian war began, Germany was al- 
ready, actually scraping the bot- 
tom of Europe’s economic bin 
(which, doubtless, is one reason 
why the Russian war began). Too 
ruthless, too haphazard an  ex- 
ploitation had drained the wrecked 
losers dry. 
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HAT Hitler’s armies should 
T eventuany have to suck at the 

bungholes of their last, long- 
spared reservoir—Germany itself— 
was inevitable. Take the prime 
example of meat. Once, when I 
was writing a feature for one of 
my broadcasts on how such a 
gigantic aggregation of men as an 
army is supplied, the Propaganda 
Ministry prepared a little hand- 
out for me in which it was stated 
that a single army consumes in 
a single day 100 head of slaugh- 
tered livestock. In view of its 
source and the nature of the in- 
formation, the figure can be ac- 
cepted as reliable. Now, a con- 
servative estimate of the number 
of German armies operating on 
the Eastern front is 20. There are 
probably, in. reality, half as many 
more. But even on this estimate 
this means a drain on livestock 
supplies as high as 2000 head 
each day for.the Russian cam- 
paign. Thus, at the end of eight 
weeks, 96,000 head had been drawn 
away, mainly from Germany’s own 
stock. By the time of Dr. Dietrich’s 
visit to Berlin the number had 
reached 216,000. And by the day 
the civilians of Rostov threw the 
S. S. out of that city and initiated 
the Great Retreat, the figure had 
reached almost 350,000 head of good 
German livestock! That they were 
mainly German is certain, Innu- 
merable stories written by the 
soldier-reporters of the Nazi Propa- 
ganda-Kompanie testified that the 
Russians were the first of Hitler's 
opponents who left nothing, abso- 
lutely nothing, behind in their re- 
treat. 

The effect on supplies for the 
German home front was immedi- 
ate. For the first two years of the 
war, the German meat ration had 
been 500 grams per person per 
week. That amounts to about five 
steaks, a little bigger than me- 
dium size, each week. At the be- 
ginning of the Russian campaign, 
the Government announced the 
first cut in German rations since 
the outbreak of war—a reduction 
of meat rations to 400 grams a 
week. 

The war dragged on beyond 
schedule and another cut became 
necessary. But an official reduc- 
tion was never made. From a 
source in the Nazi Food Ministry, 
whose reliability cannot be doubt- 
ed, I learned that the Food Min- 
istry had determined to introduce 
the cut, lopping off another 50 
grams, leaving the total ration at 
350 grams a week. And, if the 
campaign lasted much longer, 
this, too, was to be reduced by 
another 50 grams. The Propaganda 
Ministry, which was always in 
touch with trends in popular sen- 
timent, interceded and protested 
that another official reduction 
would have an extremely bad ef- 
fect on morale and hasten the de- 
cline that had already set in. By 
this time Goebbels was already 
faced with the decline in morale 
and had begun those now famous 
“explanatory editorials” in Das 
Reich. The squabble that began with 
meat and then led into other de- 
partments of the food problem, 
eventually cost Walther Darre, the 
Nazi agricultural minister, his job. 
He retained the title, for purposes 
of front, for some time, but Hitler, 
in anger at the unexpectedly swift 
drop in all resources, took away 
from him the administration of one 
department after another, accusing 
him of having given false informa- 


and he told me, The Kaiserhof 
can possibly be excused; it has a 
reputation to uphold, It stands In 
the shadow of the chancellery, and, 
before he came to power, Hitler 


maintained his headquarters there. 
The poor butchers had no such 
simple way out; they could only 
shrug their shoulders and point at 
empty counters when customers 
came in after the sell-out. The re- 
sult of early sell-outs was that the 
rush hours gradually shifted up to 
midday and finally to early morn- 
ing, when housewives gathered 
outside the shops before opening 
time. 

I think it is not an exaggera- 
tion to say that for the mass of 
the German people, five months of 
war in Russia had cost them four- 
fifths of their weekly meat ration! 
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OST foodstuffs became worse 
M and less in stages. But the 

main constituent of the Ger- 
man diet, the very staff of Ger- 
man life, potatoes, disappeared 
with alarming suddenness one 
day in early autumn. This was 
the most serious deficiency of 
all. For potatoes are to Germans 
what bread is to Americans and 
spaghetti to Italians; Germans eat 
twice as many potatoes a year as 
Britons, and thrice as Many as 
Americans, Throughout the entire 
war there had been a super abun- 
dance of potatoes in Germany. At 
the beginning of the war all rea- 
taurants were required to post lit- 
tle signs on their walls offering 
second and third helpings of pota- 
toes, without extra charge, to 
patrons who felt they had not had 
enough to eat. That patrons took 
advantage of this arrangement is 
evinced by an official statement 
that consumption of potatoes has 
gone up about 20 per cent since 
the beginning of the war. Pota- 
toes were, in short, the last and 
most reliable line of reserve on 
which the food ministry always 
knew it could fall back; if all else 
failed, there would always be 
enough of that item. But one day 
the unexpected happened, and 


there was not a single potato in 
* all Berlin. 


tion to the party leadership con- 
cerning the abundance of supplies 
with which Germany began the 
Russian war. 

The solution to the meat prob- 
lem was eventually settled by com- 
promise—and here we have anoth- 
er typical Nazi “solution” to a 
given problem. The cut would be 
made. But it simply would not be 
announced. Appearances would 
thus be maintained, and the two 
parties concerned satisfied; only 
the people were left out of consid- 
eration. So, while there was no of- 
ficial announcement, less meat was 
delivered to butchers’ shops and to 
restaurants. In restaurants, for a 
100-gram meat coupon, the chef 
simply dealt out an 80-gram piece 
of meat. 
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VEN this could not be main- 
E tained. Food supplies were not, 

to use a figure, walking downa 
staircase; they were sliding down 
a chute, and a very slippery one. 
More reductions were introduced 
in the same manner, until they 
passed the limit of imperceptibili- 
ty; until it became obvious that it 
was not the chef who was depriv- 
ing you, but the government. Res- 
taurants not only reduced the 
quantity of their servings, but in 
the first days of autumn began to 
run out of meat altogether before 
the end of serving time. In order 
to maintain appearances, the Hotel 
Kaiserhof began the practice of is- 
suing a menu with two meat dishes 
on it, when the kitchen actually 
could serve but one. Just before 
noon, the hour when law permitted 
serving to begin, the waiters would 
simply visit each table and run a 
pencil mark through the second 
dish on the menu as though it had 
been available but too many orders 
had exhausted the supply. The 
stratagem fooled at least half the 
clientele, that half which came 
after one o'clock and thus had no 
reason to doubt appearances, But 
I knew one of the waiters, a 70- 
years-old man who was mad at the 
Kaiserhof because the manage- 
ment wouldn’t pension him off, 


The potato crisis had but little 
to do with the Russian war. It was 
just another oné of the many cir- 
cumstances that “ganged up” 
against Hitler. The reason for the 


scarcity was not martial, but me 
teorological, Summer had been brief 
and unusually wet, and autumn un- 
usually cold. The incessant rains 
took a heavy toll of the crop, then 
the early cold made it impossible 
to remove the potatoes from earth- 
pits to be transported to cities, for 
they would freeze before they could 
be moved, or before the pits could 
be closed again. The Nazis claim 
only about 5 per cent of the crop 
was lost, but the actual figure, ac- 
cording to my friend in the Food 
Ministry, was over 30 per cent. 


To housewives who had watched 
all their other shopping items 
dwindle, the sudden disappearance 
of this one thing they thought they 
could always rely on Was a severe 
shock, For almost two weeks there 
were no potatoes in Berlin. It was 
at this time that the Government 
cut passenger schedules on the 
railways and began using heated 
third-class railway coaches for 
transporting potatoes to consump- 
tion centers. Even after this, how- 
ever, supplies were scanty and the 
quality of the potatoes bad, and 
rations cards for potatoes were in- 
troduced, something no German 
would have thought possible! The 
Government also issued an appeal 
to the people (and an order to res- 
taurants) not to peel potatoes be- 
fore boiling them, for this wasted 
15 per cent of each potato and 
served to intensify the scarcity. 


Other vegetables came to count 
as luxuries. Tomatoes were ra- 
tioned, too, for a while, then dis- 
appeared altogether to canning 
factories, where they could be pre- 
served and sent to the Eastern 
front, Two-vegetable meals became 
virtually extinct. Scarcities were 
made more severe by the prudence 
of the Food Ministry, which, hav- 
ing had its palms slapped once, be- 
gan to play safe by preparing more 
and more canned goods for the 
troops in the event that the war 
should last through the winter. 
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HE new situation taxed the in- 
T genuity of housewives. In order 

to get two different vegetables 
from the markets on one day, they 
invented the system of “rotating 
queues” whereby one woman would 
stand in two lines at one time. The 
scheme operated this way: Frau 
Schmidt reached the market early 
in the morning and got a place in 
the potato line, the most impor- 
tant of them all. She immediately 
set about making frierfds with Frau 
Mueller behind her. When relations 
were cemented and an oral pact 
made, Frau Mueller agreed to hold 
Frau Schmidt's place in the potato 
line while the latter went over to 
the carrot line and, repeating the 
procedure, succeeding in inducing 
Frau Hinkel to hold her place 
while she returned to the potato 
line in order to hold Frau Muel- 
ler’s position, while Frau Mueller 
went over to the carrot line. At 
length Frau Schmidt's turn for po- 
tatoes arrived, and after she had 
bought her potatoes she rushed 
over to take her position, by now 
at the head, in the carrot line. 
Thus, and thus alone, could one 
buy two vegetables. Of course, the 
scheme was eventually prohibited 
by the police, who threatened pen- 
alties for its practice, 


Cigarettes suffered the most 
rapid decline in quality. Perhaps 
the best cigarettes on sale in Ger- 
many were American-length “John- 
nies,” which I smoked for lack of 
anything else. Within a year, they 
have changed flavor three times. 
As the most marked change oc 
curred after Gen. Rommel’s occu- 
pation of Cyrenaica, rumor insist- 
ed that the main ingredient was 
came! dung!—the first booty from 
the latest occupied land. This ob- 
servation was not so funny when 
one had to smoke these miserable 
weeds. My tobacconist told me 
“Johnnies” were made of the same 
dry, powdery, inferior tobacco as 
other cigarettes, but the leaves 
were sprayed with a chemical to 
give them a distinctive flavor and 
kill their origina] one. The chem- 
ical, he said, was severely damag- 
ing to the lungs, which I can be- 
lieve. 

The rather sudden decrease in 
quantitative supplies of tobacco 
brought Berlin its first substantial | 
queues early in the Russian war. I 
kept a record of the length of the 
queues before my tobacco shop by 
noting every evening at which win- 
dow or door along the street it be- 
gan. One could make observations 
like this, for the queues generally 
remained ae fairly consistent

Against Divorce

ASE Y-149: Arthur G., aged 45, is one of our foremost legal 

experts on the subject of divorce. . 

“Most of the divorce cases follow a fairly standard pat- 
tern,” he informed me as we were having luncheon together. 

“First, there ig the type of per- 
son whose suspicions have been 
aroused for a mumber of years, but 
who has been trying to avoid facing 
the unpleasant facts. 

“Then there is the individual 
who may have suddenly stumbled 
upon evidence of marita] unfaith- 
fulness and who is at first shocked 
into a state of emotional numbness. 

“This condition often ig fol- 
lowed by very bitter or heated anger 
at the other mate, and especially 
at the third party to the triangle. 

“In my experience, morever, I 
found that of those wives who have bez." to suspect their 
husbands of illicit affairs, probably 75 per cent correctly sur- 
mise who the other woman is. About 25 per cent, however, are 
in the dark regarding the identity of the paramour. : 

“A third type of case is demonstrated by the person who 
may be greatly upset emotionally, but who tries to hide this 
hurt by affecting a disinterest or unconcern over the divorce 
proceedings which is more apparent than real. 

“Finally, there are those who have been going their re- 
spective ways for a long time, though legally married, but who 
finally decide they might as well get a divorce. 
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_ “Occasionally a divorce is precipitated by an error 
on the part of a store. Not long ago a middle-aged wom- 
an consulted me concerning & separate maintenance suit. 
Her husband had given her a check for $25 for her birth- 
day. But the store sent her a bill for a fur coat. The 
coat had been purchased for another woman, and the 
bill was supposed to have gone to her husband’s office. 
She now feels that if he is squandering money on a fur 
coat for another woman, he might as well be made to 
show more generosity toward his wife. 
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@ “DR. CRANE, divorces are unfortunate. .We reputable 
lawyers try to help our clients patch up their differences. But 
when lawyers or judges do effect such reconciliations, about 70 
per cent of them fail within six months. Moreover, the parties 
involved then grow angry at us thereafter and accuse us of 
being to blame for their marital disasters.”

It Can Be Done 


éé ROW your own” is the 
(; slogan for 1943 on the 
Home Front. We all know 

that victory in our own backyards 
is a patriotic and commonsense 
“must” to balance the country’s 
food scales. From all the talk that 
is flying around, tomatoes, string 
beans, lettuce, etc., will be planted 
in every backyard from Broadway 
out to the airport and beyond. But 
you won't be eating the likes of 
those luscious vegetables pictured 
on the seed packets unless you pian 
a serious down-to-earth garden 
campaign. You don’t have to be 


an expert but you do have to plan® 


and work the way the experts do 
—for success. . 

You will want vegetables for the 
table all summer, and for jar after 
jar on the pantry shelves next 
winter. You will be especially 
proud and giad for those you store 
in glass jars—they will have a 
like-fresh flavor to recall the 
sunny rows where they grew and 
what a help they will be to menu- 
planning and the food budget. 
Every time I slice an onion, I’m 
smiling with tears in my eyes, for 
that big Yellow Danvers grew in 
our garden. Even the garlic that 
adds zest to Sunday night spaghetti 
suppers comes from the rows I 
planted on hands and knees last 
May. No wonder our food budget 
has been so friendly this winter. 

Let’s get started on the bigger 
and better plans for 1943. 

First, Armchair Gardening: Don’t 
rush for the spade and the old 
shoes. Get a good-sized notebook 
and pencil. Point by point, we will 
plan a campaign to make our 
garden yield large crops. We will 
take up, one after the other loca- 
tion, planting plans, soil prepara- 
tion, etc. 

Locating the Garden: Vegetables 
require four to six hours of sun- 
shine daily. 

They prefer well-drained soil. 

The competition of many tree 
roots is a real handicap to hardy 
vegetable growth. 

The plot should be rectangularly 
shaped. 

Plan the rows north and south, 
nearly as possible, so that plants 
will shade each other less. 

These are the five points to keep 
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in mind as you look over your 
yard to locate ydéur plot. 

About the Size: Do not let your 
enthusiasm run away with you, for 
remember you will be the rookie 
who does the muscle work as well 
as the general who plans the cam- 
paign. A garden 20 by 30 feet can 
go a long way toward supplying 
your table as well as yielding pro- 
duce for canning. A plot 30 by 50 
feet is about all a one-man army 
can manage. If: you can enlist 
volunteers, 50 by 75 feet used to 
its fullest advantage will produce 
almost all the year-round vegetable 
needs (fresh for the table and for 
canning) of a family of four. 
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EFORE You Draw the Plan: 

Many of the vegetable stand- 

bys that are practically sure to 
make you pat yourself on the back 
when harvesting time comes—the 
vegetables that like our climate 
and do well in our soil—are sure 
to be among your family’s fav- 
orites. Here is a list: 

Tomatoes (Marglobe); beets (De- 
troit Dark Red, Crosby Early 
Egyptian), spinach (Bloomsdale 
Longstanding), carrots (Chantenay, 
Imperator), cabbage (Golden Acre, 
Globe, Copenhagen), radishes 
(Scarlet Globe, Scarlet Turnip, 
White Icicle); lettuce (Black Seed- 
ed Simpson), onions (Yellow Dan- 
vers, from _ sets), beans, bush 
(Stringless Green Pod), lima beans 
(Improved Bush), beans, pole 
(Kentucky Wonder), peppers (Cali- 
fornia Wonder), corn (any of the 
Golden Bantam hybrids).

Big Crops From Small Gardens 


in Your Own Backyard—Now Is the Time to Plan Your Campaign. 


ing), cauliflower (Early Snowball) 
and peas (Alaska, Little Marvel) 
may well be added to your list. 
They won’t come up to expecta- 
tions if we have an early hot 
summer, But from a vitamin and 
taste standpoint, they are good 
garden additions, and most years 
we are glad we gave them space. 


Squash (Table Queen, Summer 
Crookneck), eggplant (Black 
Beauty) and cucumbers (any of 
the improved Long Greens) take 
up a good deal of space but yield 
well in our locality. 
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F parsnips, mustard greens, sal- 
[sity or turnips are among your 

family’s favorites, include them 
in your list by all means, They 
yield well but—I bow my head and 
admit they are never on my mar- 
keting list and I certainly won't 
bend my back for them. We grow 
spinach and our other “green” is 
beet tops. Freshly picked, beet tops 
are slightly sweeter than spinach, 
even more nutritious—and picking 
the leaves here and there in the 
beet rows does no noticeable dam- 
age to the size of the root crop. 
Also, in thinning the beet rows a 
delicious pot of greens is always 
provided. 


Make up your vegetable list ac- 
cording to your family’s prefer- 
ences and the standby list—check 
your favorites so that you will 
plan to give them more garden 
rows. 


Missouri Vegetable Planting Cal- 
ender: There isn’t space here to re- 
print our perennial aide, which is a 
9 by 12-inch sheet packdd with in- 
formation based on years of scien- 
tific experimenting—put out by the 
Missouri Agricultural Extension 
Service. Get it from the Farm 
Bureau Office in Clayton, if you 
live nearby, or write for it, to the 
Missouri Agricultural Extension 
Service, Columbia, Mo. It lists 
some 50 vegetables, best varieties, 
planting time, depth to plant, days 
from planting to eating stage, etc. 


Of course, a lion- or a lamb-like 
spring, the particular type of soil 
in your garden, whether it is in a 
protected place, etc., will all be 
variables somewhat affecting ma- 
turing times and working sched- 
ules for your garden. Time will 
tell and your notebook will record 
the facts, 


Big Crops From Small Spaces: 
The garden efficiency experts can- 
not speed up production as yet— 
but they can certainly show us 
how_to increase it. Every foot of 
space in our gardens can be 
planned to produce all through 
the season, Successive plantings, 
intercropping and combining, and 
partnership; these are the meth- 


ods the commercial growers use 
to make the most of space, They 
require more careful planning, a 
little more work, more attention to 
soil fertility—and they certainly 
stretch space. You will want to 
use some of these efficiency plans 
to greatly increase your crops. 

Succession for All-Summer Yield: 
To have string beans, lettuce, car- 
rots, etc., from earliest harvest to 
frost time, plant them at intervals 
of about two weeks. Preferably 
never sow them in the same row 
during the same season. After you 
have eaten the early lettuce, beans, 
beets, etc., plan to seed corn, cu- 
eumbers, lima beans, late cabbage, 
etc., in those spaces. Make your 
successive plantings of the beans, 
beets, etc., in other rows. 


Partnership to Save Space: Pole 
beans will be glad to make use of 
the sturdy corn stalks for support 
—a time-proven partnership com- 


bination. Cucumbers, melons, 
squash, may also be planted be- 
tween the corn rows as space-sav- 
ing partners. | 


Intercropping and Combining: 
Cabbage plants set 36 inches apart 
with lettuce plants halfway be- 
tween in each direction and con- 
tinuous rows of radishes, leaf let- 
tuce, spinach or onion sets for 
early green qnions—tomato plants 
in the rows of quick maturing 
crops such as spinach, lettuce, etc. 
—-these are effective ways to make 
the most of your garden space. 
Also it’s a good idea to use rad- 
ishes as “markers,” the seeds plant- 
ed about three inches apart in the 
Same rows with the seeds of slow- 
er-growing crops such as carrots 
and parsley. You will eat the rad- 
ishes before the other crop needs 
the space and the radishes will 
break the ground and establish the 
row for cultivating purposes. To- 
matoes and cabbage in late plant- 
ings may be set between the rows 
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of almost mature onions; and 
pepper and tomato plants may be 
set in the rows of quick-yielding 
crops. 

Space Saving Versus Crowding: 
Down in the earth, up in the sun- 
light and along the rows, we want 
to plan to use all the space and 
still assure each plant of its rights 
so that it will do its best work. 
Also there must be room for the 
man with the hoe to do his work. 
So, as you make your plan, always 
allow a little leeway in maturing 
time; that is part of efficient plan- 
ning. 

Tomatoes—Staked or Sprawling?: 
A moot point with gardeners—to 
stake the tomatoes and trim the 
suckers so that the plant uses 18 
to 24 square inches or let them 
sprawl over some three square feet 
—and I am one of the “stakers.” 
For health and good meals, toma- 
toes deserve a lion’s share in our 
gardens and the “staking” method 
makes possible a larger yield for 
the small garden. Later on, we'll 
give them a column and you will 
want to give them a page in your 
notebook. 
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ROUNDWORK for the Garden: 

May I say that I have been put- 

ting you wise to all the most 
up-to-date strategy for a 1943 gar- 
den campaign. The final plan as 
you draw it up, is not an immedl- 
ate “must.” You will want the sug- 
gestions for “big crops from small 
spaces,” so paste them in your 
notebook, to be on hand for the 
next column during the week that 
will show a specimen plan. There 
will also be a list that will make it 
easy to order just the right amount 
of each seed your plan requires. 
Now we can turn to the underfoot 
groundwork that should be done 
as soon as possible. 

The Soil Problem: The ideal soil 
for vegetables absorbs water 
quickly, holds moisture, dries off 
without cracking or forming a 
crust and contains the well-bal- 
anced diet that plants need for 
growth. There’s no use in going 
technical on this soil question now 
but here are a few important sug- 
gestions for immediately improving 


the clay in most of our backyards: 


Ashes to Break Up Clay: Here’s 
a fine use for the coal or coke 
ashes you and your neighbors 
usually pay to have carted away. 
Spread them about two _ § inches 
thick over your planned garden 
area, sieving or raking out the 
large clinkers. When spaded under, 
they gradually disintegrate and 
work wonders in making a clayey 
soil more loose and better able to 
hold moisture. Wood ashes help 
along in this same work and also 
give valuable plant nutriants. 

For Acid Indigestion: If you 
haven't applied any sort of lime 


to your garden area for the past 
two years—it is a “must” now. 
Raw ground limestone is my pref- 
erence for this. It helps to loosen 
the soil and disintegrates gradu- 
ally; 
Scatter it on with a spade, right 
over the ashes, using about 10 
pounds to 100 square feet. 


Spading the Garden—The calen- 
der says it is time.to spade the 
garden—but first make this test. 
Take up a handful of soil, press it 
tightly. If it forms a compact 
mass, does not crumble readily— 
DON’T SPADE YET! Soils worked 
when they are too wet remain 
lumpy all summer (the experts say 
“the tilth is spoiled”). 

Spade Deeply—With a “sharp- 
shooter” type spade or a sturdy 
spading fork, go down straight 
as possible into the soil, preferably 
at least eight inches. Lift up your 
fork, turning under the ashes and 


surface growth deeply. If you had 
a good stand of bluegrass where 
your vegetables are to grow, chop 
the sod into chunks not larger than 
two inches and be sure to turn 
them under well (late in the sea- 
son, bluegrass sod should be re- 
moved before spading). Thorough, 
deep spading is essential for a suc- 
cess garden. Don’t try to do it all 
at one time—but get it done as 
soon as possible, 


Peat Moss and Fertilizers — For 
the kind of yield that ig important 
to our food rations this year—fer- 
tilizers and organic materials for 
the soil will pay good dividends. I 
have found it better to rake them 
in rather than spade them under— 
and the next column will deal with 
the details, as well as gardening 
tools and their care and the “Hows” 
of your first plantings. 

What’s the Question? Is there a

Here is a list to check over and 
fill out the gaps in your own per- 
sonal health program. Put your- 
self on a health and  ~»beauty 
schedule for a month and see if 
you don’t look better—skin fresher, 
eyes bright, figure improved. And 
you'll have plenty of that old pep 
and energy. 


1. Sufficient sleep and rest come 
first.on our list of beauty restorers, 
Lack of sleep may make the skin 
seem dull and lifeless and put 
dark rings under the eyes. But see 
how fresh and glowing you'll look 
when you put yourself on an eight- 
hour sleep schedule. 


2. For best health and vitality, 
the diet should be varied, contain- 
ing green vegetables, fresh fruits, 
milk, eggs and meat. Drink two 
or three glasses of milk every day 
even if you are reducing; it con- 
tains necessary calcium and phos- 
phorus. Eat one egg, orange juice 
or grapefruit and at least two pats 
of butter every day. Add a slice 
or two of whole wheat bread or q 
dish of whole grain cereal, for 
vitamin B. We must have the 
necessary vitamins, minerals and 
other food elements. 


3. There should be exercise, pref- 
erably outdoors, but at least some

form of calisthenics. Form the 
habit of taking a long walk every 
day. Daily calisthenics are good 
for almost everyone and they help 
keep the figure youthful and 
shapely.

5. Be sure that habits of elimi- 
nation are regular. 


6. Keep your skin clean by 
washing with soap and water.

8. Don’t forget your dental hy- 
giene. Ask your dentist to show 
you how to brush your teeth and 
gums, and have a dental checkup 
at least twice a year. —

are hesitating to diet because 
they’re afraid that dieting is dan- 
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gerous, and possibly their health 
may suffer. . 

If you are in good health and 
diet very carefully, your health 
should actually benefit by losing 
those superfluous pounds. If you 
are much overweight, and if your 
diet contains the necessary protec- 
tive foods, then you have no caus. 
for worry. Also, a sensible reduc- 
ing regime may give you better- 
balanced meals than you're accus- 
tomed to eating. 

In any reducing regime there 
should be a scientific limitation of 
the food intake, so that you feel 
well and are able to do your work 
efficiently. 

Freak diets, such as starvation 
reducing diets or one-sided milk or 
orange juice diets, should be avoid- 
ed; they are weakening and may 
seriously lower your resistance to 
illness. When you suddenly cut 
three square meals a day and go 
on such skimpy diets, you take a 
beating! The secret of steady 
weight loss that will be permanent 
is this (provided you are normal 
and healthy): You must break 
yourself of the habit of over-eat- 
ing, by substituting new eating 
habits. A scientific reducing diet 
helps you to do this. 

Certain essential foods should be 
included in all reducing menus. If 
the diet is well-planned, these 
needed foods can be included with- 
out exceeding your caloric quota,

Larry Adler, Known as the World's 
Outstanding Harmonica Expert, Has 


Played in Presence of Four Kings 


Made as Much as $100,000 in a Year.

THE MOUTH ORGAN MAESTRO CAN DIRECT AN ORCHESTRA WHILE 


EXHALING A DIFFICULT NUMBER. 


ARRY ADLER, the mouth-or- 
[can maestro who parlayed an 

old harmonica, a magic mem- 
ory and a faultless ear for music 
into fame and wads of folding 
money, has one great boast. He 
has never imitated a train or 
freight cars shunting on the har- 
monica. 


Adler holds the undisputed right 
to invite into the alley anyone who 
questions his privilege to call him- 
self the greatest harmonica player 
in the world. Last winter he gave, 
with Dancer Paul Draper, a con- 
cert at Carnegie Hall. He has ap- 
peared as soloist with most of the 
big symphony orchestras in the 
country. He once asked, and got, 
$2500 for playing. at a party given 
by Countess Constantini for King 
Gustav of Sweden. He has played 
for Haakon of Norway; Georges V 
and VI of England. William Wal- 
ton, peer of modern British com- 
posers, once stated that there were 
only two young musical geniuses 
in the world today—Yehudi Menu- 
hin and Larry Adler. ; But Adler is 
denied membership in the Ameri- 
can Federation of Musicians; New 
York’s Musicians’ Union, local 802, 
does not recognize the harmonica 
as a musica] instrument, 


“To Local 802,” Adler says sad- 
ly, “the harmonica is a thing of 
no beauty and a toy forever.” 

Once, when James Petrillo, czar 
of American musicians, rather pa- 
tronizingly hinted that he might 
be able to fix things so maestro 
Adler could join the union, Larry 
told him where he could go. 

“The nerve,” says Adler, who is 
no shrinking nasturtium, “and 
Heifetz sends word that he would 
like to meet me.” 


Here for a two weeks’ engage- 
ment at the Chase Club, Adler has 
just finished a tour of 25 states in 
which he gave 42 fancy-price con- 
certs for the paying public, 38 
more free-for-nothing for the boys 
in Army camps. 

Says Adler: “I’m against playing 
down to soldiers, treating them as 
‘Dere Mabel’ kind of soldiers.” 


For the camps, Adler stream- 
lined his concert program, gave 
the boys such things as the third 
movement of Bach’s double violin 
concerto, de Falla’s “Fire Dance,” 
Debussy’s “Girl With the Flaxen 
Hair,” a movement from Mozart’s 
oboe quartet and Beethoven's ‘‘Min- 
uet in G.” For good measure he 
usually tossed in a couple like “St. 
Louis Blues” or “Beat Me Daddy 
Eight to the Bar.” 


“It means something,” says Ad- 
ler profoundly, “when there’s more 
cheering for the third movement 
of Bach’s double violin concerto 
than there is for ‘Beat Me Daddy’.” 


Up until a short time ago, Adler 
was, in his own expression, “strict 
ly a career boy, out to make more 
fame and folding green for Mr. 
Adler.” He could not read a note 
of music and took an almost fiend- 
ish delight in letting everybody 
know it, He learned his pieces by 
listening to phonograph records 
and then played them by ear. But 
then something happened. Jean 
Berger, a French composer, wrote 
a harmonica concerto for him. 
Swallowing his old arrogance, Ad- 
ler realized that no recording ex- 
isted of the new concerto. To play 
it, he would have to learn to read 
the notes, 


“IT never,” says Adler, “knew 
what I was missing. Take Bach, 
for instance. Now that I am 
learning Bach from the notes and 
paying careful attention to the 
phrasing, I realize that his music 
is greater than anybody who ever 
played it.” 

Adler now studies all of his im- 
portant new numbers from a score. 
He is as pleased with this accom- 
plishment as a moppet who has 


just mastered the multiplication 
tables. 

To Adler, the artist, it is deeply 
painful that a large part of the 
world’s population insists on re- 
garding the harmonica as some- 
thing to be played back of the 
barn. 

“T have a hard time controlling 
myself,” he says holding his head, 
“when people say, ‘How on earth 
do you get so much music out of 
that little bitty thing?’” 
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O Adler there is nothing un- 
T usual about the fact that he, 

the son of a Baltimore plumber, 
should have _ risen to the dizzy 
heights of hobnobbing with kings, 
of drawing down—during the days 
when he was being lionized in 
London—$100,000 a year. He says 
he knew at the age of 18 months 
that he was “extraordinary.” 

“T had big hair standing out all 
over my head,” he explains, “and 
besides, I could carry a tune.” 

As a child Adler was something 
of a problem. At the age of eight, 
he was taken by his mother to the 
Peabody School of Music in Balti- 
more for enrollment as a pupil in 
piano. In an interview to discover 
his aptitude, a woman teacher who 
was built like a dreadnaught and 
had a smile like melting lard, said: 
“Play something, my little man.” 
Young Larry scowled, sat down 
and ripped off by ear, “Yes, We 
Have No Bananas.” WLarry lasted 
a couple of terms, then left—by 
request, At 10, he was the young- 
est boy cantor in Baltimore. At 
11, he acquired his first har- 
monica, 

The story of how he happened 
to acquire the harmonica is typi- 
cal of Larry’s supreme self-confi- 
dence. WhRat I1il-year-old Larry 
really wanted was a piano and so, 
one day, he went shopping, walked 
calmly into a piano store and or- 
dered one. The startled shopkeep- 
er thought the harmonica a more 
appropriately priced purchase for 
so youthful a customer. Larry 
didn’t even have the price of a har- 
monica, so the shopkeeper gave 
him one as a gift. But before he 
left the shop, Larry had persuad- 
ed the owner to deliver a piano on 
approval, It took the elder Adler 
several years to pay for it. 

In 1927 Larry won a harmonica 
contest conducted by the Baltimore 
Sun. Other harmonica players in 
the contest played “Turkey in the 


Straw,” imitated freight cars 
shunting, trains puffing up a long 
drag. Larry, with lip curled in dis- 
dain, listened; when his turn came, 
we rose with dignity, played Bee- 

oven's “Minuet in G.” 

In 1928, Larry left his home and 
piano and took himself and har- 
monica to New York. He lived in 
a furnished room, got such men as 
Whiteman and Vallee to admit he 
was “a genius,” but got no jobs. 
Eventually, after a “genius starv- 
ing in a garret” period, he landed 
with a Paramount vaudeville unit 

“The orchestra leader who was 
featured with the unit had an 
idea,” Larry explains. “He thought 
it would be a good gag to dress.me 
up in rags and a cap with 
the peak turned backwards and 
introduce me as an urchin he 
had found playing the harmon- 
ica for pennies on a Broadway 
street corner. It was a good gag, 
all right. I was an urchin found 
playing on a street corner by all 
the orchestra leaders I played with 
until I was shaving twice a day, 
and old enough to vote. I was 
found by Eddie Cantor, Gus Ed- 
wards and Ziegfeld. In a revue 
called ‘Clowns in Clover,’ Lew 
Leslie varied the routine a bit. I 
was the urchin again all right, but 
I came onto the stage leading a 
blind man and played the har- 
monica for pennies for the old 
man’s tin cup.” 
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N 1934 Larry finally landed 
| vooking as a single act at the 

Palace in New York. He threw 
away his rags and donned a dinner 
jacket. There he was discovered 
by C. B. Cochran, the English pro- 
ducer, who offered him $350 a 
week to go to London for a Coch- 
ran revue, called “Streamline.” 

The astute Cochran sent reams 
of publicity to the London newspa- 
pers about his American find, who 
played the harmonica. But the 
British newspapers, sensing that 
Cochran must be coming down 
with paranoia, changed “harmon- 
ica” to “trombone.” 

In white tie and tails, Larry cap- 
tivated the London customers. Be- 
sides his appearance in “Stream- 
line,” he was soon playing at four 
London supper clubs each night—a 
15-minute spot in each. He began 
to make phonograph recordings. 
His first, “Smoke Gets in Your 
Eyes,” sold 40,000 copies the week 
it was released. “Larry Adler Fan

Clubs” were organized and soon 
reached a membership of 300,000. 
Cyril Scott, the English composer, 
wrote a serenade for the harmon- 
ica and Scott accompanied Larry 
on the pian® when Larry intro- 
duced it at a London music hall. 
Soon Larry was giving high-brow 
harmonica recitals and starring in 
a revue, “Tune Inn,” built around 
him and his harmonica playing. He 
made a tour of South Africa and 
Australia, 

In 1937, at a friend's flat while 
watching the Coronation day pro- 
cession, Larry met a beautiful Eng- 
lish blonde, who was a mannequin 
for a West End couturier. In 
1938 they were married. In 1939, 
when they were expecting an addi- 
tion to the family, the Adlers sailed 
for the United States, so that their 
baby could be born in America. 

“In England I had made as high 
as $100,000 a year,’ Adler’ says 
sadly. “When I returned to the 
United States, I found I was a 
nobody. Couldn't even get a job. 
Theaters, radio, nobody wanted 
me.” 

It was then, in a somewhat bit- 
ter mood, that Adler decided what 
he needed was publicity. He 
worked craftily, soon was reward- 
ed by seeing his name in print as 
the “world’s greatest harmonica 
virtuoso just returned from Eng- 
land.” He got a few radio guest 
spots, personal appearance spots at 
movie theaters, and an appearance 
at Lewisohn Stadium with the New 
York Philharmonic under Alexan- 
der Smallens. 

By December of 1941 when Ad- 
ler appeared in concert at Car- 
negie Hall with Paul Draper, the 
publicity was paying off well. Since 
then, Adler has had no trouble, ex- 
cept finding the time to accept all 
the engagements he is offered. His 
stay at the Chase is scheduled to 
extend through next -week, unless 
it is interrupted by a call to join 
an overseas entertainment unit of 
the USO. 

“I’m an extremely portable guy,” 
he says. “I carry no props. I 
can play the harmonica in a shell 
hole or sitting on the limb of a 
tree. I’m hoping they'll send me 
into the Pacific.” 

A great talker and a wit, Adler 
has been commissioned by Double- 
day-Doran to write a book around 
himself, with plentiful anecdotes 
about famous people he has met. 
Adler has the title all picked out. 
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. ADMIRES HIMSELF, AND WHY NOT? 
RECOGNIZED AS THE BEST IN THE WORLD IN HIS FIELD. 
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He'll call his book “From Hand to 

Mouth.” He also has the writing 

of the book well under way. 
Adler uses only Hohner chro- 


matic harmonicas with a range of. 


three octaves. Since the war he 
has been unable to get them from 
Germany. He has a couple of hun- 
dred spares which he keeps in a 
bank vault in New York. 

“The other day,” he says, “I got 
a call in New York. The guy on 
the other end of the wire says the 
President of the Chase National 
Bank thinks it would be a good 
idea for me to have my picture 
taken getting a harmonica or two 
out of the vault. So I guess ‘I’ve 
arrived. When the president of the 
Chase National Bank asks you for 
a favor, it’s something.”

DLER never quite got around 
A to graduating from high school, 

but prodigious. reading has 
more than made up for his lack of 
education. He is five feet nine 
inches tall, weighs only 135 pounds, 
and never wears a hat. His kinky 
hair, he keeps well plastered down, 
winds his head in a turkish towel 
after performances to whip the 
curl out of his hair, 


With a remarkable facility for 
letting you know what a great 
man he is without seeming con- 
ceited, Adler sprinkles famous 
names into his conversation like a 
pepper addict seasoning a steak. 

For instance: “The last time I 
was in Washington Lady Halifax 
gave a tea for me. She always 
gives me a lunch or a tea. But 
anyway she called me up and 
asked me who I'd like to meet. I 
immediately said Lieut. Pavlichen- 
ko. Lady Halifax laughed and 
said: ‘I suppose you'd like 6 have 
Mrs. Roosevelt, too.’ As it turned 
out both Mrs. Roosevelt and Lieut. 
Pavlichenko were at the tea. But, 
anyway, Lieut. Pavlichenko said 
she thought I ought to go to Rus- 
sia, that my work needs no lan- 
guage. And incidentally, it was 
at her suggestion that I now in- 
clude ‘Tachanka’ — that means 
horse-drawn machine gun—in some 
of my programs.” 

Adler much prefers concert to 
night club work. 

“People go to concerts to listen 
to the music,” he says. “In night 
clubs I have to compete with the 
guys who want to eat, drink and 
make a pass at some girl.”

RUE TO FORM: Famed actor

five years old, weighing 50 pounds 
or more, sound in mind and tem- 
perament, and 20 inches or taller 
at the shoulder, is acceptable. 
“Wags” are trained to respond to 
commands and signals and to de- 
fend sentries to whom many are 
assigned. Others are used for mes- 
senger and pack duty, other work 
that is secret. The Army has 1000 
trainers working at four K-9 Corps 
training camps to supply Army, 
Navy, Marines and Coast Guard. 
Axis powers are said to have more 
than 50,000 trained dogs in service.

We have been safe so long, we 
Americans. We have been privi- 
leged and protected. Now, as the 
reality of war creeps slowly upon 
us, we find it almost 
to place the blame where it should 
lie—in our own laps. 


We rave against Germany and 
Japan and, to a somewhat lesser 
degree, against Italy. We remind 
ourselves, and the listening world, 
of the bloody horror of Pearl Har- 
bor. We screech about the quis- 
lings who still hold forth within 
our midst. Most fiercely of all, 
we complain of the problems which 
still face us aside from the war: 
The farm labor problem, the hous- 
ing problem, the education prob- 
lem, the problem of working moth- 
er with her neglected children, the 
child labor problem, the restless 
wife problem, the transportation 
problem, the food rationing prob- 
lem, the union problem, 
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AND THAT'S just the beginning. 
All these problems face us today 
in their full blown  viciousness. 
And we face them according to 
our lights, blaming the war, the 
Government, the state laws, curs- 
ing out Hitler or Hirohito. Snarl- 
ing at the Democrats or Republi- 
cans. 


Accusing every source save that 
which is truly responsible, Mean- 
ing whom? Meaning ourselves, 

The simple truth is—not one of 
these problems is new or due to 
the war. They have been in the 
making for at least 50 years. We 
saw them coming half a century 
ago. We could and should have 
faced them, considered them, 
stopped them while the stopping 
was good, They are, in all their 
horror, the direct result of our own 
American indifference, stupidity, 
greed and arrogance, 


Consider the American boys who 
will die tonight beneath Japanese 
bombs and bullets.

OW that canned goods, such 
Ne vegetables and fruit, are 

being rationed, I think we 
who live in the country should at 
least start a vegetable garden 
when Spring swings around. Fresh 
vegetables at present are plentiful 
with a rather large variety. Prices, 
however, are somewhat high and 
indications are that they will go 
higher. 


In preparing vegetables I learned 
a little trick many years ago that 
greatly improves the flavor of to- 
matoes, peas, beets, string beans, 
red cabbage, carrots and lima 
beans. After these vegetables are 
cooked, seasoned and drained I al- 
ways dust them lightly with 
powdered sugar. For added flavor 
a piece of butter placed on top 
of any of these vegetables and 
stirred gently completes the trick. 
I would rather forego the butter 
on bread or roll for the butter in 
the vegetables; that is, if butter 
is going to be that scarce. If you 
have some olive oil try it on 
cooked vegetables sometime. It is 
especially good on spinach with a 
small clove of garlic added. 


I want to tell you about a very 
tasty salad, nice for luncheon, 
that I prepared yesterday. I cut 
an alligator pear lengthwise and 


sweét pickles. I mixed these in- 
gredients with Russian dressing 
and served this salad on a light 
bed of lettuce. Try it some time! 
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THERE ARE few foods that 
hold more possibilities in cookery 
than an egg. Indeed, the art of 
cookery would be lost without this 
indispensable article of food. Aside 
from the many ways of preparing 
eggs for breakfast, luncheon and 
dinner, think of the other numer.- 
ous uses an egg is put to—cakes, 
icings, puddings and sauces—and 
by the way, all the fine sauces are 
thickened with egg yolk instead 
of flour or cornstarch, 


STUFFED EGGS. 


Boil eight eggs until hard cooked, 
or about 10 minutes. Remove shells, 
also cut a thin slice from rounded 
part, so eggs will stand while bak- 
ing.

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ERBASTIAN BACH’S Concerto | 
§ vor Violin in E-major is defi- | 

nitely one of the greatest of 
its kind. The fact that it is so 
rarely played in public is more of 
a reflection on the virtuoso violin- 
iste of our day than it is on the 
public, for its merits are so solid 
and its appeal so direct that it ts 
always well received. The mu- 
sician, of course, knows its merits 
better than anybody else and there 
is probably no violinist alive to- 
day who does not cherish it. It 
would be better, perhaps, if they 
esteemed it less and played it 
more. 


Even though this concerto does 
mot reach the public as often as it 
deserves, it is one of the few 
works of Bach that has been con- 
tinuously performed since it was 
composed. The monumental mas- 
terworks, such as the “St. Mat- 
thew's Passion,” went into eclipse 
after the great Bach's death and 
did not emerge again until the 
time of Felix Mendelssohn. Bach's 
most talented son, Philip Emanuel, 
was for a time considered a more 
important composer than his 
father, but he was one of those 
responsible for keeping the violin 
concerto alive. 


Aside from its value as a compo- 
sition for the violin, it can be re- 
garded as a prime example of 
Bach's genius in combining the 
form and substance in music. The 
melodic line has a grace and vi- 
tality that is denied to much music 
which is purely lyrical, yet it is 
an evolution of one short theme, 
which in one transformation or 
another is continuously in evi- 
dence. 

The publication of a new record- 
ing of this concerto fills a definite 
need. The recording in question is 
by Adolf Busch and the Busch 
Chamber Players (Columbia, three 


records). Mr. Busch is a serious 
artist who always tries to present 
whatever music he puts his hand 
to with a maximum of clarity. In 
his performance of the Bach con- 
certo, he addresses the listener in 
a straightforward way, with no 
ostentation or trickery and with 
every proper regard for strength 
of line and solidity of structure 
The defect of his quality is a 
certain deficiency in charm. There 
is nothing in his performance 
which suggests that sheer intoxi- 
cation of physical movement. 
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DEBUSSY: La MER. 

This tone poem is not a descrip- 
tion of the sea, but of the com- 
poser’s sensibilities when preoccu- 
pied with ideas and images of the 
sea. Any persuasive performance 
of this music requires therefore 
that the interpretive artist shall 
identify himself to some extent 
with the special processes of De- 
bussy’s creative intelligence. This 
is just what Artur Rodzinski and 
the Cleveland Orchestra failed to 
do in their recent recording (Co- 
lumbia, 3 records). 

The performance has breadth 
and motion, but lacks the subtlety 
of inflection necessary to provide 
it with that mysterious, tremulous 
quality which the music has when 
fully realized. Much of this in- 
sensitivity may be attributed tothe 
roughness of the' recording. How 
much is a question. Record col- 
lectors who already have the Kous- 
sevitzky version will not want to 
replace it. 
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SIBELIUS: Symphony No. 1 in

John Barbirolli and the New 
York Philharmonic Symphony Or- 
chestra are responsible for this 
newest recording of the first Sibe- 
lius symphony (Columbia, 5 rec- 
ords). Mr. Barbirolli is pretty 
solemn about his Sibelius and for 
this reason, his performance seems 
overdeliberate and at times, pon- 
derous. One could tolerate this if 
he would allow himself even a

One-half pound ‘salt pork, flour, 
one and one-half teaspoons bacon 
drippings, three cups milk, salt to 
suit taste, finely chopped parsley. 


Slice salt pork crosswise one- 
eighth inch thick. Dip pieces into 
flour and fry until delicately brown 
in a hot skillet greased with the 
bacon drippings. Lift out onto ab- 
sorbent paper or paper toweling 
to drain and crisp. Pour off the 
fat, measure one-half cup, and re- 
turn to the skillet. Add one-third 
cup flour and blend until smooth 
Add the milk a little at a time, 
stirring vigorously until thick and 
smooth. Season to suit taste, re- 
duce heat, and simmer, covered, at 
least five minutes. If gravy thick- 
ens too much, stir in more milk 
Serve with the crisp salt pork and 
garnish with a sprinkling of pars- 
ley.

HE half-hour on KSD from 6:00 
T to 6:30 Saturday evening is 

being devoted to a series of 
dramatic productions titled The 
Day of Reckoning, and bringing 
imaginary trials of the Axis dic- 
tators for their crimes against civ- 
illization.

It has radio transmitting and receiving 
equipment and its arsenal includes revolvers, sub- 
machine guns, shotguns and tear gas. It is manned 
by two technicians, Psychologist Walter Beecher and 
Physicist John F. Schaich; and a State policeman, 
Lieutenant John.

century ago is afforded visitors to the Camp- 

bell House, situated at 1508 Locust street, 
which, through the efforts of the Campbell House 
Foundation, has been restored to its original ele- 
gance and opened to the public. The house was 
built in 1851 by Robert Campbell, who made a for- 
tune as fur trader, and in it were entertained many 
visiting celebrities of the day, including General 
Grant. After the death of the last of the three Camp- 
bell sons, none of whom had married, the house was 
inherited by Yale University. The Campbell House 
Foundation, a group of interested citizens who 
wanted to preserve the house as a landmark, started 
raising funds for the purpose. Stix, Baer and Fuller 
Company purchased the house for the Foundation, 
and funds contributed were used fo restore it. The 
original furnishings and authentic decorations have 
served completely to restore both the appearance 
and the character of the house.

A view of the “double parlor,” as large draw- 
ing rooms were often called, looking from the 
door of the study. The room is 40 by 15 feet. 
The “rose” motif, a popular design of the day, 
is carried out in the carving of both mirrors and 
furniture. The furniture is all of rosewood, 
consisting of the usual sets of settees and 
chairs. Two of the sets were made by Belter, 
the most famous cabinetmaker of his day. The 
gas chandeliers are of solid brass with bronze
